SUSPENSION NOT LIKELY 



President Lewis Cordially Re- 
ceived By Officials of 
Companies 



Wllkesbarro, Pa., March G. — Having 
completed arrangements, so Car as the 
miners' representatives are concerned, 
for the meeting between the ofllcers of 
the United Mine Workers and the an- 
thracite coal operators in Philadelphia 
on Thursday next for the purpose of 
making a new agre: ment between the 
men and their employers, Mr. Lewis, 
national president of the miners' or- 
ganization, left late today for Indian- 
apolis. 

Mr. Lewis will remain at the na- 
tional headquarters until Tuesday, and 
will reach Philadelphia on Wednesday 
afternoon. He put in a busy day In 
this vicinity, visiting Pittston and 
Hazelton for the purpose of Inviting 
the individual operators to participate 
in next week's conference. Mr. Lewis 
called upon W. L. Cake, president of 
the Individual Operators' association, 
and extended him an invitation to at- 
tend the meeting, and it was accepted. 
The organization of which Mr. Cake 
Is the president represents practically 
all the independent operators ia the 
region, and he participated in the ne- 
gotiations three years ago, when the 
present three years' agreement was 
arranged. This agreement expires on 
March 31. 

There is a distinctly better feeling 
in the hard coal llelds regarding the 
outcome of the negotiations. This is 
no doubt due to the cordial manner in 
which Mr. Lewis. says he was received 
by the president of the coyl-carrylng 
roads when he met them Individually 
in New York and Philadelphia to ar- 
range a conference. Business men say 
they feel there will be no trouble, and 
that tliey look for only a short sus- 
pension of work, if, indeed, there Is 
any stoppage in the mining of coal. 
The business interests of the entire 
region are almost unanimous for a 
three year agreement, In order to avoid 
an annual disturbance in buslrieta. 

Neither Mr. Lewis, Ids associates, 
nor the operators !n this section will 
discuss the situation In advance of the 
negotiations. 

Not Talking. ■ 

Hazelton, Pa., March 0. — Asked 
whether he believed there would be n 
strike in the anthracite coal fields, 
President Lewis, just before leaving 
for the west, said: "Even if I knew I 
could not talk." 

A meeting of the district executive 
board was held here this afternoon. 
It is reported that operators are wil- 
ling to make certain concessions if the 
miners sign a long term agreement.

— Sonor Jose Paul, 
tho Venezuelan envoy to Europe, has 
left hero for Berlin. ?He Is auth.orlty 
for' the statement that President 
Gomez has forbidden both Clpriano 
Castro and his wife to enter Venez- 
uela. He is of the opinion that Castro 
will proceed from Europe to Nicar- 
agua, to consult with President Ze- 
laya, of that country, who Is his 
friend. He hopes to get In touch 
with ills partizans in Venezuela from 
Nicaragua, but Senor Paul docs not 
think be has any chance of success. 
The director of the French Cable 
Company, who was expelled from 
Venezuela some time ago by Pres'dent 
Castro, has left France on the steamer 
Guadeloupe, for La Guelra and Cara- 
cas. He has full powers to treat di- 
rectly with tho Venezuelan govern- 
ment in settling the dispute with the 
cahlo company. As soon ns this Is 
accomplished, France and Venezuela 
will sign a procotol referring to arbi- 
tration all questions still pending. 



DENIES RUMOR 



Captain the Hon. R G. Tat- 
low, minister of finance, de- 
nied the rumor to tho effect 
that he would shortly resign 
from tho present provincial 
government owing to the 
pressure of his private busi- 
ness interests.

Washington, March «.— Tho alleged 
practice of foreign manufacturers sell- 
ing goods in this country at a price 
iower than that obtained at home was 
tho subject of an Inquiry Introduced 
today by Mr. Galligen. Tho resolution, 
which was agreed to, directs tho secre- 
tary of state to "procure through con- 
sular and other representatives abroad 
all available information relating to 
the practice of foreigners selling in 
tills country at a price lower than the 
domestic prices set, and to communi- 
cate the information to the senate at 
the earliest possible date." 



DANGE RS OF AFRICA 

Chicago University Professor Thinks 
Mr. Roosevelt Will Fall Vic- 
tim to Fever 

Chicago, March G — "Theodore Roose- 
velt will never return to the United 
States alive if he carries out his an- 
nounced intentions of exploring tho 
dark regions of Africa In quest of big 
game." 

This is the opinion of Professor 
Frederick Starr, of the University of 
Chicago, whose prophecy is based upon 
ills knowledge; of the dangers of that 
country, particularly the Insidious 
fevers, through Ills expedition to the 
Congo Free State. Tile ex-president 
according to the educator, will invade 
a section of tho country where few 
while men have dared to venture 
heretofore, on account of the fatal na- 
ture of the prevailing epidemic find the 
Sleeping Sickness. 

"Ills danger," said the professor, 
"will not lie in the ferociousness of 
animals which dwell there, but in the 
fever which every explorer has como 
to fear and which have taken the 
lives of many adventurers. X have 
visited Africa and have -known tho 
u.xiont of these. I hud a fever peculiar 
to that portion of the country, I visit- 
ed there nlno different times and nar- 
rowly escaped with my life. Tho ox- 
president has not the temperament or 
the temper of a man who would with- 
stand . tho dangers of the climate lie 
plans to visit." 




Diplomatic Circles Feel Hope- 
ful of Settlement Being 
Reached 



RAILWAYS MAKE TROUBLE 



Ambition May Be Curbed By 
Foreign Office at St, 
Petersburg 



Washington, March G. — The diplo- 
matic viov, of the situation at Har- 
bin, where tho railroad companies are 
trying to control locul affairs, was 
more hopeful in tone today among the 
representatives of those powers hav- 
ing interests in the far east, and Which 
are determined that the terms of the 
Portsmouth treaty shall be compiled 
with and China's rights in Manchuria 
preserved. 

Tills optimistic feeling is prompted 
by tho fact that the Russian foreign 
office, as seated in last night's des- 
patches from St. Petersburg, has taken 
a hand, looking to the amelioration of 
conditions by udvocating a modifica- 
tion of the railroad policy and tho 
option of the foreign office plan for 
tho government of all towns In tho 
railroad zone. 

That tlie situation is complicated by 
political features is realized in well 
Informed diplomatic circles, due to tho 
powerful Influences exerted by tho rail- 
roads, whose interests are paramount 
In Manchuria, and which if eliminated 
from participation In local affairs will 
lose much of their prestige. No Infor- 
mation on the general subject Is being 
given out at the state department, 
where the belief is expressed that an 
amicable settlement of tho whole con- 
troversy muy yet be reached.

Movements of Prominent Wrestlers 
Shrouded in Mystery 



Montreal, March G. — Tho latest move- 
ments of tho big men in the local 
wrestling fraternity . are shrouded in 
mystery. Wittlg, the Chicago promo- 
ter and match maker, arrived In town 
and had a secret conclave with Frank 
Gotch and the directors of tho Cana- 
dian Athletic club. He then immedi- 
ately decided to sal! for England. The 
Canadian Athletic club has discovered 
through a friend of theirs at present in 
the 'Sultan's domains, a Turk that is 
more formidable than the present 
tourist, Malimout. 

The new Turk It is claimed is 
stronger all around than Malimout, 
and that he is capable of throwing 
Youssif In ten or twelve minutes at 
the most. Tho club Immediately on 
the receipt of tho news cabled the man 
an offer that is not likely to be turned 
down.

GERMAN SUSPICIONS 
REGARDING LIBERIA 



Trade Circles Inclined to Ex- 
pect Annexation By the 
United States 



Berlin, March 6. — The proposal made 
in AVnshington to send a special com- 
mission to Liberia, to investigate and 
report on conditions there, has arous- 
ed suspicion in some German trading 
circles as to whether the United 
States does not meditate the ultimate 
annexation of that republic, after first 
assuming a protectorate over it. Tho 
Westphallan Gazette, which represents 
manufacturing and commercial Inter- 
ests, goes at length Into tho subject. 
It alludes to what It calls the Ameri- 
can policy of conquest, and warns tho 
German government to be watchful. 
Tho foreign office lias been Informed 
of the conditions that led to tho pro- 
posal to send out this American com- 
mission. 



Wireless for Storm Times. 

Philadelphia, March G. — One result 
of the wire prostration due to tho 
blizzard of Wednesday night will bo 
the establishment by the city of a 
wireless plant on top of the city hall 
tower. Tlie top of tlie tower, is 537 
foot from the ground, and a powerful 
wireless outfit would put Philadelphia 
in couch with any municipality or sea 
station operating a wireless plant 
within a radius of a thousand miles. 
Profiting by the examples furnished 
by the plight in which Baltimore now 
finds Itself, cut off entirely from wire 
communication with tlie outside world, 
city officials today began tho work 
preliminary to tlie erection of a plant 
that will keep Philadelphia In touch 
no matter to what extent land lines 
may bo prostrated. 

PLAGUE AT, GU AYAQUIL 

Sixty Now Cases Reported During tho 
Month of February — Yellow 
Fover Also Raging 



Guayaquil, Ecuador, March C. — Dur- 
ing tlie month of February sixty new 
cases of bubonic plague wc:o reported 
In Guayaquil, of which eleven were 
fatal. Thirty-one cases of yellow 
fever also wore reported during that 
month, of which slxteon wwe fatal. 



Struck by Engine. 
Biggar, Sask., March 6, — Robert 
Hoavy, night coal watchman on tho 
G.T.P., was found dead on the track 
half a mile west of tho station tills 
morning. It is supposed that ho was 
walking to his work facing a snow- 
storm when the engine struck him. His 
wife is in Ireland, and a married 
daughter lives here. 



Winding-Up Order 

Toronto, March 6. — An order for the 
winding-up of the Canada Tinplate and 
Sheet Steel Company, Limited, of 
Morrisburg, Ont., has boon granted by 
Chief Justice Mulock, on petition of 
tlie American Securities company, a 
creditor to the extent of $7S,000. Tho 
liabilities are $225,000, but the assets 
when realized on may show a small 
surplus. The liquidation entered upon 
la directed at the old company, not tho 
new one. 



For Criminal Negligence 

Guelph, Ont., March 6. — Engineer 
Conrad Kennedy was sentenced to 
eight months' imprisonment this morn- 
ing on tho charge of criminal negli- 
gence in connection with tlie collision 
at Harriston on Jan. 27, in which 
Brakernan Smith and Fireman Root 
lost their lives. Sentence was sus- 
pended in the case of Conductor Flem- 
ing, Fireman Alexander and Brakemen 
Jackson and Burgmn,n, who wore also 
charged with criminal negligence 



P. E. I. Finances. 

Cliarlottetown, P.E.I., March 6.— 
Premier Haszard in bringing down the 
budget last night estimated tho or- 
dinary expenditure next year at $JC2,- 
780; capital expenditure, $30,423; re- 
venue, $370,1.95, a net increase of 
$3,593 from last year. He expected 
the revenue to be increased over tho 
above amount through refunds from 
tlie Dominion- on account of certain 
payments in connection with tho ad- 
ministration of criminal justice. The 
total debt of the provice is $850,611, 
against which there arc assets at Ot- 
tawa of $S93,000. 



BALKAN PROSPECTS 
SOMEWHAT GLOOMY 

Austria Refuses Intervention 
By Powers in Dispute 
With Servia 



Berlin, March 6.— The raltuatton bo., 
tween Austria-Hungary and Servia, 
.arising from the efforts of .the latter 
country to secure compensation for tho 
annexation by tho dual monarchy of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, wai today 
acknowledged to be disquieting. There 
is, however, this advantage, the Issues 
are more clearly defined than before, 
It. can .be said with authority that 
everything now depends upon the posi- 
tion Russia take3 in the matter. 

The situation stands as follows: 
Servia has undoubtedly renounced all 
her direct demands, both territorial 
and Economical, but at the same timo 
she charged Russia to place these de- 
mands before an international con- 
ference. . Austria-Hungary declined to 
accept r.uch a conference before tlie 
points at issue witii Servia are settled. 

Austria-Hungary is prepared to 
grant favorable commercial and eco- 
nomical compensation to Servia if 
Servia consents to negotiate direct, but 
should a conference be called to deal 
with these questions Austria-Hungary, 
with the support of Germany, would 
oppose any concessions. Austria- 
Hungary and Germany consider that u 
conference should be called to ratify 
agreements already made, and they do 
not recognize the right of tho powers 
in any way to Intervene in the ques- 
tions concerning two independent na- 
tions. It is affirmed also that Turkey 
Is Inclined to hold to a similar -view. 
The Porte fears that if such a con- 
ference awarded Servia. compensation 
from Austria- Hungary, then Servia 
would demand territorial compensation 
from Turkey. 

The provisional commercial agree- 
ment between Austria-Hungary and 
Servia expires on March 31st, and 
Austria-Hungary Is willing to make 
tho new agreement more advantageous 
if Servia will abstain from seeking 
foreign intervention, and settle the 
question alone. Up to the present timo 
Russia lias not intimated whether or 
not she will accept the Servlun man- 
date to approach the powers. 

Although there is no serious anxiety 
regarding tho eventual peaceful out- 
come of this controversy, a certain 
disquieting tension was evidenced to- 
day in official circles. 

Vienna, March G. — Count Forgach, 
the Austro-Hungarian minister at 
Belgrade, has been instructed to in- 
form tho Servian government that 
owing to the attitude maintained by 
Servia for the last month the govern- 
ment of the dual monarchy, to its 
regret, has not been in a position to 
submit a renewal of tho commercial 
treaty with Servia which expires on 
March 31st, for parliamentary sanction, 
The Austro-Hungary government, 
Count Forgach Is instructed to add, 
cherishes the hope that Servia, as It 
is generally understood, has in^ ac- 
cordance with tho advice of the pow- 
ers, decided to change her policy with 
regard to Bosnia and Herzegovina, 
and will notify Vienna of this wiso 
resolution as well as of her Intention 
to maintain peaceful and neighborly 
relations with Austria-Hungary, As 
soon as this notification is received, 
Austria -Hungary will be prepared to 
negotiate the questions of trade inter- 
course pending between the two 
countries. 

Berlin, March G.— The comments of 
the evening papers on the Austro- 
Servian situation are pessimistic, but 
hope is expressed that Russia soon 
will make known her Intentions to 
favor a peaceful solution. The Vos- 
slche Zeitung summarizes the situa- 
tion as follows: "Russia has an un- 
thankful task. If she refuses to carry 
out the wishes of Servia, It is to be 
feared that Servia will throw herself 
upon the Austrian bayonets. If, on 
the other hand, Russia exercises tho 
slightest compulsion on Austria- 
Hungary, It Is probable that the dual 
monarchy will grasp the sword as tho 
only means of cutting the Servian 
knot."

Vote For Victoria Immigration 
Building Criticised in 
Supply 



Ottawa, March G. — Notice of three 
important resolutions was given in tho 
Commons last night. Col. Worthing- 
ton desires a committee to investigate 
the expenditure of the militia depart- 
ment since 1903, and to report whether! 
additional safeguards should bo pro- 
vided in respect of It. Mr. McLean 
(Lunenburg) wants the Commons 
railway committee restricted to a 
membership of 51. ]t now numbers 
zOu and is considsred cumbersome. 
Mr. Gordon will move for the appoint- 
ment of a standing committee to pass 
upon all estimates before submitting 
them to the House. Ho sets forth in 
his resolution that this would not only 
facilitate the passage of tho various 
votes but would prevent waste of timo 
and safeguard tho expenditure of un- 
duly largo sums where unnecessary. 
Mr. Gordon also nets forth that it 
would aid in the adoption of a policy 
of keeping the expenditures as far as 
practicable within tho limits of in- 
come. 

The senate yesterday gave the third 
reading to Senator Campbell's bill re- 
lating to the water carriage of goods. 
The second reading was given to tho 
Grand Trunk Pacific bill for a union 
station at Portage la Prairie, to the 
bill to amend tho Railway Act so as 
to facilitate actions against govern- 
ment railways by parties whose stock 
is killed, and tho bill by Senator G. W. 
Ross to Incorporate the governing 
council of tho Salvation Army in Can- 
ada, for the purpose of enabling Army 
property to "be invested in them. 

Correspondence between the Domin- 
ion and Imperial governments In re- 
gard to the organization of an im- 
perial general staff was " laid beforo 
parliament yesterday. A memorandum 
from the Army council expressed itself 
as well aware that the self-governing 
dominions could riot give a guarantee 
that contingents would be forthcoming 
for service in any part of the empire 
In the event of war.. At the same timo 
they fully realized that the feelings of 
loyalty and affection towards the Mo- 
ther Country entertained by tho over- 
seas dominions would operate as pow- 
erfully in the hour of trial as they did 
during the recent war in South Africa. 

In supply last night, on the British 
Columbian public buildings, Mr. Bar- 
nard (Victoria), criticised the further 
expenditure of $43,000 to complete the 
immigration building at Victoria. Ho 
argued that it was not needed, on ac- 
count of the small white Immigration. 

Hon. Dr. Pugsley, minister of pub- 
lic works, claimed that it was needed 
for anv immigration emergencies. 

Mr. Taylor asked if the building was, 
to be erected in view of prospective 
Oriental immigration in the future. 

Hon. Dr. Pugsley said that there was 
no idea along those linos. The ar- 
rangement with Japan would hold, re- 
stricting Orientals. 

Mr. Taylor urged that there should 
he no Oriental immigration at all. Tho 
building was absolutely useless. 

Mr. Barnard asked why the building 
was requisitioned just at tho time that 
the Japanese treaty went through. It 
looked as if tlie government thought 
that there would be a large influx of 
Japanese as a result of that treaty. 

The item carried. 

Mr. Taylor urged upon the govern- 1 
ment the necessity of a post offico at 
Chilliwack. Might not a temporary 
building bo put up? 

Hon. Dr. Pugsley could offer no hope 
this venr, but ho might do something 
next session. An arrangement might 
be made for temporary increased ac- 
commodation. 



Last of Fateful Steamer 

New Brunswick, N.J., March G. — The 
barge Maryland, formerly tho steam- 
boat General Slocum, on which moro 
than a thousand persons lost their lives 
a few year.i ago, sank at South River 
yesterday. The barge was loaded with 
500.000 brick consigned to a New York 
contractor. The weight of her load 
sank the boat so deep that the bottom 
scraped along a rock which toro a 
hole of considerable size. Tho Slocum 
was rebuilt and converted into a 
barge some time after the disaster in 
tho East river, New York. 



DISCUSSING CANADA 

, — 

British Unemployed Who Do Not Care- 
to Go on the Land— Emigra- 
tion of Children 



London, March G. — At a meeting of 
the central unemployed body, Mr. Har- 
loy said that only- fifty per cent of un- 
employed emigrants to Canada went 
on the land, and asked if greater pre- 
cautions were now being taken. Mr. 
Halsell, chairman of tho immigration 
commission, reported that the distri- 
bution of the people was arranged 
by the Dominion agents, and that it 
had been impossible to foresee tho fact 
that tho American crisis would upset 
everything. 

At a meeting of Chorlton union 
board of guardians, Mrs. Garrett moved 
that the clerk should inform the Man- 
chester boys' and girls' Vefuges, which 
had asked the board If they had any 
children for emigration to Canada, 
that they did not Intend to send any 
children to Canada during 1909. Mrs. 
Garrett did this because of unsatis- 
factory reports as to wages and gen- 
eral labor conditions in Canada. A 
member of tho board proposed that 
before the matter was discussed in- 
quiries should bo made among tho chil- 
dren as to whether any of them wish- 
ed to go to Canada, as they had been 
told It was like going to a park. This 
was agreed to.

Spectator Endorses Plan 
By a Victorian

The writer !.s dealing 
with the article forwarded to Lord 
Mllner by Mr. C. A. Gregg, of the edi- 
torial staff of the Colonist, which the 
Conner had published In the London

Sir, — Knowing the Importance at- 
tached by the Spectator to the ques- 
tion of national defence, 1 venture to 
call attcnth.n to the article entitled 
"Canada and the Navy" in the Times 
of January 10th. It Is important as 
Indicating Canadian feeling on the 
question, and It would be interesting: 
to hear opinions on the practicability 
of the scheme which is suggested In It 
from those of your readers who pos- 
sess expert knowledge In naval mat- 
ters. . Briefly, summarized, the writer's 
proposals tire as follows. It is stated 
that the Canadian government intend 
to lay the foundation of a "navy" by 
constructing "fishery cruisers of a 
semi-warship type." Apart from fish- 
ery purposes," the writer contends that 
such vessels will be but travesties of 
lighting ships for purposes of warfare, 
and he suggests as an alternative that 
some of the retired, but still thorough- 
ly serviceable, British warships should 
be acquired by the Canadian govern- 
ment from the admiralty, 

It is probably true, as Lord Alilner 
stated at Toronto, that a closer im- 
perial organization can only develop 
from a practice of "doing things to- 
gether." The letter In question Is in- 
teresting. If for nothing else, In mak- 
ing a positive suggestion based on all 
analysis of the existing situation. It 
is ulso obvious that any proposal, to 
he practicable, must consider both the 
naval and the political exigencies of 
the case. There Is every reason to be- 
lieve in the accuracy of l.ho writer's 
description of Canadian sentiment. 
"We have people in Canada loyal to 
the core .... but in a maze of doubt 
how to proceed." What causes this 
maze of doubt? . Two reasons at least 
can be indicated. Together with loy- 
alty to the empire is growing a strong 
Canadian national spirit. It Is no 
more necessarily inconsistent with im- 
perial loyalty than the pride felt by a 
Scotsman In Scotland, But It de- 
mands that Canadians as .such should 
be able to be proud of any share In 
Imperial work undertaken by Canada. 
It is, therefore, unfortunate that there 
should still .implicitly exist In Cana- 
dian minds a fear of Interference by 
the Imperial government in local af- 
fairs, and of a reluctance to accord 
Canada a voice in controlling imperial 
policy, even when she helps to bear 
the burden. Such fears have now- 
adays little foundation In fact; but 
they may bo a potent instrument in 
the hands of a politician when it Is de- 
sired, perhaps for other reasons, to op- 
pose some "forward" proposal. A 
second reason for hiactlylty is indi- 
cated by the writer when lie states 
that "Canadians are a very busy peo- 
ple." This absorption in the material 
development of the country operates In 
several ways. It prevents men Inquir- 
ing Into the truth of allegations that 
Canadian autonomy Is threatened by 
some proposal. Again, the future 
greatness of Canada is accepted, and 
no doubt rightly, as an article of faith. 
But the claims of business allow little 
time for reflecting what will he the 
comparative greatness of Canada In 
Independence, or ns :i leading member 
of the British confederacy; and for 
considering, as the present is the for- 
mative period, what steps should be 
taken now If proper preparation is to 
be made for the future. 

The Canadian situation, therefore, is 
one in which various reasons normally 
combine to prevent the gi nulne im- 
perial sentiment from producing its 
full effect. The proposal In question 
appears to utilize the strong points of 
that situation while avoiding the dif- 
ficulties, and therein lies Us value. It 
would directly remedy one particular 
cause of complaint. The excellent na- 
val station at Esquimau is now dere- 
lict. The Canadian government un- 
dertook the work of imperial defence 
In those regions, and the British squa- 
dron was consequently withdrawn. So 
far, however, the only result Is that 
Esquimau Is deserted, and. "as Cana- 
jdlans dearly love the sight of a battle- 
ship," the effect of its forlorn condi- 
tion .on Important sections of public 
! opinion In British Columbia Is most 
unfortunate. By the present sugges- 
tion the situation at Esquimau, as at 
Halifax, -would he remedied at a min- 
imum cost. The general effect, how- 
lever, of the proposal would be wider. 
The demand tor a naval force would 
be met In a way which would afford 
'■m outlet both for imperial patriotism 
and national sentiment in Canada, and 
in which they would be. not rival as- 
pirations, hue complementary to out; 
another. Again, there would bo no 
derogation from the principle of local 
autonomy; and yet, with the develop- 
ment of opinion and of circumstances, 
evolution would be possible on the 
lines of co-ordination of control, inter- 
change of officers or of units, and 
homogeneity of design. From the na- 
val point of view, therefore, as from 
the political, the proposal appears 
prima facie to bo practicable. Whether 
it is actually so can only be decided by 
expert opinion. It would be Interest- 
ing, therefore, to hear such an opinion, j hou'so'wll'i

Tho fact that eighteen bills were 
passed during the week In the legisla- 
ture Indicates the activity of that body 
between Monday and Saturday. Every 
effort was made 'by the Government to 
make expeditious work of the business 
of the session, and the results men- 
tioned show that their energy was not 
entirely wasted. Of these bills seven 
were private measures and the remain- 
ing eleven public bills. 

It was believed in the earlier part 
of the week that the session might be 
brought to a close by Friday night 
possibly by a Saturday sitting. But 
these hopes were dissipated when the 
Water Clauses Mil came up before the 
committee of ; i whole House. The 
length of the 11, which contains 311 
sections, would mako it at best a slow 
order of business, while the continual 
protests lodged by the Opposition mem- 
bers have multiplied its vexatlousness 
several times. It is probable that sev- 
eral entire sittings will be devoted to 
the bill this week. The field is fairly 
open now for the Water bill and the 
Grand Trunk Pacific measure, the 
less important matters, as well as tho 
private bills, being now well cleared 
from the order paper. 

The principal point of contention 
anent the Water bill was the question 
of allowing an appeal from the decis- 
ions of the proposed board of Investi- 
gation. This tribunal Is to be appoint- 
ed under the act for the purpose of 
adjudicating upon all water records, 
present and future, and the bill as 
drafted made the board's decision final. 
On tho instance of Mr. Macdonald 
(Rossland) provision was made for 
appeal to the full court, and to the 
supreme court when that has been es- 
tablished in the province.- 
The Medical Bill 
The Medical bill, which promised to 
evoke a great deal of debate in the 
House, passed through committee dur- 
ing comparatively mild weather. How- 
over, two of tho most Important sec- 
tions, -dealing with the definition of 
tho words "practice of medicine" and 
therefore, defining tho limitations of 
practitioners, were reserved for future 
decision. 

The Medical bill led to an interesting 
devislon In tho House, one which knew 
no party lines whatever. This was 
over tho five-year course of study In 
medical schools. The bill provides that 
the Medical council of British Colum- 
bia shall require an applicant for re- 
gistration- to- ptoduce a certificate from 
some medical school requiring a five- 
year course. Tills will take effect, 
practically speaking, In 1310. or In the 
case of students entering medical 
schools in 1912. Mr. Bowser thought 
the clause unfair to the schools now 
requiring a four-year course, while Dr. 
Young was enthusiastic in his sup- 
port of the regulation. The attorney- 
general was voted down. 

Not tho least interesting; of tho 
week's debates were those on the re- 
solution brotrght in by Mr. Oliver 
(Delta) and Mr. llawthornthwaite 
(Xanaimo) respectively, .and dealing 
with the price of coal and the local op- 
tion question. 

Some Resolutions 
•. Oliver's contention was that it 
was '.'up to" the province to appoint a 
Royal Commission to find out 'whether 
or not a coal combine exists in British 
Columbia, and to inquire into possible 
methods of regulating the price of 
that commodity to the consumer. Re- 
presented by Dr. McGuire (Vancon- 
r) tho government wing maintained 
that tho proper authorities to make 
such an investigation Vere to bo found 
at Ottawa. Mr. McGuire brought In 
an amendment to this effect to Mr. 
Oliver's, resolution, and was sustained. 

The student of theoretical political 
economy would have been vastly edi- 
fied to hear the views expressed in 
that debate by the members of the So- 
cialist contingent. Both Mr. Mclnnis 
(Grand Forks) and Mr. Hawthornth- 
walte (Nanaimo) took a highly intel- 
lectual, view of the matter, maintain- 
ing that such things as the price of 
coal were regulated, automatically by 
the law of supply and demand, and 
that if the coal operators were making 
undue profits, capital, would be at once 
diverted to coal mines, and the prices 
forced down. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite's amendment 
regarding local option was also Inter- 
esting, in that it commits tho govern- 
ment to an entirely new policy on this 
question. The plan is to appoint a 
Royal commission to Investigate the 
workings of the Gothenburg system, 
which maintains in Norway and Swe- 
den, and see whether it can lie intro- 
duced in this province. Tho Oppo- 
sition was a unit against the resolu- 
tion, which was" supported by a large 
government majority, and adopted. 

Two points of order are hanging 
(Ire, pending the decision of the Spea- 
ker. As the rules of the House al- 
ways come more into prominence as 
tho session wears to a close, and tho 
struggle between Government and Op- 
position waxes fiercer, it may bo hi ■ 
terestlng to mention these matters. 
Points of Order 
The premier introduced a bill to 
amend the Coal Minos Regulation act, 
tho main provision of which was a 
elauso aimed to relieve small collier- 
ies, which are unable to support a se- 
parate board of examiners, by having 
a general board. The bill passed 
through nil the stages to third read- 
ing, and at that Juncture Mr. Ilaw- 
thornthwalto (Nanaimo) introduced 
an amendment whereby Orientals 
would be excluded from obtaining cer- 
tificates as qualified coal miners. When 
this was moved Mr. McBride declared 
that the member for Nanaimo was 
out of order, as the amendment had 
nothing lo do with the main subject 
of the bill. The Speaker reserved his 
ruling. 

The other point of order came up 
j in connection with a bill to amalga- 
mate the mining rights and water 
rights of John Hopp in the Cariboo 
country. This bill was hotly opposed 
by tho members for Cariboo, and by 
the Opposition generally. Finally Mr. 
Oliver-. (Delta) raised the question that 
the bill was out of order us coming 
from d'prlvatc member, and affecting 
tho disposition of Crown property. It 
had been Introduced by Mr. ■Thomson 
(Victoria). On this matter also tho 
Speaker reserved ''decision, 
The List of Bills 
Tho public bills passed during th- 
week were as follows: The supply 
bill (minister of finance) ; a bill to 
amend tho Coal Mines Regulations 
act, by making safety-clutches com- 
pulsory (Mr. Hawthornthwaite) ; a

ISLAND DEVELOPMENT. 

The, growth of interest in the devcl 
opment of Vancouver Island is very 
gratifying. The people seem to be bo- 
coming thoroughly alive to this ex- 
ceedingly important matter, and wo 
predict that a public sentiment will be 
aroused that cannot be resisted. Tho 
question is not a mere passing one. It 
lias a hearing upon the wliolo future. 
Pressed to its legitimate conclusion, 
it will mean that the people, who have 
for years hoped against hope to see 
tho Island become what it is fitted by 
nature to become, will have their anti- 
cipations realized, and receive the 
legitimate reward of their industry and 
investments. 

Tho movement, which lias been so 
auspiciously inaugurated, must be 
kept up. It is absolutely non-political. 
It should find expression, however, in 
such a way that the politicians will 
not dare disregard it. It is the duty 
of the people of the Island to strength- 
en the hands of their representatives 
in asking for the adoption of a policy 
which will enable the Island to come 
into its own. There is no hostility in 
the movement to other localities. In- 
deed the people of the Island wish 
to make common cause with every 
other part of the Island. They will not 
sanction any dog-in-tlie-mangcr policy. 
They will only psk that they shall 
have fair play. 

The people of the Island have reached 
the conclusion that the psychologi- 
cal moment has come for action, and 
they may be trusted not to allow it 
tu go unimproved. They expect, and 
they have a right to expect, that their 
efforts will meet with sympathetic 
support from the people of the Main- 
land. . ■ 

\Vhile wo have in mind just now 
chiefly what the provincial govern- 
ment may be in a position to do, we 
are not unmindful of the fact that the 
Dominion government may also do 
much. We ask Mr. Ralph Smith not 
to permit the present occasion to pass 
by without making known upon the 
floor of the House of Commons the 
ideas of the people of the Island and 
giving their expectations ills hearty 
endorsement. "We ask Mr. Barnard 
not to allow the session to pass with- 
out addressing the House on this very 
important subject. Let us sink poli- 
tics' out of sight while • we work to- 
gether for the general good. 

THE NOON RECESS 

The majority of the teachers of tho 
city have concluded that an hour's re- 
cess at noon is sufficient for school 
children. Judging from the discussion 
at the Teachers' Institute the men 
wanted an hour and a half and the 
ladies thought an hour was long 
enough. In saying that the men want- 
ed an hour and a half, we do not de- 
sire to be understood that the men 
wanted the longer recess for their own 
happiness and convenience. Perish 
suoh an ignoble thought! It is true 
that on-: of the ladies suggested some- 
thing like that whin she hinted that 
the men ought to live the simple life 
and not eat so heartily at noon tjmc;, 
but this was doubtless meant ill .a 
Pickwickian sense only. The ordinary 
man teacher is doubtless' content with 
a bock of versos, or the morning pa- 
per, underneath the bough, a jug of 
milk, and even would prefer to dis- 
pense with the "Thou" at lunch time, 
and think lie had recess "enow" in 
one hour for all practical purposes. 
The men were influenced doubtless by 
no other consideration than the fact 
that they were boys once themselves 
and knew how it is. New every 
healthy boy knows perfectly well that 
to go home, get your lunch, go back 
to school and try to play any kind of 
a game at all in an hour Is only a 
vanity and vexation . of spirit. The 
principal thing in the lunch hour with 
a boy is not lunch, and if the ladles 
think it is they will know better when 
they have boys of their own. The 
rule with a boy as to the mid-day 
meal during the school day« Is, "First 
bolt your lunch and then bolt your- 
self." Enjoying the digestion of an 
ostrich, he scorns the rule of hygiene. 
Ho will run home and fill up while 
overheated with hastily eaten food, 
rush back to the school-ground again 
without waiting for the food to begin 
the operation of digestion, rush about 
like a wild Indian, go into school in a 
glorious perspiration, sit in a draught 
without taking cold, get out of school 
again and keep going at high pressure 
until dinner time, eat enough for two 
men, be as .restless as a colt until It is 
time to go to bed, and then sleep the 
bleep of the Just, with a smile on his 
mischievous face that shows all's well 
within the rugged little body. Such 
an animal wants an hour and a half, 
two hours and any longer time . lie 
can get for the noon recess. The men 
teachers have not forgotten this. But 
as for the ladies, God bless 'em, they 



are not built that way. They were 
girls once, and not very long ago, 
most of them are only girls now; and 
they know that when echool is out a 
girl takes another girl's arm and saun- 
ters leisurely along, that she arrives 
home cool and clean, eats at leisure, 
saunters hack to school and has not 
the least desire to romp herself Into 
fever heat during tho few minutes at 
her disposal. So the grown-up girls, 
who teacli in our schools, think- an 
hour is long enough time for lunch. 
The ladies have had their way. As 
wo .ventured to remark when discuss- 
ing the suffragette movement, they 
always get tholr way when thoy really 
want to, and the luncheon recess is 
only to be an hour long. We are sorry 
for the men; hut do not think any 
sympathy need be wasted on the boys. 

THE PRICE OF COAL. 

Everyone, except those who mine it 
and possibly those who sell it, thinks 
the price of coal for local consump- 
tion is too high; but there Is room for 
a very wide difference of opinion as to 
whether the provincial government is 
the proper body to appoint a commis- 
sion to investigate tho cost of pro- 
duction and the possible existence of 
a combine to keep up prices It is 
easy to talk about appointing com- 
missions and easy enough to appoint 
them; but after they are appointed, 
questions of jurisdiction might arise, 
and the appointment might be of little 
value. Under the British North Amer- 
ica Act the right to deal with Trade 
and Commerce Is vested in the Do- 
minion Parliament. It Is true that In 
respect to the liquor trafile and cer- 
tain Other matters it lias been held 
that for revenue, for police purposes 
and for the control of municipalities, 
the local legislatures may constitu- 
tionally enact measures which must 
of necessity interfere with trade and 
commerce, just as the Dominion Par- 
liament must, often in the exercise of 
its powers, entrench upon "property 
and civil rights," which are expressly 
left in the jurisdiction of the local 
legislatures. This over-lapping of 
jurisdiction cannot bo avoided; but it 
is open to very grave question it the 
local legislatures could Justify an in- 
quiry of the nature proposed by Mr. 
Oliver's resolution, if the subject is 
not within tho jurisdiction .of the 
provinces, it would follow that tho 
commission would have no power to 
compel the attendance of witnesses or 
to insist upon their giving testimony 
under oath. If a commission of doubt- 
jurisdiction were appointed to exam- 
ine into an Important private busi- 
ness, we may rest assured that those 
whose affairs were about to be probed 
would raise the question of jurisdic- 
tion at once, and the inquiry would 
bring up in the courts, unless tho 
commission voluntarily went out of 
business. On the other hand,' there is 
no doubt about the jurisdiction of the 
Dominion Parliament in the premises, 
and Dr. JlcGulre's amendment,' which 
was adopted, provides for a reference 
of the question to the Dominion gov- 
ernment. It Is true that a similar 
recommendation was sent to Ottawa 
last session by the provincial house, 
and has been pigeon-holed up to date. 
Perhaps a better fate will attend tho 
new request of the House. If not, tho 
provincial government cannot be 
blamed. 



TO CORRESPONDENTS. 

We are always glad to get letters 
from correspondents, even though we 
cannot undertake to print anything 
like all of them. We try the ftiest we 
can to meet all reasonable requests 
and manage some times to do tilings 
which are hardly reasonable. But 
there are some things which we will 
not undertake to do. Wo will not 
undertake to explain to every person 
who writes a letter why yvo do not 
print It. In the first place it is a loss 
of time to do so, for no person is ever 
satisfied with the reasons given, and 
the result is that a lot of talk goes 
on which only raffles the temper of 
both parties to It. Another thing that 
•Wo will" not undertake to do is to re- 
turn letters. Some people seem to he 
under the impression that every news- 
paper holds Itself in duty bound to 
keep correspondence not r>rint«'fl until 
the writer calls for It. The Colonist 
has often been asked several weeks 
after an unimportant letter was re- 
ceived to give it hack, to the writer. 
If a letter Is worth printing, it is 
Worth copying by tho person who 
writes It, and if he thinks it to.o much 
trouble to copy what lie writes, he 
has no good reason to think the editor 
of a newspaper will think it worth 
wlille to save the original letter.

not be out of place. When the aver- 
age individual writes to a paper, he 
thinks that ills letter will of neces- 
sity appear in print next morning. If 
it does not, he almost always feels 
hurt. We. have had corespondents 
take up several Issues of the paper 
and argue that certain things might 
have ■boon left out In order that their 
letters might have been printed, We 
try to be obliging in these matters. 
Wo like to get short letters dealing 
with important questions. The public 
likes to read such letters. But news- 
papers are first of all newspapers, or 
at least they ought to lie. and news 
must have preference. We had an in- 
dignant letter from a correspondent 
several days ago because we did not 
print a letter, that would have made 
four columns of the paper, upon a 
subject in which not five people in the 
city would have taken any interest 
whatever.

When the Vancouver delegation was 
before Sir Wilfrid Laurier, and that 
gentleman was replying to their re- 
quest for the improvement of their 
harbor in the course of which thoy 
said that they look for a great future 
for their iiome town, .Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier remarked that he "had heard of 
Victoria" in that connection.

On another page we reproduce a let- 
ter which appears in the London Si ec- 
tator relative to a proposal advanced 
by a member of the editorial stall' of 
the Colonist for the creation of the 
nucleus of a Canadian navy. The Idea 
has elicited the most favorable com- 
ment throughout the Dominion and In 
Influential circles In England, and the 
hope Is therefore entertained that it 
may be found practicable. The writer 
of the letter to the Spectator makes an 
allusion to the situation at Esquimau 
which possesses q special local In- 
terest. 

The question of Senate reform is 
now open for discussion, ami there 
seems a greater prospect than ever 
before for some practical steps being 
taken in that direction. On Friday 
Senator Scott moved a resolution to 
the effect that (he time had arrived 
for so amending the constitution of 
the Upper Mouse as to bring the mode 
of selecting Senators more in har- 
mony with public opinion. He out- 
lined the salient facts of his proposal 
as an elected element of approximate- 
ly two-thirds, and one-third appointed. 
There Is much that is attractive about 
this plan, and it will certainly com- 
mend itself to a large section of the 
electorate who complain of tho exist- 
ing order of things, if a proper dis- 
tribution p£ representative's is pro- 
vided. Senator Scott's first proposal 
in that respect was absurd.

VANCOUVER ISLAND AND 
RAILWAY DEVELOPMENT 

(Charles H. Lugrin) 



The following extract from a letter 
written by Mr. Meredith twenty years 
ago has special Interest just now, the 
elghty-Hrst anniversary, of his birth.

BRITISH OPINION 



It is generally supposed (remarks 
tho Daily Mall) that there will bo no 
•: great surprises and that the main fea- 
ture of the coming session will be so- 
$ eial legislation. As to the precise lino 
• which it will take, insurance against 
invalidity and unemployment and the 
establishment of labor exchanges have 
been foreshadowed by the speeches of 
ministers. Tho government, accord- 
ing to report, will carry out insurance 
against unemployment by making 
grants to tile trade unions. This will 
hardly touch the large class of unskill- 
ed and unorganized workers, with 
whom the distress is greatest. In- 
validity insurance will be financed 
according to' the same report, by ro- 
' quiring a contribution from each 
worker and each employer; to bo sup- 
plemented by a grant from the state 
equal to three joint contributions. 
Poverty and unemployment can scarce- 
ly be lessened by increasing taxation 
all round. The best method of deal- 
ing 'with them Is by giving British 
capital and British trade greater se- 
curity, and thus enlarging- the demand 
for labor and the price which Industry 
can afford to pay for it. The surest 
road to this result Is by fiscal reform, 
which would at tho same time provide 
funds for social legislation. 

Tho new era in Turkey is passing 
out of the Idyllic stage (says the Daily 
Chronicle) and entering into the light 
of common day.

' key must bo that things will take a

There is news of a some- 
what grave inqiorf with regard to mili- 
tary and naval disaffection, and it may 
be that tho formation uf tho new cabi- 
net will ease the situation. A homo- 
geneous cabinet, in harmony with the. 
pronunelamentos or unconstitutional 
desirable, but, in wishing the now 
grand Vizier every success, do not let 
us forget the conspicuous service 
which Klamll Pasha has rendered to 
his. country In piloting it through a 
period of transition amid many diffi- 
culties both Internal and external.

Through a clerical error In the last 
article Air. Sutton's statement, of 'the 
relative value of the woods of .the 
Island was Incomplete, and It is there- 
fore repeated In correct form. The 
chief woods In the order of their com- 
mercial value are: Douglas fir, red. 
cedar, hemlock, spruce, balsam, yellow 
cedar, alder, white maple, oak, white 
fir, white pine, arbutus and dogwood. 
Reference has been made to the by- 
products of Island timber. One of the 
leading lumbermen of the United 
States, who is a larger holder of tim- 
ber lands on the Island, said to me 
recently that the by-products of our 
forests would prove a source of great 
wealth. Be laid special stress upon 
the value oj the hemlock bark for tan- 
ning, and said that ho" was himself in- 
clined to urge the Introduction of ex- 
tensive tanneries in connection with 
the development of his own properties, 
as ho had dono in the state where his 
operations have hitherto been carried 
on. Very little consideration lias been 
given to tho potential value of our 
hemlock baric lor tanning purposes. 

The manufacture of turpentine is 
another line of industry which can bo 
carried on upon almost an unlimited 
scale on the Island. Experiment has 
demonstrated the fitness of our wood 
for tho manufacture of this article, and 
In the course of Its production other 
valuable by-products aro formed. 

It is not strictly correct to speak of 
the manufacture of pulp and paper us 
a by-industry, because in certain lines 
of pulp-making the timber is taken 
directly from the forest; but for 
certain other lines only refuse is used, 
and this Kind may bo called a by- 
product. The amount of wood on Van- 
couver Island suitable for the manu- 
facture of pulp and paper, without 
materially entrenching upon the growth 
adapted for milling purposes, is in- 
calculable, but It is known to bo very 
large. The market for pulp and paper 
is growing with amazing rapidity, and 
there Is no lino of manufacture which 
is more certain to yield great profits. 
In addition to the markots of Canada 
and the United States, the Orient 
makes a great demand, and it is one 
that Is certain to increase. All tho 
world over the consumption of paper 
Is advancing at a remarkable rate. 
There are other uses to which the re- 
fuse of saw mills can bo put, such as 
tho manufacture of certain utensils. 
Indeed the variety of purposes to 
which wood pulp can bo advantageous- 
ly applied Is becoming steadily great- 
er. Vancouver Island has in this line 
of industry a field for exploitation 
which will become the basis of great 
prosperity, and will furnish traffic to 
transportation lines, building up cities 
and towns on tho Island and loading 
to the utilization of every available 
acre of agricultural land. 

Agriculture on the Island. 
Perhaps no part of the world, has 
been the subject of greater misrepre- 
sentation in respect to Its value from 
an. agricultural point of view than 
Vancouver Island. In the Inst issue 
of the Encyclopaedia Brltannlca it is 
thus described: "While limited arcaii 
In the southeast of the island and . In 
the inland valleys are well adapted .to 
agriculture (about 300.000 acres in all) 
and ■ while farming Is carried on to 
some extent, tho country Is too moun- 
tainous ever to develop agriculture on 
a large scale. Cereals of all kinds, 
all fruits of the temperate zone, pulse 
and vegetables ilourish on the patches 
suited to agriculture,- while cattle and 
sheep can easily be reared In small 
numbers." Tho same work, describing 
Nova Scotia, says rightly enough 
that it is a "valuable agrlcutturul 
country and enters into great detail 
as to its productiveness, yet Vancou- 
ver Island is fully equal to Nova Scotia 
In this respect. The New International 
Encyclopaedia In Its description of tho 
resources of the Island wholly disre- 
gards agriculture and describes the 
climate as "damp and raw." Chambers' 
Encyclopedia says the Island is bar- 
ren. These descriptions are not a 
matter of surprise, for It Is not very 
long since the residents of the Island 
themselves declined' to believe it had 
any agricultural capabilities worth 
mentioning. When I first visited Vic- 
toria, which was in 1S92, I came- for 
the express purpose of ascertaining 
what the character of the Island was 
In respect to Its development by rail- 
ways, and I found no one who would 
say much In its favor for the stand- 
point of farming. One of the most 
important things to be done in the 
interest of Island development at tho 
present time Is to dispel the erroneou i 
Ideas prevalent regarding its agricul- 
tural capabilities. 

We are without as much information 
on this subject as could be desired, 
but more and more is being accumu- 
lated from timo to time, until even tho 
most skeptical are convinced that tho 
cultivation of tho soil will become one 
of the most valuable of all our indus- 
tries.

Speaking of the country lying In 
the extreme northern part of the Is- 
land, they say: "To the north of this 
range of hills is a belt of grazing 
land." The reference Is to hills near 
Quatse Lake. In township 20 is "an 
extensive valley," and In townships ":) 
and 35 another similar valley contain- 
ing 1,000 acres of good land. "A 
large valley extends westerly from 
West Arm to San Josef river, which 
may be found suitable for agricultural 
purposes.' Tho opinion expressod In 
regard to this valley, lias since been 
donflrmod by settlers. From Township 
37 the land slopes gradually tu tho 
sea and Is level. On Township 32 ia 
a large valley similar to that between 
West Arm and San Josef river. On 
tho south side of Quatsino Bound 
"What appeared to be large fertile val- 
leys extending into the interior were 
observed." Township 8 and a part of 
Township 9 are "covered ylth a spar.se 
growth of scrub timber, giving them a 
park- like character with a line 
growth of grass suitable for grazing 
purposes, with here and there swamps 
and ponds that could be easily 
drained." Township 28 consists of 
low 'rolling hills covered with a scat- 
tered growth of scrub timber, support- 
Ui'b 11 luxuriant growth of succulent 
grasses, eminently suited for pastoral 
purposes.' 1 I quote from the report in 
ex ten So in relation to the area north 
of Quatsino Sound: 

"The surface presents a beautifully 
diversified appearance when viewed' 
from the high lauds in the southwest 
portion of. Township 21, and which is 



." 'Stretching- into the , heart of the 
country, lying along the bases of the 
parallel ridges of trappean rock, are 
numerous lukos, in some eases form- 
ing a continuous chain. Others, soli- 
tary, lie embosomed among the moun- 
tains and form a beautiful feature of 
the landscape, among the rocky pine- 
dad hills they He, clear and calm,

"Fiom our observations it is esti- 
mated that a very U'.rge and valuable 
ti'aet of land, highly suitable for pas- 
toral purposes, requlr'ng only a com- 
paratively small expenditure to render 
it fit for immediate occupation, lies in 
this part of tho district, the area being 
well watered and easy of access. 

"The soli on the portion described 
is a vegetable loam, having a depth of 
from one to throe feet and resting 
upon bed rock. 

"The snowfnll is pr ibttbly less on 
•his portion of the Island than further 
south, owing to tho Influence of tho 
.'iipan current and the low altitude of 
the country. 

"In recapitulation we would place 
the amount of arable lands explore* 
at 50,000 acres, pastoral lands explor- 
ed, 50,000 acres; pastoral lands un- 
explored, 100,000 acres. 

"Further developments will pro- 
bably reveal mineral wealth, which 
combined with the particularly favor- 
able facilities for ocean shipping, will 
give to this section of the. province an 
Importance little thought of at pre- 
sent." 

This description Is of the part of tho 
Island which I do not suppose one: per- 
son out of a hundred has ever con- 
sidered In connection with agricultural 
development.

IN TRANSVALL GOOD 



Rising Stain Revenue Indi- 
cates Pleasing Stale of 
Affairs 



Cape Town, March G. — In striking | 
contrast tn thoctate of things prevail- i 
inn In some other countries, tho lln- I 
anclal and industrial outlook In the j 
Transvaal, In certain respects' at least, I 
seems to he very promising. If a rising j 
state revenue Indicates {{rowing pros- 
perity, the colony Ilth good ground for | 
satisfaction. During the first quarter 
of the -..financial year, which heglns on 
July 1, the treasury receipts showed a 
Satisfactory, increase all round, and 1 
especially in the . Items . of posts, tele- 
graphs, estate and transfer duties and 
Excise duties, in addition $1, 200,000 
was received In respect of tho col- 
ony's share of last year's profits of the 
Premier dlatrurid mine, for which no 
credit was taken in the budgot esti- 
mate. A handsanlo surplus is al- 
xeudy in Bight. Rand, iu-ospects, ton, 



aro excellent. Record after record 
is being broken. October's unprece- 
dented output of gold was equivalent 
to a rate of $157, -110,000 a year, an 
amount the magnitude of which can 
best be gauged from the fact that 
during the- period between 1S7I and 
IStiO the total, average production of 
gold for the whole world amounted.' to 
only $120,000,000 per annum. Allow- 
ing for the day less In the month, 
November's output was still better. 
Then came December's total, which In 
turn eclipsed all previous records, the 
output being equal to $168,370,000 a 
year. Improved plant and methods 
and the perfection of organization 
have worked wonders, and the reduc- 
tion of working costs now enables a 
good return to he secured from ore 
which only a. short time ago was 
regarded as unprofitable. 

Aparcntly tho one thing necessary 
for the maintenance of the present 
standard of production and Its fur- 
ther development Is the continuance 
of an adequ e supply of labor. So 
far this q, .ttlon has oresented no 
difficulties, but In so.no quarters the 
fear is expressed that a falling off 
may be experienced when returning 
prosperity throughout South Africa 
generally tends to absorb the exist- 
ing surplus labor supply. Certain 
onlookers profess Inability to see haw 
under present conditions any consid- 
erable deficiency could be made. good. 
Tho scheme for recruiting IMadugas- 
car natives for the Rand, which Gen- 
era! Botha regarded hopefully, had to 
ho abandoned owing to the opposition 
of the French authorities. Fortun- 
ately, the Portuguese territories can 
be drawn upon; the doubt Is as to 
how far the neighboring British Col- 
onies would be able to contribute. Ac- 
cording to tho Bulawayo correspondent 
of a Johannesburg journal, Rhodes- 
Ian Industries are already seriously 
hampered through lack of labor. At 
tho same time, the demand Is con- 
stantly Increasing. In the past twelve 
months the mines alone employed 
fully 10,000 more laborers, and It 1 
anticipated that an additional 10,000 
will be needed to keep pace with 
developments In 1900. 

In the correspondent's opinion, the 
<mly permanent solution appears to 
lie In educating the Matabolc and the 
Mashona to the dignity of labor. As 
matters stand, the former, since he 
may no longer go on the warpath, 
prefers the comparatively Idle life of 
a stock farmer, varied with on oc- 
casional hunting trip, the. latter is, 
as he always was, an agriculturist 
pure and simple. Both, thanks to 
their obedient womenfolk, have enough 
for their wants. Both bate mining 
and the thought of mining like poison. 
There are districts of Rhodesia, 
carrying anything from Hi), 000 to 50,000 
able-bodied natives, which, in spite of 
all inducements proffered, do not fur- 
nish the Europoap population with as 
many us a hare hundred laborers. 

Commenting on labor prospects gen- 
erally, the Times of Natal, remarks 
that until the character and habits of 
the average South African hat ve are 
radically changed, until his wants 
have increased and he becomes more 
subject to the ordinary pressure of 
economic conditions and until pro- 
vision is made for suitable locations 
In the vicinity of industrial centres, 
where an increasing number of natives 
will bo content to take up their per- 
manent resilience, the labor problem 
will remain unsolved, and the tem- 
porary glut will alternate with periods 
of extreme and embarrassing scarcity. 



SHIPS WHICH NEVER 

REACH DESTINATION 

Several Overduos Aro "Posted aa Miss- 
ing." at Lloyd's— News of the 
Reinsurance Market 



'Twas warmer on Wednesday, Feb. 
24, -in Icoland than at Nice. 



The long-overdue American ship 
Fort George, now 21M days out from 
Delaware, for Honolulu, will probably 
be posted as missing shortly; the ves- 
sel is no longer insurable. The tirst 
vessel posted as missing at Lloyd's 
this year was the little barkentlno 
Belle of the ICxo, which sailed from 
Trlndald on August 28 hist and was 
never heard of afterwards. A few 
days otter she was "posted" last 
month the Liverpool bark Isle of Erin, 
which left Sunderland on October J7 
last for Monte Video, was officially 
posted at Lloyd's as "missing." Tho 
vessel was sighted four miles off 
North Ronaldshay lighthouse on Oc- 
tober 1<), since which nothing refinito 
has been heard of her. At the end of 
October a large bark was sighted off 
Kirkwall in a critical position and al- 
most on her beam ends, and shortly 
afterwards a boat was picked up In 
the vicinity having on hoard tho 
name-plate Isle r.f Erin. Under these 
circumstances there Is little reason to 
doubt that that bark was totally lost 
very shortly after being reported on 
October 19. She was an Iron vessel 
of nil tons gross register, owned by 
Mesrs. M. A. Jlalcolm and Co.. of 
Liverpool. The vessel carried a crew of 
over 20 hands. 

The Jarleu, which left Lobos cl' 
Tiora on June 23 last for the Type, 
was also put on the" missing hoard." 
No news whatever had been heard of 
her from the hour of her sailing; pre- 
sumably she was lost in tho severe 
weather off Cape Horn last autumn. 
She was of 1052 tons gross register, 
and had a crow of 25 on board at the. 
time she sailed. 

Underwriters fear that before long 
she will be followed by a much larger 
vessel— the French bark Mistral, 2,200 
tons, which Is about 1G0 days out on 
a voyage from New Caledonia for 
Havre; with a cargo of manganese ore. 
She Is looked upon in the Room as 
hopeless, and Is practically uninsur- 
able. This voyage has proved a dis- 
astrous one recently for these fine 
French sailors. It is not a year since 
the President Felix Faure was wreck- 
ed off Antipodes Island, and the loss 
of the Croiset off the coast of Ireland 
i3 of still more recent date. 

The reinsurance "doctors" at Lloyd's 
are still puzzling over the identity of 
the four-masted bark and full-rigged, 
.■■hip seen ashore tit False Cove, Cape 
Horn by the crew of the Edward Se- 
wall. This Information has sent up 
the rates on nil vessels now on the 
overdue market making the vovagn 
round the Horn, and the "doctors" aro 
making strenuous efforts to spot tho 
vessels. 

The "Doctors" got very badly bitten 
some days ago over the steamer Corn 
Exchange. This steamer, which is In- 
sured on the London market for 
£32,000, sailed for Santa Lucia on a 
voyage from Rio to New York with a 
very valuable cargo of coffee, etc. 
When it became known that she was 
two days overdue the meri who spec- 
ialize In overduos thought they had 
got a sure thing ami begun paying on 
her hard. So Mslt was the market 
that the rate actually went up to 75 
guineas in one day, and then came a 
cable that she had arrived. 

Two French barks, the Cuethary and 
the Jpllotto, have gone ashore on the 
coast of New Caledonia. One of these, 
the Guethary, may he salved, and as- 
sistance is being sent to her. Twenty 
per cent, was the. last rate paid to 
cover hoi. The other, the Joiietto, has 
sunk In deep water at Tchlo, and may 
be regarded as a total loss. Tho 
Guethary is of 2175 tons gross regis- 
ter built In 1001 and owned In Nantes, 
while the Jollbtte is of 2,052 tons 
gross register, and owned in Marseil- 
les. Reinsurances have been placed 
on these vessels on the London market. 

Fpur vessels, the France Marie, 
Lampro, Fill, and Quemiswood, have 
•been added to the overdue list. Of the 
two now overduos, the more important 
Is the France Marie, ti largo steel 
bark of 1,994 tons gross register, spec- 
ially, built In 1900 for enrying petro- 
leum in bulk. There lias boc-n no 
news of her since she passed Capo 
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Rely on Fit-Reform to show 
you everything that is new and 
proper and elegant in Suits and 
Overcoats for spring.

SYNOPSIS. 
The barometer remains comparatively 
high over this province and fair weath- 
er Is general with moderate winds along 
the coust. Rain Is falling in California. 
The weather is fair and moderately cold 
in the Prairie provinces.

Judge L'arripman yesterday gave 
judgment for the defendants In the 
case of Crompton vs. the B. C. Elec- 
tric Railway, after deciding an im- 
portant point In connection with tlio 
powers of the company. The matter, 
however, will not rest here, as an ap- 
peal to the full court Is to.be taken. 
It will be remembered that young 
Crompton sued the tramway company 
lirst autumn for damages inflicted by 
a -shock received by him from nn elec- 
tric wire. He was sawing wood In ills 
mother's cellar when his saw struck 
the electric light wire, knocking him 
senseless and burning him. severely. 
The jury awarded him damages to the 
amount of SI, 000. 

Arguments on certain legal points 
were heard luter, when A. E. McPhll- 
llps for the company raised, among 
others, the contention that, the action 
could not lie because not brought with- 
in six months. Renewed arguments 
were heard on this point yesterday, 
witli the result that the contentions of 
J. A. Alkman for the plaintiff were 
overruled and judgment given as stat- 
ed. * 

It appears that a franchise was or- 
iginally given to a local company for a 
street railway ami electric light plant 
in Victoria, the agreement with the 
city being subsequently validated by 
.and incorporated in a private act of 
parliament. This agreement contain- 
ed no proviso that actions for dam- 
ages must bo brought within six 
months, leaving litigants to their or- 
dinary legal rights. . 

Subsequently tile Consolidated Rail- 
way company was formed, and was 
given a charter by the local legisla- 
ture enabling it to take over certain 
Vancouver companies, with a general 
clause permitting the new concern to 
build or acquire tramways and electric 
light plants In other parts of the pro- 
vince. Later on again the 11. C. Elec- 
tric company took over the Consoli- 
dated Railway company's assets and 
charters, becoming thus possessed of 
all the privileges granted by their pri- 
vate act of parliament. This act con- 
tained a clause providing that damage 
actions must be brought within six 
months of the accident, and it was 
contended by Mr. McPhilllps that this 
clauso was in force in Victoria. It did 
not appear clearly during the argu- 
ment whether the Victoria concern 
was one of the assets of the Consoli- 
dated Railway company at tho time 
tho B. C. Electric took them over, or 
whether It had since been acquired by 
them by a separate transaction, but of 
course the B. C. Electric now holds 
both charters. 

Mr. Alkman's contention was that 
tho original Victoria franchise con- 
stituted an agreement with I the city 
which could not be subsequently var- 
ied by later holders of the franchise, 
and that a general clause In a later 
act, which would amount to a modifi- 
cation of tho agreement, would not he 
held to apply to eases like the present. 
If tho legislature had had tho Inten- 
tion of altering the rights of the own- 
era of tho -Victoria franchise so., far as

TO FORMALLY RATIFY 
WATER AGREEMENT 



Arrangements With Oak Bay 
Will Be Passed Upon By- 
City Council 



The city council will formally rati- 
fy the arrangement which has been 
arrived at between tho city and the 
municipality of Oak Bay relative to 
the water question. Tho -matter will 
eomo up for final consideration at 
Monday night's meeting. The follow- 
ing will be the basis of the agreement: 

(1) The city agrees to supply Oak 
Bay municipality with Its proportion of 
the existing supply of water to be de- 
termined by the number of services 
then in use, until silch time as the 
city of Victoria shall procure an im- 
proved system, said water to be sup- 
plied in bulk at a price not to be. less 
than sixteen cents and not to exceed 
twenty cents per thousand gallons. 

Ci) The city agrees that when it 
shall procure such improved system It 
will supply Oak Bay with Its propor- 
tion of tho total supply of such im- 
proved system at readjusted price. 

(3) All matters arising out of the 
relations between the city and Oak Bay 
in connection witli water supply, in- 
cluding price of water, shall be deter- 
mined by the board of water commis- 
sioners appointed under the Water 
Act, 1909. 

The agreement when completed will 
be signed on behalf of tho city by the 
city water commissioner. 

A by-law to assess and collect from 
the owners benefited, tho amount ne- 
cessary to repay the temporary loan 
raised for the repaying of Fort street 
between Government" and' Douglas 
streets will be Introduced. A number 
of routine matters will also be dealt 
with.

The advantages of a suburban as 
compared ' with -an urban site for tho 
projected provincial university aro 
viewed with varying degrees of favor 
by the different college presidents to 
whom tho matter was submitted by 
Professor J. L. Todd, of Macdon- 
afu college, Quebec, while visiting his 
relatives in this city last fall. 

The latest to express an opinion op- 
posed to tho contentions of Sir. Todd 
who favors the suburban location Is 
Dr. B. I. Wheeler, president of tho 
University of California, who in a 
letter to that gentleman points out 
tho advantages which will redound 
from the location of the university in 
tho centro of a city, as in that way 
the educational process he believes is 
complemented and completed. 

President Winder- wrote the Colon- 
ist as follows, inclosing a copy of hie 
communication , to Professor Todd: 

Berkeley, Feb. 20, 190S. 
In answer to a letter of enquiry 
from Professor J. L. Todd, of Mac- 
donuld college, Quebec, I have written 
the enclosed. . Inasmuch as his article 
on the subject of the location for a 
modern university was published In 
your paper, I place at your disposal 
these, my own views. I think the ques- 
tion Is one of such importance, and 
the proper answer to the question so 
clear, that there should bo no lack of 
publicity in tho discussion. 

BBNJ. J. WHEELER. 
The Letter. 
Dear Professor Todd; 

I think that a Canadian universlt.j 
for men and women students, with 
faculties of arts, science, engineering, 
agriculture and forestry, oven without 
a law school or the Inst years of medi- 
cine, should be placed In a largo city, 
not in the country. If It can bo in tho 
suburbs of a largo city that Is better 
probably than to be in tho centre; but 
the day Is now passed when wo can 
really consider the possibility of plac- 
ing a university in a country town. 
The neighborhood of a great city Is 
better even for the morals of the 
students, — .that'. I think has been de- 
monstrated. The worst moral delin- 
quencies appear In much more griev- 
ous form in country colleges than in 
tho city, though humanity will bo 
much tho same wherever it is placed. 
My statement, however, is. not based 
on theory, but simply on observation. 
I have been connected as teacher with 
Harvard university, in the suburbs of 
the city; with Brown university, on n 
hilltop in a small city; at Cornell, in 
a country town; at Berkeley, in tho 
suburbs of-, a large city. Tho mora' 
conditions at Berkeley are measurably 
better than at Cornell, — -of that I en- 
tertain no -doubt. I think the proxim- 
ity to a city and close touch with its* 
life is an essential part of the educa- 
tion of a young-man of the - age of 
eighteen to twenty-two. Fifty yearn 
ago the average age of students In our 
colleges was two years' less than it is 
today. It.-ls quite : reasonable to sup- 
pose that for a boy of fourteen to six- 
teen the 'country is the better place; 
but, now that tho university age has 
distinctly risen and established itself 
apparently with permanence for the 
years eighteen to twenty-two for the 
bncoalaureate period, with the gradu- 
ate years running above that, I think 
tho question of tho location of the uni- 
versity of tho future has been decided. 
A very serious condition is that of the 
well-being of' those who teach. Our 
present experience shows us that thu 
teachers In our small country colleges 
go to seed; they cease to grow, they 
give up research; they become satisfied 
with small results and insufficient 
mechanism and equipment; they soon 
find themselves out of the race. Young 
men 'looking to ah academic career are 
coming to' understand this and accept 
positions in country colleges, with re- 
luctance. Even If they do accept It 
is only as a stepping-stone; though 
they sometimes later get caught in 
the trap. You cannot generally SO' 
cure the best men for country col- 
leges, and if some of them art among 
the best, they are likely later to settle 
down into a snug contentment that 
means death. Twenty years ago, or 
perhaps even fifteen years ago, there 
might have been some hesitation in 
making a definite answer to your en- 
quiry. Recent experiments and wide- 
spread observation on the part of many 
different people make it Impossible to 
give any other answer than the ono 1 
have given you, and I think' you will 
find that that will bo the answer you 
will generally receive from those who 
have been taking the pains to make ob- 
servations in wide range. The modern 
city lias come to be much more of an 
educational Institution In itself than 
It was twonty years ago, and modern 
life is shaping Itself pre-eminently in 
terms of the social conditions of the 
city.

The programme in the legislature 
during the coming week includes sev- 
eral bills that aro bound to be con- 
tentious, and which have been left 
ovor to tile end of the session until 
the minor measures havo been cleared 
uway, and the arena Is open for the 
bigger Issues. The coming week, It is 
universally expected, will see the 
wind-up. 

In addition to the water bill, over 
which some weary sittings will take 
place, the Grand Trunk Pacific bill Is 
due to come up in committee. If tho 
opposition to the details of this bill in 
committee is as keen as that which 
marked Its second reading, it will 
fford mme interesting discussion. 

The Provincial Elections Act, which 
has already proved a source of trouble, 
especially from the Socialist end, lias 
not yet passed, committee. Another 
debate will probably attend the amend- 
ments to che Dentistry bill. Mr. Mc- 
Philllps (the Islands') has an amend- 
ment to the effect that unless con- 
victed of an indictable offence, tile 
council may only suspend a man for 
six months, and this clauso shall be 
retroactive. 

The Public Service bill, which is 
now in the committee stage, will be 
fought out at considerable length, al- 
though this bill does not contain tho 
elements of contention possessed by 
some of tho bills previously mentioned, 
of ths house, will probably prodiico

The Now Westminster lacrosse club 
is commencing to resign itself to tho 
prospect of getting along without 
games witli . tho Tccumschs during 
the spring and summer. When the 
Indians last wrote asking for a change 
of dates from May 24th and 29th, the 
New Westminster club replied agree- 
ing to the request and at tho same 
time suggesting that a definite state- 
ment regarding their plans be given 
by tho Indians to the AVestminstcr 
club before March 7th. . Cup Trustee 
Ross considered this request not un- 
reasonable and added in his Jotter 
to the - Tecumsehs that unless they 
could comply it would be just as well 
to consider tho challenge as cancelled. 

Today is March 7, and up ,to date 
nothing final has been received from 
Querrle's aggregation. Speaking this 
morning of tho situation Secretary 
Ryall of the Westminster club said lie 
felt sure that the Tecumsehs would 
not come out during the spring or sum- 
mer, a recent press report from To- 
ronto to the contrary notwithstanding. 
From the stir which lacrosse matters 
are now creating in Vancouver, he an- 
ticipates that the national game will 
not be a dead issue on the coast next 
summer as was feared a few months 
ago. Besides the outlook for compet- 
ing teams from Vancouver and Vic- 
toria there was, also the prospect of 
games from Reglna and Calgary. 

The annual meeting of tho New 
Westminster club will be held on 
March 18. 

That professional lacrosse will be 
played in Britisli Columbia this year 
if tho New Westminster club is de- 
termined to defend the cup against 
all comers, is evidenced by the deci- 
sion handed down by the C.A.A.U. 
to the effect that the Minto cup hold- 
ers will bo professionalized if they 
compete against a professional club, 
says tho News-Advertiser. 

Now the question arises, will New 
Westminster defend the Minto cup 
or hand it back to the trustees? 

In response to many inquiries as to 
what action the C.A.A.U. would take 
in the matter if the New Westminster 
club played against the Tecumsehs 
and other eastern teams, the sporting 
department of the News-Advertiser 
despatched a query to Mr. J. G. Mer- 
rick, president of the C.A.A.U., asking 
him would the union sanotinn a meet- 
ing between the teams and the follow- 
ing lias been received: 

"C.A.A.U. cannot recognize playing 
of an amateur team witli professional 
club for trophy or where gate money 
Is charged. New Westminster would 
bo professionalized. .1. G. Merrick, 
president. C.A.A.U." 

This settles the question so far ns 
the C.A.A.U. is concerned and as the 
IVC.A.A.U., will affiliate with the 
eastern body, the provincial body will 
1)0 unable to do anything else than 
observe the ruling of the governing 
body. 

It doej! not seem reasonable to sup- 
pose that New Westminster will hand 
the cup over without first defending 
it, and by doing the iatter the cham- 
pions will be outlawed by tho athletic 
union. And the only result that can 
follow will be the Introduction of pro- 
fessional lacrosse here. — New West- 
minster Columbian. 



Tho Ruy Eojez is the name of tho 
following game, so called after a 
Spanish bishop who lived during the 
reign of Philip II. He is reputed to 
have been the greatest player of his 
time, and he published an analysis of 
this opening in 1501. The object of 
White's third move B-KU5 was to still 
threaten the adverse K-P by an attack

In tho 
last three decades, however, tho Ruy 
has become extremely popular; tho 
move of the B is no longer played for 
direct attack, but as helping on White's 
development, wiiilst leading to a tire- 
some and cramped game for Black, In 
which any early attempts at retalia- 
tion are almost invariably disastrous. 
Hence its frequent use and tho abuse 
which is unsparingly bestowed on It 
by its victims. 

Tho "Bohemian Caesar" Wilhelm 
Stenitz, Max Langc, H. E. Bird, Senile- 
mann and many profound analyists 
labored tltanlcally to prove an even 
game for tho defence, but they wor- 
shipped at a shrine of disappoint- 
ment, and rising from their knees with 
shining faces they proclaimed that tho 
groat secret had been confided to them, 
but their hopes, though often glitter- 
ing as the snow upon the Olympics, 
were always very brief, for when test- 
ed by the fierce light that beats upon 
a tournament their labored analyses

Jack Binns, Who Won Fame in 
Atlantic Collision May 
Join Empress Liner 



EQUIPMENT WHITE LINERS 



E, J, Watts, of Marconi Co,, 
Arrives to Make Install- 
ations 



That Jack Binns, the wireless oper- 
ator who won fame by his devotion 
to duty when the White Star liner 
Republic was rammed by the Florida, 
may come to British Columbia to take 
tt position on one of the Empress 
liners is the opinion of Mr. E. J. Watts, 
who is waiting at Vancouver to install 
the Marconi system of wireless tele- 
graphy on the white Empresses. The 
first vessel to be equipped will be the 
Kmpress o£ China, due here on March 
12, and then the Empress of India and 
Kmpress of Japan will be fitted out as 
they arrive. 

Mr. Watts came to Vancouver via 
St. John and Montreal, and was for- 
tunate enough to be present at the 
banquet tendered Jack Binns of the 
Republic, and H. J. Tattersail of the 
Baltic, by the Marconi staff at Lon- 
don. The affair happened the night 
before Mr. Watts left for Vancouver, 
and ho lias as a souvenir a programme 
signed by Binns, Tattersail, Yv\ W. 
Bradficld, general manager of the 
company, and Marconi himself. 

"There is a possibility that Binns 
will come to this coast and act as oper- 
ator on one of the Empresses," re- 
marked Mr. Watts, "and while he 
made no definite statement to that 
end, yet I think he would like to go on 
the Pacific run for some time. As you 
know Binns was offered a huge salary 
■to go on the American vaudeville 
stage, but refused, and we all thought 
the more of him for his action. His 
reception at New York and in the 
old country was in strong contrast to 
his greeting at the Marconi offices. 
There was just a handshake and a 
few words of congratulation, for Jack 
had simply upheld the esprit de corps 
of the Marconi system." 

The Marconi system is used by most 
Of the steamship lines of Great Brit- 
ain, France, Germany and the United 
States, and all Marconi operators, be- 
fore taking a position on a liner must 
obtain a British government certifi- 
cate of competency and pass a speed 
test. Under British law there must 
he a standard wave length of a thou- 
sand feat, and Mr. Watts will make 
la trip on the Empress of Japan to 
■measure the wave lengths and stand- 
ardise them. All the materials for 
equipping the Empresses are being 
'sent out from the Marconi headquar- 
ters at London with a few exceptions. 
. Although only 28 years of age, Mr. 
Watts has crowded the experiences of 
a lifetime into the eight years lie has 
■been with the Marconi system. Al- 
most constantly on the move lie has 
visited practically every part of the 
world and his battered traveling 
trunks and compact equipment speak 
of the old campaigner. He is no 
stranger to this continent, for he was 
IS months in the Marconi New York 
offices and has journeyed from Soutli 
America to Labrador, although tills is 
his first visit to the Pacific coast. Up 
in Labrador he installed the Marconi 
stations, and he has the unique dis- 
tinction of having served in three 
navies and the Russian army. 

He has put in service with the 
British navy and also demonstrated 
and installed the Marconi system in 
the Dutch and Brazilian navies. In 
Brazil lie was treated as a member of 
the Brazilian navy, although actually 
under orders from his London office, 
and Mr. Watts also saw service in the 
Russo-Japanese war, having, been be- 
selgcd at Vladivostok for six months. 
He had full charge of the Russian 
wireless arrangements at the Siberian 
port and declares that it was ono of 
the hardest times he has ever put in. 

"There was very little fighting," he 
said, "but food was very scarce, and It 
is to the credit of the Russians that 
they kept the transslberlan railroad 
open throughout the war. When you 
consider that this Is 0,000 miles long 
It will bring home the magnitude of 
the task. Time and time again at- 
tacks were made on the road by the 
.Japanese and every bridge and cul- 
vert had to bo watched. The sys- 
tem used by the Russians was to tie 
Jjeroseno soaked straw around the 
telegraph poles and If an attack was' 
made those would be lighted and the 
beacon fire would be signalled from 
post to post until it reached the quar- 
ters of the nearest detachment of boI- 
diers." 

While 'giving credit to the Japanese 
as fighters, Mr. Watts is of opinion 
that the Orientals could not have car- 
ried the war a step further. 

"If Japan was in a position to do so 
she would have forced another bat- 
tle," he remarked. "But she had 
not the money and all her available 
forces, /)ld men and boys, were in the 
field, and the moderate terms of 
peace speak of her readiness to close 
the war. Now, to my personal 
knowledge Russia had hardly begun 
to drain on her resources for fighting 
material and when negotiations were 
opened she was pouring 5,000 men a 
day into the field." 

Captain P. G. Groves, who lias been 
with the. firm of Brown & McCahe at 
Portland for the past year, left yester- 
day afternoon for British Columbia, 
wliere lie will take charge of the agen- 
cies of the same concrn at Victoria and 
Vancouver, says the Portland Tele- 
gram. Ho was formerly looking after 
the stevedore business of McCabo & 
Hamilton at the Canadian ports. For 
a while lie was located at Aberdeen, 
Wa.ih., superintending the work of 
loading and discharging ships. The 
leading shipments now being made 
from Victoria and Vancouver consist 
of lumber and ealmori. During his 
stay at Portland Captain Groves made 
many friends, who regret his depar- 
ture. »

CIGARS SEIZED ON 
STEAMER LONSDALE 

Custom Raid at Vancouver Re- 
sults in Contraband Being 
Found and Confiscated 



When the steamer Lonsdale, of the 
Canadian-Mexican line arrived from 
Mexico a week ago news was given in 
these columns of the reported presence 
of contraband cigars .on board and a 
search, without result, by customs of- 
ficers in consequence of the report. 
News comes from Vancouver of a cus- 
tom's raid on the Canadian -Mexican 
liner, as a result of which 4,200 cigars 
were seized and confiscated and will 
be sold at public auction. Six cus- 
toms ipen went on board the Lons- 
dale when she berthed at Vancouver 
from Comox, and the Chinese crew 
was mustered aft while the customs 
men searched. At Victoria they had 
evidently prepared for the search, for 
when the landing waiters at the outer 
wharf went through the ship there 
were no signs found of contraband. 
Every few minutes the customs men. 
emerged from below with boxes of 
cigars and when the proceeds , of the 
raid were totalled) up, the customs 
men had 4.200 Mexican cigars which 
will be sold to the highest bidder 
when the next, customs sales are held: 

The steamer Georgia was searched 
with simidar success by the customs 
olilcers at Nanaimo a month ago. 
When, tile Georgia arrived the ; cus- 
tom's men received information of the 
presence of many thousands of cigars 
on board, and search was mado. ! The 
customs men failed to look in the wa- 
ter tank, where the contraband was 
hidden and the search failed. At Na- 
naimo the Chinese who .had brought 
the cigars north had removed them 
from their hiding place, not anticipat- 
ing a search there, with the result 
that 20,000 cigars were seized;

REVENUE CUTTER PERRY 
ARRIVES FRO'K/I JUNEAU 

Mado Searches For Two Derelicts 
While Engaged on the North- 
ern Station 



The U. S. revenue cutter Perry 
reached port yesterday from Juneau, 
Alaska, where she has been stationed 
since the close of the Bering sea sen- 
won, and is lying off the outer wharf. 
Shore leave was given yesterday and 
many of her crew were in the city. 
The revenue cutter will leave today 
for Seattle to relit and overhaul in 
readiness for the coming- season's pa- 
trol in northern waters. 

During her stay near Juneau the 
Perry was twice called upon to go in 
search of derelicts. When the report 
of the rescue of the crew of the sloop 
Nugget by the steamer Northwestern, 
which took five men and a woman 
from tile sinking sloop wag made, one 
man being crushed and killed when the 
wrecked sloop crashed against the side 
of the steamer, the Perry was ordered 
out in search of the Nugget, but fail- 
ed to find the derelict. She made an- 
other cruise, also without result, In 
search of a derelict schooner. 

The Perry, during her Bering sea 
cruise, seized two Japanese schooners, 
their crews being Imprisoned at Val- 
dez. 



Problem is One Which Much 
Still Remains to Be 
Solved 



The problem of the steamship pro- 
peller has seemingly been by no means 
solved, according to the experiences 
obtained with the fast Cunard liner 
Mauretania, which some days ago 
reached the great speed of 27.4 knots 
an hour when completing her record 
voyage from New York to Liverpool 
When the great speed which equals 
over thirty land miles was made and 
maintained for four hours. The fast 
trip of the Mauretania of 4 days, 20 
hours and 27 minutes over the long 
track homeward, an average of 25.20 
knots, was made after an overhauling 
which included a radical alteration in 
the arrangement of the vessel's pro- 
pellers. The record, during which the 
great speed of 27.4 knots lor four 
hours was not alone maintained but 
a day's run of 605 knots, averaging 
20.17 knots, demonstrated forcibly 
that the alterations that have been 
made in her propeller arrangements 
were not only effective but correct in 
their conception for achieving the best 
results from the power developed. 
Further experience that will be gained 
in driving these vessels may lead to 
oven higher attainments as regards 
speed, inasmuch as « lie propeller pro- 
blem admittedly holds many secrets, 
which only experience in working and 
deep study can evolve, It will be re- 
membered that during her recent over- 
haul the Mauretania was fitted with 
four-bladed propellers on her two 
wing shafts, and, together with an al- 
teration in the. pitch, these have ap- 
parently been enabled to get a better 
grip of the water than was possible 
with the former propellers of three 
blades ouch. 

It ' la no secret that when the two 
big Cunnrders embarked upon their 
career.- of active service ■' complaints 
about" the vibration, were rife*; During 
the trials .this was ;h ; prpn.iineiU fea- 
ture, but it was hoped that the defect 
would be remedied at the final examin- 
ation in dock. These anticipations 
having failed to materialize it became 
necessary to approach the problem 
afresh, and a favorable opportunity 
presented itself when the Mauretania 
damaged her inside starboard propel- 
ler. Originally the vessel had four 
three-bladed propellers of seventeen 
feet diameter by about sixteen feet 
pitch. What has been done now Is to 
remove the propellers from the two 
outside shafts and substitute for them 
four-bladed screws. Moreover, thu 
detachable blades of the original pro- 
pellers have been abandoned in favor 
of solid cast screws, and tin- character- 
istic shape of turbine propeller blades 
has' been succeeded by narrow blades 
such as are to be. . founds in most 
steamers of ordinary type. . Great 
curiosity naturally existed in marine 
engineering circles as to the effect 
likely to be produced by this depart- 
ure, for the question of the ideal kind 
of screw for turbine vessels is admit- 
tedly an open one. At the last meet- 
ing of the Institution of Naval Ar- 
chitects Mr. R. E. Froude contributed 
a fascinating paper on propeller effi- 
ciency, In the course of which the op- 
inion" was expressed that the screws 
fitted to the turbine- Cunarders are too 
large. Whether this be so or not— 
and it is only by a series of careful 
experiments In actual practice that 
data of real value can be obtained — 
the importance of propeller efficiency 
may be measured in hard cash, The 
writer In an engineering contempor- 
ary points out that the propellers of 
the Kaiser Wllhelm II. have an ef- 
ficiency of about 64 per. cent., and 
those of the big Cunnrders about 48 
per cent. If only half the difference 
were attained the average daily coal 
bill of each boat would be reduced by 
about 120 tons — say, from 900 to 7S0 
tons in 24 hours, taking only the pro- 
pelling machinery ili.to account. This, 
assuming that they are running for 
ISO days In the year, represents a sav- 
ing for the two ships of 43,200 tons 
of coal a year, or roughly- £30,000 per 
annum. 

Patient experiment on scientific 
lines Is now being carried on by 
many experts and the problem of the 
propeller is one which is among tho 
most fascinating of naval architecture. 



DAY OF SAILER 

IS NEAR AN END 

Record Reached in Low Rates in the 
Charters Made for a French 
Sailing Ship 



That the day of the sailing ship is 
Hearing Its end Is evident. Hates are 
still falling. Yesterday advices were 
received from England of the charter 
of a French sailing /vessel tcload at 

Antwerp for Pugot Sound or Portland 
at the lowest figures ever reached. 
The bounty-steamer Is to be paid by 
the charterers 10 shillings and II ponce 
per ton for the outward voyage and 15 
shillings home from San Francisco 
with wheat, the round trip being made 
for 25 shillings and pence, which Is 
2 shillings lower than the former union 
rates of tho International Sailing Ship 
Owner's Union for the voyage from 
Paget Sound, Portland or San Fran- 
cisco to the United Kingdom or Con- 
tinent with wheat. Two French ves- 
sels were recently chartered to load 
at North Pacific ports for next season, 
the Jean Bart for 13 shillings n pence 
and the La Perouse for 15 shillings, 
This Indicates the' poor outlook for tho 
sailing vessel. 

The recent suspension of the union 
rate fixed by the. International Sail- 
ing Ship Owners' Union has been fol- 
lowed toy disputes which may disrupt 
the union, according to advices re- 
ceived here. Following the suspension 
of the rate from Portland and Puget 
Sound the. Sailing Ship Owners' Un- 
ion at a. conference recently held at 
Paris agreed to apply the prlheiple of 
the free hand a short time ago allow- 
ed In the North Pacific to San Fran- 
cisco, as well as Portland and Puget 
Sound ports from this month until 
May. As might have been expected 
from what occurred in Portland and 
Puget Sound — viz., a quick reduction 
from the minimum Union rate of 27s. 
Cd., wheat, to 20s.,' then 4 to 17s. Gd., 
and now 10s. nominal — San Francisco 
now indicates 12s. Bd. barley Instead 
of 23s. 9d. A very powerful minority 
of shipowners resents these arrange- 



ments made to milt individuals who 
were able to serapeiup 1 a majority, and 
It is thought that the' dissolution of 
the Union is not very far distant. 
Meantime; liners, are more and more 
encroaching on tramps' preserves, and 
the disconsolate tramp is evidently on 
the prowl to pick up more and lpore 
cargo that has hitherto been carried 
by sailers. A cn3e in point may be 
mentioned: to niany ports coke Is still 
conveyed by ■sailing vessels, but just 
recently tramp steamers have been 
taking rates that have tempted ship- 
ments, and In' some Instances mer- 
chants who have cargoes afloat will 
find themselves cut out by competitors 
who are shipping by big tramp steam- 
ers and will have their wares first on 
the market,. 

There are now nine Idle sailing ves- 
sels on Puget Sound and on the British 
Columbia side. These ships aggregate 
a total of 17.S50 tons. At the begin- 
ning of November this fleet numbered 
twenty Idle steamers and square rig- 
gers, with a total tonnage of nearly 
40,000 tons. A month later the fleet 
was about the same in number and 
tonnage. 

Since -then not a few vessels have 
been fixed for lumber and several were 
chartered for grain. All were taken at 
low rates but the owners were anxious 
to get their tonnage away from this 
coast. The reduction of tiie idle fleet 
has not resulted In stiffening the 
freight market but. it is a hopeful In- 
dication that possibly the worst of the 
depression that has hit owners so hard 
is over. . 

At San Francisco there are. two ships 
of H.4Y12 tons under charter for barley, 
as against 1,903 tons at the same time 
last year. The disengaged fleet at San 
Francisco amounts 10 31.345 tons, as 
against 35,354 tons "ii .March 1, 190S. 
(oily 13,399 tons are under charter at 
the' same port lor miscellaneous char- 
ters at present. The same time last 
year showed 38,703 tons fixed for gen- 
eral cargo. 

The deep water v.-ss'-ls disengaged 
0.1 Puget Sound and in British Colum- 
bia suitable lor lumber, are as fol- 
lows with tin- tonnage of each: Chil- 
ean barkentlno Alta, 1,380; British 
bark- Crompton, l' . T I T ; German ship 
Bmlile, 1.73.S; British ship Haddon 
Hall 1,832;; British ship Halewood, 
2.100; American ship J. B. Thomas 1,- 
731- British bark Osborne, 2.0S0; Bri- 
tish' ship Puritan, 2.2S3; British ship 
Senator 1,589. The American ship 
Blwell is also idle at present but Is 
awaiting the opening of the Alaskan 

S( Tho'Veoent charter of the British 
bark Loudon Hill to load lumber for 
the United Kingdom removed the ol- 
dest member of the idle fleet, the 
ship having arrived from Liverpool In 
February of last year. She was fixed 
for -grain but lost her charter by less 
than half a day in March. The patri- 
arch of the present disengaged fleet 
is the Osborne, which arrived from the 
West Coast April 21. She also had a 
grain charter but lost it by about two 
weeks. r ..... . 

SEARCHING^ OR LAUNCH 

Dodo Drifted Away From Foul Bay in 
the Night and May Be Lost 

Search is being made for the launch 
Dodo, which was brought from Eng- 
land bv B. S. Wise of Davie street, 
and which drifted away from Foul bay 
yesterday morning- during a wind 
squall. The Dodo had broken her pro- 
peller as a result bf striking a log In 
the vicinity of Trial Island and -was 
brought to Foul, •hay ., and- anchored. 
The launch had bs&n used but ono 
day, having been taken over from Hln- 
ton &. Co. after an overhauling on Fri- 
day morning. It Is a finely built one, 
equipped with a ten horse-po.wer en- 
gine. She was anchored at Foul bay 
at 3 a.m. and when the wind rose dur- 
ing the night her owner went at 3 a. 
in. to see if she was riding safe at 
her anchor. When he looked out at .1 
a.m. the Dodo was gone, and search Is 
now being made for her. 

Arrangements are reported pending 
for a direct steamship service between 
Vancouver and Ladysmith. 

The Lonsdale will carry grain for 
Mexico, and the Georgia, of the same 
line, will take a similar cargo, at the 
end of the mouth. Another steamer 
to take away Alberta wheat will be 
the French vessel Admiral Duperre. 
which is to take 35,000 bushels to 
Liverpool. The Lonsdale will load 2,500 
tons of wheat, a consignment which 
will amount to almost a full cargo. The 
Georgia lias made arrangements to 
take down J. 500 tons, fepwards the 
end of .the month. tfi9 

Because, as she .alleges, the water in 
the barber sffiiop of the Great Northern 
Steamship company's sfeamer Minne- 
sota was shut off' during a trip from 
Hongkong to' Seattle, and I she was 
compelled to sit for more than an hour 
with her hair full of soapsuds after 
having hor locks shampooed, thereby 
i:ontl acting a heavy cold which re- 
sulted In serious illness, Mrs. Matme 
Q. Llndsey, through her husband, B. 
It. Lindsey, yesterday Instituted suit 
for S2.00O damages against the Great 
Northern Steamship company. The 
complaint further alleges that after 
sbe became 111 the steamship company 
failed to furnish medical attendance or 
to keep her stateroom warm. 
' Unofficial advices from San Fran- 
cisco state that the steamer President, 
of the Pacific Coast Steamship com- 
pany fleet.' will enter the coastwise 
service within two or three weeks. 
The President will have some repairs 
done to her steam steering gear and 
will then return to (he route after sev- 
eral months cd! idleness. It is under- 
stood that Capt. X. E. Cc» (ins has re- 
lieved Capt. Jepsen on the steamer 
Queen. ('aid. Rellly, who had the 
Santa Rosa, will stand by tin- Uma- 
tilla, his former command, which is 
undergoing repairs at San Francisco. 
When the President is ready, Capt. 
Cousins will probably resume command 

of that vessel. 

The fishing steamer New England, 
which has reached Vancouver from 
the Hecate Strait halibut grounds, 
brought down, besides a large amount 
or halibut, a large lump of fatty sub- 
stance, colored a dirty white with a 
layer of yellow on the outer edge. 
The fishermen supposed to be amber- 
gris, and look" it to a chemist for 
analysis and identification. The re- 
port is Unit there Is a certain amount 
!f{ ambergris in the sirbstance, but as 
to the exact quantity, there is no 
Information, as a very close analysis 
will have to be made to determine the 
proportion of (lie various compounds. 

Another sfeamer is bringiHc 1 cargo 
of sugar for the British Columbia 
Sugar Refining 'Company. This Is the 
British steamer Puritan, 2,628 tons, 
which has left Demerara, British Gui- 
ana, for Vancouver, and should arrive 
at the end of the month. The steamer 
Clan MacFarlane, which Is bringing 
sugar from Mauritius, left Mojl, the 
Japanese coaling port, on March 1, 
and should also arrive toward the end 
of this month. The KosmoV liner 
Hermonthis, which has a consignment 
of "Central American sugar for the re- 
finery, is reported as leaving San 
Francisco Friday.

LONDON TO INDIA 



Astonishing Feat in History of 

Telegraphy Has Been Ac- 
. • complished 



A.O.F. Presentation 

At the regular, monthly meeting of 
Court Northern Light, No. 5935, A.O. 



London, March 6. — A direct overland 
telegraph lino has Just been established 
between London and India. 

In that sentence is conveyed the news 
of one of the most astonishing feats in 
tlie history of telegraphy. On Saturday 
last a small party of guests were in- 
vited to IS Old Broad street, tho off leva 
of the Indo-European Telegraph com- 
pany, and there witnessed the achieve- 
ment of a world's record, when one of 
the operators sent a message to Cal- 
cutta on a direct line from the London 
office to the receiving room, over 7,000 
miles away, and had an answer in less 
time than it would take to walk through 
Fleet street. 

It Is difficult to realize the full sig- 
nificance of this fact. It means, for 
one thing, that there are no interme- 
diate ro- trans missions. The operator's 
key is pressed in London, and the elec- 
tric signal produced comes out In In- 
dia with the speed of lightning; that 
is to say, in the infinitesimal fraction 
of a second. It means that, during the 
past few years men have been carrying 
a line further East, across Europe to 
Warsaw, then southward, to Odessa, 
skirting the Black Sea, to Tlllls, invad- 
ing Turkey in Asia, stretching away to 
Teheran, through Tabriz and tho wild 
country of the Persian tribesmen, down 
to Karachi and the coast of the Ara'olan 
Sea. 

It was on Saturday afternoon at 5 
o'clock that the first press message was 
sent from the room in London to Ka- 
rachi, 5,374 miles away, to which the 
great line has only just been carried, 
thence being connected with Calcutta. 

"Now, gentlemen," said one of the of- 
ficials of the Indo-European Telegraph 
company: "We will signal to Karachi 
that the London Prcs desires a message 
from them." 

Ho passed the word to an operulor, 
tho man tapped out a few words and 
waited a few seconds. 

"Karachi replies," he said. 

And by dot and dash the answer came 
on a tape-machine, which reeled off tho 
long thin strips of paper as quickly as 
the official could interpret them — at 
the rate of forty words a minute. It 
was a brief record of the way In which 
tho wire had been taken overland, of 
the concessions obtained from various 
governments, and of the difficulties 
which had been successfully overcome. 
From the unknown writer 5,347 miles 
away came the concluding sentence: 
"The value of a system of direct work- 
ing between England and India may, I 
think, be left to the gentlemen of tho 
Press to estimate." 

"Now, then," said tho official, "let 
us try to get straight through to Cal- 
outtu. It has never been done before 
except for signaling purposes."

Almost before ho bad finished, Calcutta 
replied to the operator's question. It 
wan a quotation front some economic 
writer on the philosophy of wealth, 
which must have "been at the elbow of 
the operator 7,000 miles away when 
suddenly called upon to speak to the 
London Pressmen. 

For experimental purposes other cit- 
ies of tho world were signaled for mes- 
sages. ■ Bonibny said: "It Is hot here. 
We suppose you arc cold." Madras 
said: "It Is cold but dry." Constanti- 
nople said: "Our parliament Is fitting." 
Odessa, Tabriz, Warsaw, Pent and Tehe- 
ran sent any message which come into 
tho heads of tho operators. Ii was all 
done quickly and without a hitch. 

The romance of the direct lino to 
India cannot be told in a few words. 
The unknown men who have carried the 
line have also had to defend it. Tabriz, 
through which it passes, lias been In a 
state of siege for months, and commu- 
nication over this part of tlie line, 
which is constantly destroyed In the en- 
counters of the two opposing parties, 
bus only been kept up with the greatest 
difficulty by the staff of the Indo-Euro- 
pean Telegraph company at the risk of 
their lives. From a political, as well 
as from a commercial point of view, the 
value of this direct comunlcation with 
India and tho East Is of incalculable 
importance.

— The Royal Com- 
mission on Count Erosion has conclud- 
ed its report on the question of af- 
forestation as a preventive of const 
erosion, and the adaptability of tho 
unemployed to the carrying out of ex- 
tensive afforestation work. It Is un- 
derstood that tho report contains very 
strong and definite recommendations on 
these points, and It is hoped that leg- 
islation may be based on these recom- 
mendations next session. Annually 
large chunks of England's soil are fall- 
ing Into the sea.

This will give to Canada a total of 
nearly 25,000 miles of steam railroad 
line, which is a much larger per cap- 
ita mileage than the United States. 
The population of the United States 
is about 14 times larger than Can- 
ada's while the steam road mileage of 
the United States in only about nine 
times larger. As might be expected, 
new railroad construction is largely 
confined to the Northwest provinces 
where the Canadian Pacific opened 
some 500 miles of road last year, tho 
Grand Trunk Pacific 870 miles and 
tlie Canadian Northern 533 miles. 



Japan's War Losses. 

"According to tlie information in the 
hands of our general- staff," writes 
General Kuropatkin in McClure's "the 
entire peace force of tlie Japanese 
army consisted of 116,000 men, of 
which as many as 13,000 were on 
perpetual leave. The reserve of tho 
territorial army numbered. 31o,fl00 
men. 

"Thus their entire force of soldiers, 
according to our calculations, con- 
sisted of only 418,000 men. But ac- 
cording to calculations made on the 
basis of data published by the Japa- 
nese sanitary authorities, it is evident 
that during the war over 1,000,000 men 
were summoned to their colors which 
created an extraordinary drain on tho 
forces of the population. 

"The losses In killed and wounded 
were very great. In the cemetery of 
honor at Toklo alone 60,000 were bur- 
ted who had been slain in battle, and 
to these must be added 50.000 who 
died of their wound. Thus the Japa- 
nese suffered battle losses of 110,000 
men — that is to say, a . number almost 



A Now "Wireless" Appliance 

London. March G. — Marconi is engaged 
in perfecting an important improvement 
in his system of wireless telegraphy, 
whereby It will be possible to send and 
receive messages simultaneously at tho 
same station. This innovation will bo 
introduced about the end of March, 
when the company expect to bo able 
to give a service nt least equal to ono 
duplexed cable. According to the Lon- 
don manager, Mr. Marconi has filed his 
patents for this duplexing process, and 
with an improved installation now be- 
ing flitted up, tho capacity of the sta- 
tion will be considerably more than 
double: Tho next thing they have In 
view Is tlie establishment of a direct 
lino between Clifdcn, In Irelaftd, and 
London, and also of ono 'between Glace 
Bay and Montreal, and probably the 
latter will be extended to New York.

• RAILWAY PRIVILEGES 



North Vancouver's Case Likely to 
Lead to Amendment of Gen- 
eral Railway Act 



Ottawa, March 5. — North Vancouver 
delegates are thoroughly well pleased 
with the arrangement reached with 
the V. W. & V. railway company in 
regard to the extension of the latter's 
charter rights in respect of construc- 
tion of brunch lines. The point has 
been made quite clear that North 
Vancouver in agreeing to an extension 
of branch line rights has not bound 
Itself to approve of any renewal of 
main lino construction rights, which, 
however, will not expire for another 
sixteen months. Before that time ar- 
rives the general railway act may be 
amended to deal with the case of re- 
newal of charter rights, with tho re- 
sult that a company which has re- 
ceived the privilege of constructing a 
line through a certain district, and has 
not exercised these rights, will have 
no more presumptive right to a re- 
newal or extension than if the rights 
in question had never existed at all. 

In regard to tho vexed question of 
property values In North Vancouver 
and the prices which the V. W. & ,Y. 
must pay for lands which it pro- 
poses to expropriate, this question will 
presumably be taken up between tho 
minister of railways and Chairman 
Mabee of the railway commission as 
soon as tho latter returns from the 
west, wjth resirits entirely satisfactory 
to the property owners of North Van- 
couver concerned. This difficulty is not 
new, but lias arisen in other parts of 
Canada. It will therefore in all pro- 
bability be dealt with by an amend- 
ment to tho general railway act to 
provide that railway companies in ex- 
propriating property . shall pay the 
vales current at the time that the 
lands and buildings areiactually taken.

Civil marriages aro greatly on the 
increase In Scotland, and their ar- 
rangement provides a lucrative busi- 
ness for a certain class of solicitors in 
Glasgow and other largo towns. 

All the newspapers, particularly 
those circulating in the country dis- 
tricts, contain, many advertisements 
of which tho following is an example: 
"Marriages privately completed, 10s. 
Particulars sent free; experienced law 
agents; convenient to all stations." 

That is to say, for the modest sum 
of ten shillings these men are prepar- 
ed to secure the tying of the nuptial 
knot for any couple according to the 
law of Scotland. The extent of this 
business is shown by the figures for 



gow were married before the Sherlff- 
an increase of 121 over 1907 and an 
Increase of 301 over lDOti. 

Tho ceremony is of tho simplest 
form. The couple go before the Regis- 
trar of Marriages and declaro tiiait 
they accept each other as man and 
wife. On reaching the Sheriff they 
ure simply asked if they are the per- 
sons whose names are given. On two 
witnesses, however, devolves the real 
part of the ceremony, which Is :o 
swear that one of the parties has lived 
in Scotland for twenty-one days pre- 
vious to marriage, and that they have 
accepted each other as man and wife 
of their own free will and while in 
their sound and sober senses. 

Generally speaking, Sheriffs look 
upon these marriages with disfavor, 
some even treating them contemptu- 
ously. One Sheriff lias been known to 
marry a dozen couples In succession. 
The late Sheriff-Principal Guthrie, a 
most religious man, always gave such 
ccupl.es the parting advice to go and 
get . decently married by a minister. 

During the last year representatives 
of every trade and profession present- 
ed themselves before the Sheriff, at 
Glasgow, these including doctors, law- 
yers, music hall managers, teachers, 
students and commercial travelers.

Australian Statesmen Pleased — Ar- 
rangements for Administration 
Are Cumbersome 



Melbourne, March C— Both Premier

ians appreciate the statesmanship, aid- 
ed by the bold enlightened policy of 
the mother country, which led to suc- 
cess under seemingly insuperable dif- 
ficulties.

Mr. Deakln points out that at the next 
imperial conference Newfoundland 
will be the only colony standing apart 
from Its natural union. 

Capo Town, Feb. f>— Responsible pa- 
pers in the Transvaal refuse to de- 
nounce the compromise. Tho Capo 
press Is moderate and the Natal press 
is still hostile, though the Times would 
rather havo the compromise than a 
failure of the convention. It is under- 
stood that arrangements for adminis- 
tration will follow the Calcutta-Simla 
and London-Dublin motlels, Including 
the nstublishnient of an c-llleial tele- 
graph and an accelerated train service. 

Banish Old Training Ships. 
Berlin, March 6. — The German Min- 
istry of Mnrlne has decided to In- 
troduce an Important change ,in the 
system of training naval cadets and 
bluejackets. Tho practical training of 
future officers and seamen of the Ger- 
man fleet will not take plneo on sail- 
ing vessels, but on modern unrigged 
cruisers. The decision to entirely 
abolish training aboard sailing ships 
is due to the conviction of German 
naval experts that tho time spent 
in handling the sails of a largo vessel 
is far better employed in teaching 
future officers and seamen gunnery, 
and enabling them to obtain a thor- 
ough acquaintance with the Intricate 
mechanism and organization of a 
modern warship. Henceforth both 
naval endets and bluejackets will 
receive sailing lessons only In ships' 
boats. 

Opinion in German naval circles is 
unanimously In favor of complete 
abolition of old-fashioned training 
ships.

Morning Post Points to the 
Danger of American 
Influence 



London, March G. — The Morning Post 
Is dreadfully alarmed ' lest Australia 
should slip away from "Mother Eng- 
land, and turn to the United State's. 
In an earnest, . heart-to-heart talk 
with the erring children., the .paper 
points out that Englaand-is the friend, 
not America; that London should be 
the shrine, not New York. The whole 
article sounds of the sentimental Brit- 
on deeply grieved, moaning over all 
that England ought to mean to her 
distant children and over tho recal- 
citrant spirit with which they treat 
the old land. 

England is implored to understand 
thai. iu some ut Iter . .dependencies 
there is a tendency towards American- 
ization. Part of the cause and sign 
of tho mischief is the republicanism, 
of Colonial polities "noj; vitally influ- 
enced by the shadowy figurehead of 
the British Governor" and there is al- 
so a distressing absence of any her- 
editary class. In Canada, it is true, 
"the nearness of the American peoplo 
should prove to be something of a 
barrier against Americanization. In 
South Africa tho Anglo-Saxon senti- 
ment has not yet wholly mastered 
Dutch Nationalism, the future there 
is uncertain. 

"In Australia can best be noted the 
tendency of a dependent nation of the 
British Empire towards the American 
model. Eight years ago all was well; 
Australia was emphatically British. 
Today, alas, Americanization shews 
in big things and iu little. In the 
High Court American law is cited 
more often than British. American 
habits have crept into food and dress. 
In theatres, and music halls Quite 
three-fourths of the chief performers 
aro Americans. On the bookstalls the 
American publications are more com- 
mon than British. Some Australian 
traders begin to look to America as 
the business headquarters of the world. 
The people that read British will 
think British; and the way to make 
Americans out of the Australians is 
to feed them on American books and 
jokes, and to give the American set- 
ting to their minds by making their 
Jinibits American, and to link them 
closer yet to America by tho powerful 
link of buying and selling, travelling 
nnd understanding. Since the visit 
of tho American fleet there Is good 
reason to suppose' that' a section of 
the community is learning to think of 
America as a possible big brother, 
failing Great Britain." 

Tho writer Is especially dismayed, 
or made angry, by the effect of the 
American naval visit on the delicate 
question of Australia's contribution to 
her own navul defence. The Common- 
wealth has never liked to pay for Brit- 
ish warships: now it seems there' Is 
heard a new cry — "A cowardly and al- 
together foolish cry— -Why pay at all? 
At a crisis, needing help, we can look 
to the United Status." 

In conclusion Great Britain is ad- 
vised to plunge irito ;,r a reflection over 
the facts." ■ <•:■;.' ••- .L3S V- 

SUICIDE OF' PRISONERS 



Many Remarkable Men and Women 
Despair in Siberia Dungeons 

London, March G— A . wholesale sui- 
cide of the prisoners In four Siberian 
prisons -is foretold, to Prince Kropot- 
kin. His correspondent writes: — "The 
terrible moment Is nearing every day, 
and then there will disappear for ever 
many remarkable men and women." 
And the Prince, writing In the Times, 
added that suicide In mass appears to 
bo the actual aim Of the chiefs of two 
of these prisons. His whole article 
which it Is impossible to believe to 
have been lightly written, gives a dis- 
mal idea of the state of .Russia. The 
peace that reigns In these quleter- 
seemlng days would be hideous disease 
in any normal country. The over- 
crowding of the prisons, with typhoid 
as the desult, is atone a terrible light 
on the times. 

The prison of Kleff, one of the holy 
citles, was built for 500 Inmates; there 
aro now In it 2,000. The Governors 
do as they will; the law does not run 
behind prison walls, and the authori- 
ties at Petersburg are said to approve' 
beforehand anything done against the 
"politicals." At one time there were 
official visitors of prisons, two or 
threo of whom denounced the tortur- 
ing practised In Riga, 'Warsaw, and 
elsewhere. Some Jailors were con- 
demned, though afterwards pardoned. 
Since then the visiting has been abol- 
ished. "Black- hole" incarceration was 
limited by the law to seven days; now 
It lasts months; no change of air, no 
sleeping- bench, nothing but the bare, 
filthy floor. 

In the great biityrkl prison of Mos- 
cow a sailor, whose case was Investi- 
gated by the "Russian Committee of 
the House of Commons," spent loo 
days and nights In the "black-hole," 
and to give him change of thought he 
was several times mercilessly beaten 
and kicked. Executions have taken 
pluce in tin; butyrki almost every night 
for the last two years, Prince Kropot- 
kln Is assured; the honest execution- 
ers are now condemned murderers, who 
are paid for their work by a hardly- 
earned liberation. They are not gentle 
or decent In their scaffold behavior 
as their professional predecessors were. 

Flogging Is common in all the pris- 
ons and It Is the perslrtent Ignominy 
of flogging' that is responsible, for tho 
likely-to-be wholesale suicide in Si- 
beria. V 

Mad Mullah on Warpeth ' 
London, March 0. — The reason for the 
movement of British African troops 
Into Somaiiland Is due to the fact that 
the Mad Mullah has been raiding In the 
Mljjarten, or Italian country, .to the 
east of British Somaiiland. Some of 
his' followers have also appeared on 
the southern frontier of Somaiiland. As 
his previous incursions — beginning in 
ISO!) and ending In 1905, when an ex- 
pedition was sent against him — have 
given trouble, It has been deemed ad- 
visable to adopt precautionary meas- 
ures. The troops In Somaiiland arc 
few, and might be a temptation rather 
thnn an obstacle to the ambition of the 
Mahdi; who poses as prophet and law- 
giver to the wild tribes. As tho rains 
havo still loft some water and grass 
this is the favorable moment for re- 
sistance. It is not, however, antici- 
pated that there will be serious dis - 
turbance, as the Mud Mullah can hard- 
ly have forgotten the lesson of 1U05. 
His fanatical hordes havo no desire 
again to encounter British-trained sol- 
diers and it is hoped nnd believed that 
these precautionary measures will pre- 
vent further trouble. 



Dublin, March G.' — Aiti Immense bog- 
slide has occurred at Kllmore, County 
Galway. Several hundred men have 
been ut work endeavoring to check 
the movement of the enormous muss, 
but with little effect. ' Floods in that 
region started tho slide and the mud 
fairly bolls as It rolls' rapidly along 
spreading destruction in Its path. A 
woman of the name of McDonnell was 
overwhelmed by the moving bog and 
efforts to recover her body have been 
unsuccessful. Gangs of men at var- 
ious points are opening up drains ; to 
clear off the water so as to help the 
moving portion of the bog to settle, 
but they are greatly retarded in. their 
work owing to the liquid nature of 
the material they have to deal with. 

Words can but feebly depict the 
hopeless demeanor of the peoplo iu 
the path of the moving bog. Tears 
stream from their eyes as they gaze 
on the ruins of their once happy, If 
humble homes. In many cases only 
the chimneys or. portions of the outer, 
walls mark tho spot associated with 
their joys and sorrows. Their old 
homes are as much lost to them as If 
the ground had opened and swallowed 
them up, for the twelve feet of bog 
spread over hundreds of acres of till- 
age lands can never hopo to bo re- 
moved. .... ... - - 

Crowds of people visit the s,cene of 
the slide daily and many of them lend 
their assistance .to. the homeless ones 
in their efforts to save their household 
goods. The greatest possible ■ sym- 
pathy Is expressed for the unfortunate 
people, and In all probability, ttiis sym- 
pathy will And practical expression In 
the starting of a fund for the relief of 
the sufferers in the calamity that has 
overtaken them. 

Tho bog moved with a noise re- 
sembling thunder. The main road be- 
tween Ballygar and the village of 
Mount Bellow is almost impassible. 
Even families residing a considerable 
distance from the bog slide have hur- 
riedly removed their furniture and de- 
serted their homes. Aughrane Castle 
and the relit ofllces attached are near- 
ly fully occupied with the refugees. ' 
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A HORRIBLE EXHIBITION 



Moscow Peoplo Open Exhibition to 
Show Evils of Drunkenness 



St. Petersburg, March G. — Horrible 
most horrible, is the description of 
the newest of Exhibitions. . Drinking 
is a terrible scourge of Russia, arid, 
the Moscow people have opened a sort 
of chamber of horrors to show all who 
will learn exactly what alcohol can-do 
at its best or worst. The spectacles 
arranged fur the visitor are described 
as most repugnant and most impres- 
sive. Statistics and diagrams ■ show, 
the consequences of. drunkenness on 
the moral and material man. It can 
be shown that, of all the causes to 
which suicide can be traced, the chief 
Is the abuse of alcohol, with all the 
mischief that abuse sets Up. Nearly 
half the suicides In Russia aro traced 
to vodka. More than one-third of the 
cases of Insanity ar.d mental weakness 
spring from drink. And so on, ghastly 
set figures. , But tho' worst is the hor- 
rible, imaging of charts and models to 
show, .tho mischief ~, worked" -internally 
by the Mould flench Hideous waxwork 
reproductions show all the organs, of 
the body In various -stages of the sad 
alcoholic progression; it' is said- that 
these models . move people more than- 
all the documents ' and more than any 
eloquence could do. A very unpleas- 
ant fact Is -mentioned 1 — that' the au- 
thorities of the Moscow schools have 
ordered that all the city children over 
ten years of age be convoyed to the 
chamber of horrors. The reason Is that 
the Russian child drinks heavily, a_nd 
that not merely in the misery-stricken 
families of the poor. The schools for 
the middle and richer classes are said 
to he grievously tainted with child- 
drunkenness.

Shipping Revival Next Autumn 

London, March C— The shipping trade 
does not now expect ' a genuine re- 
vival until the autumn. The emigrant 
trade to Canada and the United States 
will, however, be heavy all through the 
summer, as apparently there Is to be 
a large demand In America for labor. 
That will help the Atlantic lines con- 
siderably, hut obviously shipping gen- 
erally cannot benefit much until the 
prospective industrial activity is at 
Its height. 



Panther Hunt Near Luoknow 

Lucknow, .March 6. — -An extraordinary 
panther hunt has taken "place In the 
heart of Allahabad. Tin; animal was 
first seen drinking water in the early 
morning in a compound. Later on a 
European child throw a stone at the 
animal. It made a rush at the child 
but suddenly turned away and made 
its way up the main road of Allaha- 
bad. There ii mauled two Europeans 
ami then hid among the shrubs In a 
compound. By this time the whole 
city had been alarmed, and several 
Europeans armed with guns joined 
the hunt. The panther sprang out 
with a growl at: iis pursuers and was 
killed by two well-placed bullets. 



Frenc'n Population Increasing 

Paris, March 6. — Statistics published 
hi the Journal Officiel show that tho 
population of Franco is again on tin- 
Increase and that the births new ex- 
ceed the deaths. For the first six 
months of 11107 the deaths exceeded the 
births bv over r,r>,()00, but the statis- 
tics for the first six months of I'JOS 
show that the number of births in tho 
latter period exceeded that of the 
deatns by over 11,000. This, increase 
Is net, only due to a decrease in the 
number of deaths, which fell from 
•l. r .7,7f)J In the first half of 1<)07' to 
3»;»,33ll in t.he same period of 1!>QS, but 
also to an increase in births, the num- 
ber of which rose from -10^,7-10 in the 
first six months of 1907 to -1-11,102 in 
the first half of last year. 



British Industries Starving For 
Lack of Capital Which 
Goes Abroad 



London, March 6— Tho exodus of cap- 
ital from tho United Kingdom is a 
phenomenon the existence. of which can 
no longer bo disputed. The proof of 
it is supplied by statistics, official and 
semi-official, indicating tho movements 
of wealth, by the prices of British se- 
curities, which have been steadily fall- 
ing for a long period, by the opinion 
of financiers of experience and stock- 
brokers, who know the trend of opin- 
ion among investors, and by such 
symptoms as the Want of employment, 
Which Is 'a priori' to bo expected in a 
State where capital is moving abroad, 
It is the scale of the movement that 
is disquieting to the British business 
community,-- ,A, gradual; and-steaily in j 
vestment abroad, on, a moderate, scale 
is a feature in all highiy civilized' com- 
munities. The foreign investments of 
CJermany are estimated bv official au- 
thorities at $7,500,000,000, though- this 
figure Is probably largely in excess of 
the truth. The foreign Investments of 
France are certainly in excess of 
$7,000,000,000, the llguro given by M. 
Thery. The foreign investments of 
the United Kingdom are probably over 
$8,000,000,000. Thp host evidence as. to 
the movement of British capital- is 
contained in the figures published by 
the Inland Revenye authorities, \\ f hich 
show every year the amount of in- 
come returned that Is derived from 
Colonial or foreign investments. There 
aro .two important defects in this 
series of ligures, which runs from 
lSS3-to 1907; that a certain amount of 
capital owned by foreigners is includ-. 
ed, and that the statistics aro not ex- 
haustive, still, such as they are, /they 
aro very significant They prove that 
iri the twenty-live years from 1SS3 to 
1907- the British Income derived from 
foreign or Colonial Investments has 
risen from $159,190,000 to $397,935,000. 
If the rate of interest on British cap- 
ital thus invested abroad is about 5 
per cent., which is probably near the 
truth, there wiil bo $110 of foreign in- 
vestments for each $5 of income, and 
British Investments abroad, Including 
some proportion owned by aliens, have 
risen from $3,100,000,000 to about 
SS, 000,000,000, or at the annual rate of 
nearly $:!00,000,000. 

Meanwhile tho industries of the 
United Kingdom aro being starved for 
want of capital. The stockbroker will 
tell the Inquirer that the investor In 
this country Is more and more giving 
the order "No British securities," that 
it is becoming difficult to float loans 
for British enterprises, while millions 
on- being placed in Argentine, in Can- 
adian, and In American Investments. 
The feeble demand for British securi- 
ties is an explanation of the low price 
at which bo many of them stand. The 
high Income tax and tho possibility 
that it will be further raised is an ad- 
ditional deterrent to • Investment in 
England. Finally, there are economic 
causes to be taken into account. Un- 
der Free Trade every British industry 
is insecure, and what the capitalist 
seeks Is security.

its legality; Senator A. Caminetti, 
Introduced the Japanoso school bili 
in tho Senate.

GLACIAL ACTION IN 
FORMATION OF EARTH 

Moses B, Cotsworth Delivers 
Interesting Lecture Before 
Alexandra Club 



Moses B. Cotsworth, the English 
actuary, delivered an address last 
evening before the members ot' the 
XVomens University Ch»b upon the 
tilting of tho pole and glacial action 
In the formation of fertile earth.

Now, how did 
tills clay como there and how were 
these rocks which were noticed in 
many parts of tho world ploughed over 
and rounded? Further, all these mat- 
ters were of practical Interest, as prof- 
itable fruit culture in British Colum- 
bia primarily depended upon glacia- 
tion. a fact which could ,be clearly es- 
tablished. 

John Smith's Discovery 

These peculiar formations had in the 
first place been noticed by the father 
of geology, John Smith, the land 
agent of a great country family In 
Yorkshire. In one of the most beauti- 
ful sp.ois in England, about seven 
miles from Scarboro, this patient and 
thoughtful lnvcBtigator had observed 
this boulder clay, with chalk and lime- 
stones contiguous and Intermixed, for 
in this particular place was displayed 
the most marvellous exposure to bo 
found in -the whole world, the strata 
<nelng clearly shown In great variety 
and one above the other. In less than 
two miles no less than fourteen dif- 
ferent strata could be examined and 
the outcome of this man's explorations 
led to the formation of the Geological 
Hoclety, while subsequently the emin- 
ent Agassiz had made similar examina- 
tion!; Into the effects of glacial action 
In Switzerland. 

It was found that glaciers were con- 
stantly in motion, having a tremen- 
dous grinding effect upon the rocks 
beneath, and carrying with them into 
the valleys 'beneath dirt and stones. 
Tho reason of tills glacier motion was 
due to the fact that tho ice, which was 
formed from snow in tiie upper re- 
gions of the mountains, instead of be- 
ing rigid in form, like the ice of rivers 
and of lakes, was of globular form, 
through the pressure of the accumu- 
lated snow, and rolle dovcr and over 
In a manner somewhat similar to wa- 
ter. It had nlso been found when por- 
tions of Yorkshire were closely exam- 
ined, that wherever this glacial action 
had existed, the earth was fertile, 
while in those higher sections which 
had been loft untouched by it. tho 
ground was almost completely infer- 
tile. And stones which were scatter- 
ed over this part of England had also 
been traced to Norway, whence in 
past ages they had been brought by 
means of these glaciers. 

Fertility of Earth 

Why was this blue boulder clay fer- 
tile? At tho Great Glacier, as it was 
commonly called, although It really 
was a very small glacier when it' was 
compared with others In the far north 
and In Grenland, the wonderfully slow 
and tremendously great grinding lorce 
,ot glacinl action could be observed, 
and the ground rock, which was far 
finer than sand, was eventually car- 
ried down Into the lower reaches of 
tho Eraser River, and formed- the rich 
sedimentary soil of the Eraser 
valley. To show how small in com- 
parison this glacier was, it was suf- 
ficient to mention the fact that a 
glacier S00 miles in length existed in 
the northern country upon this coast, 
while in Greenland tho glaciers were 
thousands of miles in length, and 
from S.000 to 10,000 feet in thickness. 

For the whole of Greenland was cov- 
ered by a vast mass of Ice, which 
having accumulated In the centre of 
that 'country was gravitating to the 
eastward and to the wastward. This 



now being formed in the upper part 
of the Nile valley.. The work.of these 
forces could be examined in the 
northerly regions of British Columbia 
better than in any other portion of 
the world, and the remains of glacia- 
tion were abundant around Victoria. 

The lecturer mentioned tho Inter- 
esting fact that an immense and an im- 
passable moraine, which prevented tho 
passage of surveyors, had ultimately 
led to the loss of much of the coast 
line of British Columbia, as the gradual 
extension of the Russian trade posts 
around this moraine had given some 
ground for tho claims which the Amer- 
icans subsequently made to this strip 
of coast territory.

Going for a day to do the Casino, 1 
remained six weeks, and even then the 
human interest in the place was unex- 
hausted.

Five of the most eminent medical 
specialists in Great Britain havo de- 
clared that long-distance racing is un- 
suitable for growing boys under nine- 
teen. This may cause a shock to some 
parents and schoolmasters, but will 
hardly surprise those who have ob- 
served the effects of over-exertion in 
this as In other •'sports." Reasonable 
physical exercise is beneficial to old and 
young, but excess is terribly mischiev- 
ous and often fatal. AtlUet.es are com- 
paratively short-lived. Sir Lauder 
Brunton, one of the five medical spe- 
cialists who have signed a declaration 
against long-distance running for grow- 
ing boys, says that much harm to many 
young men can be traced to ovts-exer- 
tlon in school athletics. Over-exertion 
may cause muscles to become smaller, 
and may make them liable to spasms 
and pain; over-exertion strains and 
weakens the heart, lessens the mental 
power, destroys the appetite, and ren- 
ders the individual more ready to suc- 
cumb' to the attacks of disease, do say 
those high authorities, and such must 
have been the observation of any who 
have lived long enough to follow the 
history of the most ardent devotees' of 
sport— Editorial In Montreal Witness.

Expressions of opinion arc being 
heard on all sides 111 Victoria, and also 
In Vancouver and New Westminster, 
regarding tho lacrosse prospects on 
tho Pacillc coast for 1909. Both pro- 
fessional and amateur promoters havo 
been busy for somo time regarding the 
coming season's prospects, but as yet 
no dellnltu decision seems to havo been 
reached, Ever since New Westmin- 
ster loomed large in 190S and journey- 
ed east after the Minto cup, Vancou- 
ver and Victoria lacrosse magnates 
seem to havo been busy and now that 
tho pewter mug, emblematic of the 
lacrosse championship of Canada, la- 
crosse has apparently taken a boom. 
Just what tho action of the Victoria 
executive will be, has not been given 
out as yet, but the main feature is 
certainly the vexed question "Will Vlc- 
torla be amateur or professional?" 

Vancouver lacrosse fans have already 
announced 'their intention of placing 
a professional team in tho field, and 
are making, .so it seems, extensive pre- 
parations to' gain premier honors in 
Pacific coast lacrosse. New Westmin- 
ster, clothed apparently in amateur 
togs, will havo the same old bunch out 
again this year, and will, no doubt, 
make a brave stand against the on- 
slaughts of the eastern Canada pro- 
fessions, to retain the Minto cup. Now, 
while New Westminster aro "pro- 
fessed" amateurs, it goes without say- 
ing that such Is "not" tho real facts. 
Whether or not the Westminsters are 
professionals Individually, truer It is, 
according to the ruling of the C. A. A. 
U. under whose jurisdiction the B. C. 
Amateur association Is, that the hold- 
ers n? the Minto cup, are collectively 
a professional team, if for not other 
reason that they competed against 
professional teams, and aro at pres- 
ent preparing to do so again. Now, 
with Vancouver making full prepar- 
ation for a professional team, Victoria 
cannot very well remain iu the back- 
ground and place a bunch of amateurs 
in tho field which will be able to make 
anything like a showing. Then, again, 
if Victoria and New Westminster hold 
forth for amateur lacrosse, Vancouver 
will be up against it. 

Poor Finish 

At the close of l ist season tho coast 
leaguo as far as the professional and 
amateur standing of the teams was 
concerned was in a rather dirty mess, 
and it Is up to the -ordcluls of tho 
league to Improve matters this season. 
With Victoria standing as amateurs, 
and with Vancouver and New West- 
minster in the semi-professional state, 
lacrosse could not and did not boom. 
Now, as to Victoria's stand this year, 
it lias already been' announced that 
•those behind tho locals will stand for 
nothing but amateur lacrosse. But if 
sucn Is the case, the same old squab- 
bling and petty jealousies that havo 
been so prominent In the past couple 
of years, aro likely to crop up again 
unless something IS done to eliminate 
them, Last' season, oh more than one 
'occasion, Manager Maegurn was held 
up by lacrossists of certain sections of 
the city, who absolutely refused to as- 
sist tho locals in a leaguo match, un- 
less their section of the city received 
What they considered just representa- 
tion on the line-up. Just such exam- 
ples as this is what the local execu- 
tive have been up against and It Is 
not to be wondered at, that Victoria 
made such a . lamentable showing , in 
tho league. Then again, lack of prac- 
tice seems to have been evident at all 
times during the season and the play- 
ers exhibited a llstlessness on tho 
Held not often seen. Tho above com- 
bination, along with an apparent fear 
of outside teams, helped to keep tho 
locals in the cellar position. Why a 
city the size of Victoria, which could 
contribute several hudred dollars to- 
wards the civic reception of the Minto 
cup champions on the return of their 
triumphal tour last year, cannot have 
a formidable lacrosse team is certain- 
ly a problem. 

Moro Players Wanted 

If the local executive insist on re- 
maining amateurs there seems to be 
only one way of having a champion 
team, and one which will pull out at 
the top of the league this season, and 
that Is to secure more players from 
some quarter of the Dominion. Al- 
ready there aro a number of new la- 
crossists in the city, and all have sig- 
nified their intention of upholding Vic- 
toria colors. Five new men should 
make a vast difference In a team, but 
there Is still room for more, and only 
by having an abundance of material 
can a strong line-up be formed. With 
plenty of players, petty jealousies and 
city league squabbling could bo done 
away with, and It Is up to tho resident 
lacrossists to put their trifles asido 
and 'work unitedly for Victoria. 
Pertinent Query 

But again, if Vancouver and West- 
minster go for professional laerosso, 
where will Victoria figure in the 
league? Will the local executive with- 
draw and give tho great Canadian 
sport in this city the knockout, or will 
they rise to the occasion and enter In- 
to the professional competition? The 
impression seems to prevail that Vic- 
toria, and Indeed British Columbia, is 
not as yet prepared for professional 
lacrosse as the gamo Is played In eas- 
tern Canada. Now, in some respects 
this impression is groundless. Profes- 
sional lacrosse Is a vastly different 
proposition from professional base- 
ball. In the latter the team members 
do nothing olso but play ball during 
the season and aro paid accordingly. 
In lacrosse, however, things are dif- 
ferent. In eastern Canada 95 per cent, 
of tho professional lacrosslHts are busi- 
ness men or mechanics, who play la- 
crosse outside of business hours, and 
arc paid for their services according to 
tho number of games they figure In. 
With a game coining once a week, 
Saturday afternoon, usually,' it Is com- 
paratively easy for players to be on 
hand. Tho salary paid to a player is 
easily overcome by the gate receipts, 
tvhich, since the introduction of pro- 
fessional lacrosse In thu east, are near- 
ly double what they formerly were. 
It seems just as feasible to adopt pro- 
fessional laerosso on too coast as any- 
where else, provided rigid rules aro 
ndhered to and there la no contract 
Jumping. The cry Is heard in Victoria 
that unless this city has a winning 
team, t hero 'Is a lack of support from 
citizens. With a professional team 
this city would lead tho league, and 
tho gate receipts would cover all ex- 
penses. This same cry was heard In 
several eastern cities, but where is it 
now? with gate receipts on a 50 cent 
admission fee running Into two and 
three thousand dollars? By providing 
suitable positions and paying players 
a moderate salary Victoria could se- 
cure, some of the best lacrossists in 
Canada as citizens. At any rate it is 



sincerely hoped that whether profes- 
sional or amateur Victoria will maku a 
better showing this season than last. 
Regina "Ringers" 
Rogina Capitals, with a string of 
"ringers" are preparing to come coast- 
wards on a cup hunt in Juno, and if 
thoy ever reach here Victoria should 
make an effort to havo a gamo or two 
with the prairie champions, who are 
professional in every sense of the 
word.

information at present in the posses- 
sion of Lloyd's Register, to havo been 
170,690 tons (1411,110 steam, 34.5S0 
sail). Sales to foreign and Colonial 
owners for tho twelve months ended 
November, 1808, according to the 
Registrar General's Returns, reached a 
total of 202,S6G tons (209,575 steam, 
53,291 sail). On the other hand, 2,050 
tons (al! steam) were built abroad for 
United Kingdom owners and purchases 
from foreign and Colonial owners dur- 
ing the same period amounted to 51,- 
G51 tons (48,997 steam, 4,554 sail). Tho 
sailing tonnage of tho United Kingdom 
would thus appear to have decreased 
by about 75,400 tons, and the steam 
tonnage to havo increased by 245,000 
tons. The not increase of United King- 
dom tonnage at the end of 1908 is 
therefore about 109,000 tons. For the 
previous five years the estimated net 
Increases were as follows: 1903, 405,- 
000 tons; 1904, 429,000 tons; 1905, 469,- 
000 tons; 1906, 764,000 tons (the highest 
figures on record); 1907, 426,800 tons. 

The amount of tonnage launched for 
abroad during 1908 was 374,674 tons, 
forming 40 per cent, of tho total output 
as compared with 34 per cent, in 1907, 
20 1-3 per cent. In 1306, 21% per cent. 
In 1905, IS 2-3 per cent. 1904, 18 per 
cent. In 1903 and 1902, 23 per cent, in 
1901 and 1900, and 19 per cent. In 1S99. 
The British Colonies have provided the 
largest amount of work for the ship- 
builders of the United Kingdom, viz.: 
74 vessels of 67,518 tons (7>i per cent, 
of tho. total output). Belgium occupies 
tho second position with 40.039 tons, 
and Holland nnd Norway eo.-no third 
and fourth with 33,274 tons and 32,273 
tons, respectively, being ' followed by 
Greece (23,168 tons), Austria-Hungary 
(22,698 tons and Sweden (20,979 tons). 
Size of Vessels 

The increasing tendency to build 
steamers of largo size has been again 
apparent in tho .output of the United 
Kingdom for 1908. During the four 
years 1892-5, on an average 8 vessels 
of 6,000 tons and upwards were 
launched per annum in the United 
Kingdom; in the following four years, 
1896-9, the average rose to 25, and to 
39 for the four years 1900-3, and drop- 
pod to 27 for the four years 1904-7. 
During 190S, 28 such vessels wero 
launched. Of vessels of 10,000 tons and 
upwards, only 3 were launched in the 
four years 1892-5; 17 were launched 
during the four years 1896-9, while 32 
wero launched during .the four years 
1900-3, and 20 during the four years 
1904-7.

A GOLF STORY 



Earthquakes and their terrible conse- 
quences have been a sad subject of dis- 
cussion lately and one is minded to tell 
In this column a story of how an earth- 
quake was once associated with a gamo 
of golf, the story being as remarkable 
as It is true.

In war- 
ship tonnage Newcastle leads with 
21,830 tons, followed by Dovonport and 
Portsmouth with 19,250 tons each. 
Turbine Vossels 
Three vessels In which the turbine 
method of propulsion has been adopt- 
ed wore launched In the United King- 
dom during 1908. Their names are as 
follows:

Two other vessels were also launch- 
ed In which turbines are used in con- 
junction with reciprocating engines:

dock, trunk-deck and wing-tank types:

Besides 
these, 64 vessels, principally intended 
for river and harbour purposes, have 
been built In the United Kingdom and 
taken to pieces for shipment abroad. 
Colonies and Foreign 
There have been built abroad, during 
tho year, 882 vessels of 903,617 tons 
(550 steamers of 791,009 tone and 332 



sailing vessels of 112,008 tons). These, 
figures show a decrease of over 266,000 
tons as compared with those for 1907. 
Among foreign countries, tho leading 
places aro held by the United States of 
America (304,500 tons), Germany (207,- 
800 tons), Franco (83,400 tonH), Japan 
(59,700 tons), Holland (58,600 tons), 
and Norway (62,800 tons). 

United States 

The total mercantile tonnage report- 
ed from tho United States (304,543 
tons) is 170,000 tons smaller than that 
of tho previous year, the decrease In 
the tonnage built for service on the 
Great Lakes being no less than 111,000 
tons. Tho figures for this district in- 
clude 17 steamers cf ovor 5,000 tons, 
the largest of which were the James 
CorrJgan and the Daniel B. Meacham, 
of 0,971 tons each, both launched by 
the Great Lakes Engineering Works, 
of Detroit (Mich.). 

The largest seagoing merchant stea- 
mer launched was tho Oklahoma of 
5,853 tons, built at Camden (N.J.), the 
only one of over 5,000 torts launched on 
the coast during the year. There wore 
also launched at Bath (Me.) 3 "wood 
sailing schooners of over 3,000 tons 
each. 

Mention may also bo mado ■ of the 
two largo fleet colliers, the Vestal and 
tho Prometheus, of about 12,500 tons 
displacement each, launched at tho 
navy yards at New York and Mare 
Island (Cal.), respectively. 

Germany 

Tho re'turns show a decrease of over 
67,000 tons in tho shipbuilding output 
as compared with last year. During 
the years 1900-1904 the average yearly 
output was about 204,000 tons.Ln 1905, 
255,000 tons wero launched, and I In 
1906, 318,000 tons. Sinco then, there 
has been a considerable decrease, tho 
present figures (207,800) being 110,000 
tons loss than two years ago. It should 
be stated, however, that thesn figures 
do not include vessels launched on tlm 
upper rivers, tho total of which 
amounts to over 18,000 tons. , 

Tho largest steamers launched in tho 
country during 1908 wero the George. 
Washington, of about 25,500 tons (this 
being also the largest steamer launch- 
ed in the world during the year), and 
tho Cincinnati, of about 20,000 , tons. 
Five other steamers of between 6,000 
and 10,000 tons were launched, and 2 
of between 15,000 and 20,000 tons. 

A Belgian training ship, tho steel 
four-masted barque L'Avenir, of 2,738 
tons, was also launched In Germany 
during 1908. 

France 

The tonnage launched in France, 
which had shown the striking decrease 
of 157,000 tons from 1902 to 1906, has 
since steadily increased. The. figures 
for 1907 were. 26,000 tons better than 
those for 1906, and the present total 
(83,400 tons) is 22,000 tons larger than, 
that of 1907. 

This increase does not apply only to 
the amount of tonnage produced, but 
is also apparent in the size of the ves- 
sels launched. The figures include 6 
steamers of 0,000 tons and upwards, 
the largest being tho Quessant and tho 
Corse, of about 8,500 tons each, both 
launched at St. Nazalre. 

Japan 

The figures for Japan (59,723 tons) 
show a slight decrease as compared 
with those o.f 1907. They include i 
steamers of about S.600 tons each. At 
tho present time there are under con- 
struction 9 steel steamers of over 72,- 
000 tons, the largest being one of 
13,500 tons, to be fitted with turbines. 
Holland 

Tho total tonnage (58,604 tons) 
launched in Holland during the past 
year does not include vessels known to 
be exclusively intended for river navi- 
gation. The figures show a slight de- 
crease on those of 1907. From returns 
received from that country it appears 
that the tonnage of barges, lighters, 
and other river vessels launched during 
190S amounts to over 28,000 tons. 
Norway 

The total output of Norway (52,829 
tons) Is slightly below that, recorded 
for 1907, and, as In that year, a large 
proportion of tho steamers are between 
1,000 and 1,500. tons. The present fig- 
ures, however, include two steamers of 
ovor 3,000 tons each — tho Texas, of 
3,632 tons, and the Noruega, of 3,546 
tona. i ■ . .'.-, . :c ■ ; ?■•> 

The returns under review show that 
tho general Increase which had taken 
place during 1907 In tho output of most 
of, the other countries has not been 
maintained In 1908.' With the excep- 
tion of Austria-Hungary, where an in- 
crease of about . 1.", 000 tons has taken 
place, there has been a. considerable 
reduction in the total tonnago launch- 
ed. 

Summary of World's Output 

Table VII. (which we do not repro- 
duce) shows that the iota! output of 
tho world during 1908 (exclusive of 
warships) appears to have been 1,833,- 
286 tons (1,708,17» steam, 127,107 .sail). 
According to -the latest returns receiv- 
ed by Lloyd's Register, tho tonnage ot 
all nationalities totally lo3t, broken up, 
etc., during the twelve months amounts 
to about 794,000 tons (557,000 I steam, 
237,000 sail). Tho not Increase, of tho 
world's mercantile tonnago at the ond 
of 1908 Is thus about 1,039.000 tons. 
Sailing tonnage has boon reduced by 
110,000 tons, while Bteani tonnage hsa 
increased hy 1,149,000 tons.

Tho Relief of Mafeking. 

Colonel Weston Jarvis, addressing 
men of the 3rd County of London Yeo- 
manry, recently told a capital story 
of the relief of Mnfnking. Lord Rob- 
erts, according to Colonel Jarvis, fixed 
the exact date for Its relief soon after 
ho landed at the Cape In January, 
1900, to take over the command of the 
army. "I remember very well," said 
Colonel Jarvis, "General Plumer, early 
In February In that year, telling some 
of us who were then serving under him, 
that he had received a message to the 
effect that the beleaguered garrison 
at that place was not to be relieved 
until May IS, and that our job mean- 
while was to keep the Boers busily 
employed In that vicinity. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the relief wns effected on 
May 17. Some years afterwards I had 
the opportunity of asking Lord Rob- 
erts how he came to Ilx May 18 for 
this operation, and he asked me If I 
had ever read 'Stonewall Jackson.' I 
naturally replied that I had, and he 
told mo when he arrived in South Af- 
rica In January he had found every- 
body, us It were, up against a brick 
wali and unable to move— Buller in 
Natal, Gatucre at Stormberg, French 
at Colenso, Methuen on the Modder — 
and he began to think what Stonewall 
Jackson would have done under these 
circumstances. He remembered that 
whenever operations came to a similar 
deadlock In the American war, Stone- 
wall Jackson invariably collected what 
forces he could, slipped in between 
two of the columns thus held up, and 
made a dash at Washington; that all 
history pointed to the fact that peo- 
ple of all nations have a sentimental 
feeling of reverence for their capital, 
and always fell back to protect it 
when threatened, and in the American 
war this was so much the case that 
Jackson's strategy invariably had the 
effect of setting everything going 
again. He therefore came to the con- 
clusion that he would collect what 
forces he could and attack Cloemfon- 
teln, for this would have the effect of 
automatically setting everything going 
again. Lord Roberts realized that If 
he was successful It would be early In 
March before he occupied Bloetnfon- 
teln, and that he would then have to 
remain there for some time before 
continuing his advance, to the north, 
in order to make good his lines of com- 
munication to the south; that during 
that time he did not want a hirpre force 
of the enemy let loose upon his left 
Hank, and that, therefore, they must 
be kept round Mafeking until he had 
advanced sufficiently far northwards 
for it not to matter so much. He cal- 
culated that this would not be until 
■some time in May, and he therefore 
had to let General Baden-Powell know 
that he could not be relieved until 
that time, and also to acquaint Gen- 
eral Plumer with his plans. The date 
he therefore selected was May 18. You 
all know what hnppened. Lord Rob- 
erts carried out his plan to the letter. 
The Boers fell back to protect Bloem- 
fonteln, and everything was set going 
again. Sir John French relieved Kim- 
berley, Cronje was caught at Panrde- 
berg, and the fact of Boer forces fly- 
ing westward from tho Drakensberg 
to try and save Cronje was a great 
factor in bringing about the relief of 
Ladysmlth."

No. 5 of 
the International Pressmen's union of 
North America, has refused to pay tho 
ten per cent strike levy demanded by 
the parent union.

The trades in the building industry 
of Jamaica, West Indies, are organiz- 
ing Into unions affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. At 
Kingston the. printers, pressmen and 
bookbinders have also organized.

A council of labor was held by Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor Straus, 
at Washington, D.C.f on the 10th ult., 
for the purpose of discussing mutters 
of interest to wage-earners. 

In 1001 the sum of $27,608,000 was 
expended by employers in Germany for 
the direct aid of their employes. More 
than two-thirds of this was given as 
voluntary contributions by private 
firms and Individuals. 

The Durham C.oai Conciliation 
Board agreed to a further reduction In 
wages of 3>4 per cent at Its meeting 
in Newcastle. This makes over 7 per 
cent reduction. The wages now stand 
over 47 per cent, above the standard 
rate, of 1S7S.

Another new bill in the Legislature 
brought down last week was W. R. 
Ross' (Fernie) amendment to the Mas- 
ter and Servant Act. Tho amendment 
provides thai, every workman, em- 
ploye, or servant paid at tlie rate of 
$4 per day or less shall have a pay- 
day every two weeks. The operation 
of the act is restricted to companies 
having a payroll exceeding $50,000 per 
month. 

« »' • ' • ' " 

The grievance committee of the la- 
bor organizations of the G. T. P., which 
have been In session in Winnipeg for 
several days attempting to adjust dif- 
ferences with the company; lias ad- 
journed, and the members went to 
their respective homes. The company 
and the men could not agree on 
schedules of pay. The grand officers 
of tho orders represented will arrive 
In Winnipeg on Friday to muke a final 



effort to settle the differences, wjilch 
are largely on questions of wages. 

The Labor Department has nominat- 
ed Rev. C. W. Gordon (Ralph Connor) 
of Winnipeg to represent the Mani- 
toba Cartage Co. of that city upon tho 
board of conciliation and investigation 
to adjust the dispute between the com- 
pany and its employes. The em- 
ployes will be represented by the 
solicitor for the Dominion Trades and 
Labor Council in the west. 

* • o 

Women employed .as ordinary day 
laborers In the construction of build- 
ings, mixing mortar, sifting sand and 
carrying bricks and for. unloading coal 
uro the unusual conditions described 
as existing in Prague and elsewhere 
in Bohemia In a report to the Bureau 
of Manufactures from Joseph I. Brlt- 
tain, Americun Consul at Prague. Tho 
women arc paid from 32 to 80 cents 
a day. Tho working day for these 
women is from 6 a.m. to li p.m., with an 
hour for dinner. 

President Gompers, of the A. F. of 
L., will attend tho next session of the 
British Trades Union Congress, to be 
held In spring, and he has been In- 
structed to Investigate the workings 
of the English law, called the English 
Trades Disputes Act, designed for the 
protection of the funds of the unions. 
This he will do with a view to secur- 
ing material on which to base a pro- 
posed law to protect the funds of A. F. 
of L. unions. 

» • • 

It is the intention of the Vancouver 
Trades and Labor Council to try and 
obtain some sort of representation on 
the General Hospital Government 
Board, and with that object In view it 
was lately decided to send two annual 
governor's subscriptions ($10 each) to 
the Institution, and appoint the Coun- 
cil's two visiting delegates, Messrs. 
VV. W. Sayer and G. Payne, as repre- 
sentatives of the Council. 

There are now 274 penny savings 
batiks In operation In Glasgow and the 
west of Scotland which acknowledge 
the Glasgow Savings Bank as the par- 
ent Institution. The value of these 
minor banks Is very great, not only In 
Inculcating the virtue of thrift in 
childhood, but In their actual result. 
There were 1,230,330 transactions, but 
at the end of the financial year the de- 
positors had £ 31,754 to their credit in 
the Glasgow Savings Bank. The 
amount deposited during the year was 
1:91,453. 

According to a report recently is- 
sued by the secretary of the Swiss 
Workmen's Association, the total num- 
ber of working people In Switzerland 
is 600,291, but of these only 129,319, or 
18 per cent, belong to organized labor 
unions. Of the 39,052, railway em- 
ployes, 29,987, or 75 per cent, the 
largest In any Industry, aro connected 
with unions, but of the 176,927 engag- 
ed in textile Industries, only 10,194, or 
6 per cent, the smallest proportion in 
any branch of labor, are affiliated with 
any labor organization. 

» • » 

Tho apprehension that the sick and 
old age pensions In Germnny would 
paralyze the spirit of thrift, predicted 
by those who in the beginning oppos- 
ed, the measure, has not been realized, 
as shown for example by the colossal 
Increase in the German savings banks 
deposits from 1804 to 1904. In 1894 the 
savings deposits in Germany were 
$980,556,375. In 1004 they were $1,902,- 
430, 5G0, nearly double. 

There bus been a heavy drain upon 
the funds of the General federation 
of Trade Unions of England during the 
past quarter. The amount actually 
paid in Federation benefit has been 
£ 23,979 5s. 9d., making a total benefit 
expenditure during the nine months 
of the past year of £ 00,766 5s. 7d. Tho 
total income for the past quarter has 
been £10,844 ISs. Id., while the total 
expenditure has been £24,708 7s. 4d., 
or an excess of expenditure over in- 
come of £13,S03 9s. 

The wealthiest labor union in the 
world is the Amalgamated Engineers' 
Society of Great Britain. Statements 
just published show that this organi- 
zation possesses funds amounting to 
over $3,500,000. Most of this is locked 
up in secure Investments, which bring 
in steady returns. On January 1, 
1907, the membership of the union 
wns 105.188. Tho union pays sick, 
death and superannuation benefits. The 
organization has just presented a de- 
mand for an increase in wages of two 
shillings a week, and announces that 
It may ask for an additional Increase 
at the end of another six months. 
# * * 

New Zealand has adopted a new 
anti-Chinese law which is a drastic 
measure. It provides that any Chinese 
who desires to enter the country 
must be able to read a printed page 
of not less than 100 words of the Eng- 
lish language, such passage to be se- 
lected by the customs officer at place 
of landing. Any shipmaster who 
lands a Chinese immigrant who has 
not fulfilled the requirements men- 
tioned is liable to a fine of $250. The 
Chinaman will also lie taxed $500 and 
be severely dealt with if he attempts 
to evade the law. 

Delegates of the Licensed Tugmen's 
Protective Association ami the fish 
Tug' Owners at Lake Erie ports, who 
are holding a joint conference at 
Cleveland, O.. have reported an agree- 
ment on all points except wages. The 
men at Erie have been receiving 
$5.50 per month more than the tug- 
men at the other ports. The men, as 
well as the operators, want to make a 
uniform schedule of wages for all tho 
ports, but they have different plans 
for bringing the matter about. The 
Erie Tug Owners want the wages at 
that port reduced $5.50 per month, 
while the delegates have mad.' n do- \ 
mand for an Increase to make the 
wages at the other ports the same as 
at Erie.

The movement commenced by Musi- 
cians' Local No. 70 of Seattle to havo 
the 1910 convention of the American 
Federation of .Musicians held In 
Seattle, Is meeting with success. Th.. 
Seattle local has addressed communi- I 
cations to various locals, particularly 
those of th.. west, urging that a con -J 
eerted effort be made towards bring- ' 
lug the convention to Seattle next 
year. It undoubtedly would be of the 
utmost Importance lo the profession 
located on the Pacific ('oast and In 
the northwest, to have the efforts of 
the Seattle local crowned with suc- 



farmers' unions of the United States) 
have formed an alliance. Tho vast 
armies of tho organized wage earners 
of tho world represent moro than 50,-

J. W. Bramwood has resigned the 
secretary- treasurershlp: of the Inter- 
national Typographical Union. On 
February 1st he notified the exocutlvo 
council that his continued Ill-health 
necessitated such a step. In part Mr. 
Bramwood said: "My health has been 
such for tho past six months that 1 
consider continuing in the oflico as 
an obstacle to my recovery." Under 
the constitutional provision, the re- 
maining members of the executive 
council appointed First Vice-President 
J. W. Hays to fill the unexpired term. 
Mr. Bramwood has filled the important 
position in I. T. II. affairs for a good 
many years. Besides, he has edited 
the Typographical Journal. He proved 
himself tin efficient officer, thoroughly 
acquainted with International law 
and precedents, and there, will come a 
unanimous wiBh from the memb 
ship that his health will bo restored 
after a rest from the cares of an ex 
ceedingly trying position. 

There are some f icts of Interest in 
a statement Issued recently by the 
II. S. Bureau of Labor as the result 
of an investigation of the principal 
wage-working occupations in 4,16}) es- 
tablishments, representing the princi- 
pal manufacturing and mechanical In- 
dustries of the country. The article 
is entitled "Rates of wages and retail 
prices of food, 1890 to 1907.' Investi- 
gations covering the sales of 1,014 
dealers in 68 localities show retail 
prices of 30 principal articles of food, 
according to consumption in represen- 
tative workingmen's families, were 
4.2 per cent higher in 1907 than in 
1906. As the advance In retail prices 
from 1906 to 1907 was greater than 
the advance In wages per day, the 
purchase power of a day's wages, as 
measured by food, was slightly less In 
1907 than in 1906, the decrease being 
one-half of one per cent. The average 
hourly wages In 1907 were higher than 
In any years of the 18-year period from 
1890 to 1907 and more than 20 per 
cent higher than the average in any 
your from 1890 to 1900. As compared 
in each case with the average for the 
ten-year period, 1890 to 1S99, tho 
average hourly wages in 1907 were 
2S.8 per cent higher, the number of 
employes 44.4 per cent, greater and 
the average hours of labor per week 
5 per cent lower. The average price 
of food In 1907 was higher than in 
any other year in the 18-year period. 
The average price of 30 principal 
articles weighed according to family 
consumption of the various articles 
was 20.6 per cent, higher In 1907 than 
the average price for the ten years, 
1890 to 1899. Compared with tho 
average of the same ten year period, 
the purchasing power of an hour's 
wages in 1907 W«S 6.8 per cent 
greater. The average wages per hour 
in 1907 were 3.7 per cent higher than 
in 1906, the regular hours of labor per 
week were 0.4 per cent lower than In 
1900, and the number of employees In 
the establishments Investigated was 
one per cent greater than in 1906. 

The Increase in the average hourly 
wages in 1907 over 1906 was general, 
occurring In 40 of the II industries In- 
vestigated, The greatest increase was 
in the manufacture (iT cotton goods, 
where the average wage per hour In 
1907 was 1.9 per cent higher than in 
1906. In tho manufacture or paper 
and wood pulp, the increase was 10.1 
per cent; In eight other industries the 
increase was 5 per cent and In 30 In- 
dustries less than 5 per cent. In one 
industry. Bessemer steel, there was a 
decrease in wages of 0.9 per cent. In 
the 41 Industries, weighed according 
to Importance, the increase in wages 
per hour was 3.0 per cent. Of the 
30 articles. 29 were higher In price in 
1907 than in 1906.

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The Water Bill proved to be the "bete 
iioir" of the week in the Legislature. There

THE WEEK IN ".betes 1 noir," but none 

THE HOUSE could equal the proposi- 
tion of ;;n clauses in im- 
portance. Thirty clauses made up the work 
of an entire sitting. 

The methods of the Opposition seemed lo 
point in the direction of making the long 
Water Act longer. Several hours of one sit- 
ting were devoted to a discussion over a con- 
junction ; later on a preposition was threshed 
out at length, and with circumstance worthy 
an Athenian sophist. And later still, came up 
an inoffensive verb, which proved a mighty 
stumbling block. Thus the committee waded 
through the Water Bill, a word at a time. 

The real criticism made by the Opposition 
was that regarding the right of appeal from 
the decisions of the Board of Investigation to 
be appointed to adjudicate on water record; 
under the amended act. The Chief Commis- 
sioner was for no appeal, taking the ground 
that this would simplify the work of the 
Board, and prevent wearisome delay. Mr. 
Macdonald (Rossland) thought this too dras- 
tic, and was upheld by the House. 

Sir C. N. Dalton, Comptroller-General of 
Patents, Designs and. Trade Marks, has given 

his decision in an appli- 
NEW BRITISH cation under section 27 of 
PATENTS ACT the Patents and Designs 

Act, 1907, for the revoca- 
tion of a patent relating to electric arc lamps, 
the registered proprietors of which are the 
British Westinghouse Electric & Manufactur- 
ing Company. Limited. The number of the 
letters patent is 18,786 of 1902, and the inven- 
tion consists in so arranging arc lamps of the 
class in which the electrodes are inclined to 
each other and both point in the downward 
direction, the arc being formed at their lower 
extremities, that a certain amount of opera- 
tion of the horizontal feed mechanism takes 
place before the downward feed mechanism 
is permitted to operate. The secretary of the 
company, Mr. Scancs, in the first declaration 
filed in this case declared that the allegations 
contained in the application for revocation, 
which were that the patented article was man- 
ufactured exclusively or mainly outside the 
United Kingdom, were incorrect. He also de- 
clared that the patented article had been manu- 
factured to' a large extent in the United 
Kingdom by the company at its works at 
Trafford Park, and gave the number of 
lamps which they had manufactured in the 
years 1905 to 1908. Prom this statement it 
appeared that on the whole 1.308 lamps had 
been so manufactured up to October 23, 1908, 
of which 274 remained at that date unsold. 
He maintained that, inasmuch as the com- 
pany had manufactured as many lamps as it 
could sell, the patented article was manufac- 
tured to an adequate extent in the United 
Kingdom; and he complained that- the sales 
of the lamp were materially interfered with 
by the unauthorized importation of infringing 
lamps, lie also mentioned that an action to 
restrain such unauthorized importation was 
pending against the applicant, and ended by 
declaring that if the patent were revoked, the 
applicant would be able to import lamps manu- 
factured in accordance with the patent with 
impunity, and that in such case it would be 
impossible lo carry on the manufacture of 
lamps under the patent in the United King- 
dom. 

In a recent speech Mr. Austen Chamberlain

STANDARD Navy— that in any case 
they were not going lo 
spend the live or six millions which everybody 
believed to be necessary in the present year. 
He was not there to praise the Prime .Minister, 
but he was prepared to accept his word as an 
English gentleman when he gave his pledge to 
the House of Commons that our naval su- 
premacy should be preserved. Mr. Asquith 
had pledged himself to the two-power stan- 
dard; and he would not believe, until the facts 
proved him wrong, that Mr. Asquith was going 
back on his word or thai lie would allow any 
section of his Cabinet or any dissatisfaction in 
his party to turn him from that course to which 
he had pledged himself. (Hear, hear.) If there 
were loo many little Englanders in his party 
let him turn to the Opposition. They would 
give him all the help they could. They would 
vote all the ships, men and stores, and all the 
money necessary, whatever the difficulties. 
(Cheers.) lie protested once again against 
postponing obligations which were inevitable, 
and against lightening the burden of the pres- 
ent year at the expense of succeeding years. 
The principal plank in the Unionist pro- 
gramme was tariff reform. (Cheers.) The fact 
was we worshipped the god cheapness. We 
were told that if we were faithful in his service 
all the rest would be given to us: yet even 
cheapness eluded us. All this went on while 
we alone of all great nations continued to say 
"Each one for himself and the Devil take the 
hindmost. Let him who is weak go lo the 
wall; let him who cannot march fall out and 
perish by the way.'' The essence of the tariff 
reform movement was more work for the 
British workman, wherever he might be; a 
better market for British produce, wherever it 
might be produced and wherever it could be 
done without hampering the production, with- 
out destroying and injuring other great in- 
terests, lie believed that by tariff reform they 



could create new agricultural industries. Why 
should they let the hop industry go? Tariff 
reform was the foundation which must be 
well and truly laid before they could success- 
fully build the great superstructure which he 
believed could be raised upon it. (Cheers.) 
A resolution pledging the meeting lo the 
principles of Unionism and tariff reform, was 
carried unanimously. 

The Queen's Hall, Langham Place, Eon- 
don, was crowded when Dr. Sven Hedin gave 
a lecture on "My Adveu- 
SVEN HEDIN'S lures in Unknown Asia," 
ADVENTURES which may be regarded as 
the popular version of the' 
explorer's address to the Royal Geographical 
Society. 

Dr. Sven Hedin tol d 111 outline the story 
of his last journeyings in Tibet, and in some- 
what greater fulness his expedition into what 
he has called "the great white patch" on the 
1 map across which had hitherto been written 
the one word "unexplored. - ' But he did not 
enter so fully, as on the occasion of the Royal 
Geographical Society lecture, into the scien- 
tific aspects of his travels, nor with such great 
detail into the important geographical discov- 
eries which have resulted from them. lie 
dwelt rather on the personal features of the 
expedition, related, to the manifest enjoyment 
of the vast audience, some of the adventures 
which befel him and his party during their 
wanderings in what Dr. Sven Hedin described 
as "the great wild loneliness of Tibet,'' and 
described many features of the religious and 
social life of the Tibetan which had come 
under his own personal observation. 

One of the strangest of the customs of 
which he was a witness was the self-imprison- 
ment of Lamas in grottoes, where they live 
for the rest of their lives in perfect darkness. 
When Dr. Sven Hedin arrived at Lingah- 
gumpa, one Lama had been thus imprisoned 
for three years, while another had suffered this 
voluntary incarceration in darkness in a 
neighboring grotto for 15 years. He was told 
that one Lama "went into the darkness" when 
he was between 16 and 17 years old and lived 
in it for 69 years. It was. he said, a kind of 
fanaticism, indulged in because of the belief 
that, when death came, the Lama would be 
reborn in a very happy state of existence. 
Food and water were sent underground in 
utensils fixed on long poles, and the first in- 
timation which was obtained of the death of 
the imprisoned Lama was when, on the poles 
being withdrawn, cither at night or in the 
morning, it was found that the food had not 
been touched. Dr. Sven Hedin also described, 
with many graphic touches, the celebration of 
tlie New Year which he witnessed at Shigatse. 
Here he was the guest for four days of the 
Tashi Lama, "the great Pope of the Tibetans, ' 
who received him with great hospitality and 
showed him every kindness. The Tashi Lama 
made a deep impression upon him, and Dr. 
Sven Hedin declared that he had reached as 
near to divinity as was possible for a man. The 
New Year festival was celebrated in the great 
courtyard of the Tashalumpo, and was shared 
in by pilgrims from Eastern Tibet, the Himal- 
aya countries, and from Mongolia, the differ- 
ent tribes being dressed in their own peculiar 
native costumes. The Lamas engaged in ex- 



traordinary dances in the middle of the court- 
yard, ami afterwards approached a fire, bear- 
ing in their hands a tremendous sheet of paper 
on which was written every bad and nasty 
thing they wished to get rid of in the New 
Year. The paper was held over the fire, and 
the leaping flames caught it and destroyed it. 
. Dr. Sven Hedin also told the story of the 
sacred mountain of Kailas. The belief of the 
Tibetans is that if they walked round the base 
of the mountain 13 times, or prostrated them- 
selves round it once, all their sins will be for- 
given. The penance is performed by all sorts 
of people, chiefs, governors, and beggars, 
"but," said Dr. Sven Hedin, "you may be sure 
that everyone who walks round Kailas is a 
scoundrel more or less. Everybody that has 
done something that is forbidden at once goes 
to Kailas and walks round 'to get that sin for- 
given." 

At the close of the lecture, which occupied 
an hour and a half. Dr. Sven Hedin showed 
the slides which were viewed with so much 
interest 011 Monday night. Sir Clements 
Markham, who had introduced the lecturer, 
then corvcyed to him the hearty thanks of the 
audience for his address, and their appreci- 
ation of his great labors in tiie interest of geo- 
graphical knowledge. 

The London Times in a recent issue had 
the following: A correspondent, writing from 
Bengal in reference 10 a 
THE UNREST leading article in The 
IN INDIA Times of December 14 on 
summarjr justice in In- 
dia, criticizes certain passages in which it was 
intimated that the Indian police had not 
emerged with credit from the recent exacting 
strain and that the local authorities had not 
exercised sufficient vigilance. As the wife of 
a police officer and an old resident in Bengal, 
our correspondent wishes to point out "that 
district superintendents of police have for the 
last 21 years been submitting details of ap- 
parently the most trivial matters of political 
significance, through the district magistrates 
and the inspector-general of police, to gov- 
ernment. There are," she adds, "the 21 print- 
ed volumes of such collated information and 
a mass of confidential circulars as evidence. 
The district authorities have not been allowed 
to act. The Bengal government has all along 
behaved like the proverbial ostrich in the 
presence of approaching danger." 

Our correspondent sees no cause for sur- 
prise at the discredit :nto which recent events 
have brought the poiicc. when "at least 90 
per cent, of our native poiicc officer:-) on whom 
we rely are Bengali Babus of the middle edu- 
cated class' which is causing all this 'unrest,' 
and when it is remembered to what treatment 
such officers have been subjected by their own 
people when they have tried to do their duty 
honestly. They have been dubbed 'traitors,', 
socially boycotted, not allowed to give their 
daughters in marriage, deprived of the services 
of barber, washerman, and family priest, have 
had filth thrown into their yards, their houses 
burnt, and their lives threatened — indeed, even 
one or two have been murdered in the public 
streets. Witnesses for the Crown in criminal 
cases against these political offenders have 
been similarly treated." 

Our correspondent adds: "The public at 



home cannot conceive the state into which 
this country has been brought by the indif- 
ference and inaction of government. No men- 
tion is made of the insults offered to Euro- 
peans — not only to government officials, but 
to ladies — to which they have for long and 
frequently been subjected. I know of so many 
cases. I .have myself been insulted, in hate- 
ful, petty ways which have too clearly shown 
how the wind is blowing. I have been pressed 
into the ditch by Bengalis wlio have deliber- 
ately barred my path on the high road, f 
have been passed by Babus who have held 
their noses and spat because I was an English 
woman. I have been jeered at in my own 
grounds by gangs of school boys and students 
(reared in government institutions.) My lit- 
tle children have been threatened with sticks 
and to be rolled in the dust. When officers 
have officially been instructed to ignore such 
insults, what wonder that British prestige has 
suffered, and that such things have been fol- 
lowed by far more serious trouble." 

Ian Malcolm, of Graigucnoc Park, Thurles, 
Ireland, tinder date of February 2, writes as fol- 
lows to the London 
BOYCOTT IN Times: 1 cannot help 
IRELAND t '.linking that the narrative 
of my experiences of the 
last two days will bring home to the British 
public the state of lawlessness to which the 
present Government has reduced Ireland. 

I am staying in the house of Mr. Charles 
Clarke, at Holycross, near Thurles, one of the 
most turbulent towns in the country. Mr. 
Clarke, as is now well known, is completely 
boycotted ; so, also arc all his employes and 
their dependents, numbering over one hundred 
souls. Why is he boycotted? He never evicted 
a tenant ; he is a permanently resident Irish 
landlord, paying over £i,coo a year in wages; 
he has sold all his land to tenants, except 1,000 
acres which he keeps as a pleasure ground and 
works as a home farm. This land, however, is 
coveted — every bit of it — by the populace, who 
arc determined to make his life unbearable until 
they get it. 

From Thurles Station I was driven to the 
house, some four miles distant. There I saw 
the front door and windows damaged and 
smashed by the mob which assaulted the house 
in November last. Mrs. Clarke asks if the bread 
has come; there is none in the house, and no 
man dares to supply it in the neighborhood ; if 
it does not arrive from Dublin the household 
goes breadless — that is all. To prevent the 
employes from starving a shop has been opened 
in this house, where they can buy tea and ba- 
con, Hour and tobacco, and other necessities of 
life. Otherwise they too would starve. These 
articles are supplied by train from a distance by 
such tradesmen as still have the courage to 
deal with a boycotted man. 

In the afternoon we visited the farm and 
the pleasure ground, which is called demesne 
land. To guard this there is, first of all, a 
police barrack with a sergeant and five men. 
Further on the gamekeeper's cottage is turned 
into a residence for a head constable and five 
men. The butler's house contains seven police- 
men, and these two last-named detachments are 
detailed to protect the laborers and the cattle 
from attack. In the evening I count five policc- 





S I stated in the last article under this 
heading, when we have a rough idea 
of the camera, plates and develop- 
ment, we should then be in a posi- 
tion to go out and make some ex- 
posures. I wish the readers who are 
following these articles to know that I have 
not finished, by any means, with the three 
subjects mentioned above; nit my idea is 
that if we get a rough knowledge, we arc then 
in a better position to follow the details step 
by step. I intend to go thoroughly into any 
subject as it occurs, especially in develop- 
ment. 

Xow we are ready to start out with our 
camera, dark slides (loaded with, say. six 
plates), focussing cloth, and tripod. Let our 
firsc trial be, say, some picturesque scene in a 
park. Having made up our mind on our ex- 
cursion, we do not rush off to the park as if 
our lives depended upon us getting there in so 
many minutes. We do not want to hurry our 
operations or harrass ourselves; if we do, 
something will be forgotten, so we take a 
stroll and arrive at our destination. If the 
camera is a heavy one, we leave it somewhere, 
while having a look around for a good sub- 
ject. If the camera is light, then we can 
carry it without discomfort. Here, again, we 
want to take time, and not to forget that it is 
not necessary to expose all the six plates in 
ten minutes. If only one or two is exposed in 
the whole morning, and they arc good, it will 
be much more profitable than having six poor 
negatives and perhaps six spoiled ones. 

The first picture that strikes our eye is, 
say, a group of swans. 1 have seen hundreds 
of amateurs' negatives of swans, and some arc 
pretty poor, simply because they have been 
taken any old way, as long as there were 
swans in the picture. This one fact docs not 
ensure an artistic photograph. Let us walk 
round the swans and obtain different points of 
view. By moving, say, 30 feet to the right, 
wc get a drooping tree and a bridge in the 



background ; then by moving in the opposition 
direction, we get a seat, and a better view of 
the swans. In fact, we view the subject from 
ail points, until we get what our judgment tells 
us is the best position. Remember this, that 
we must always have one centre, of interest, a 
principal object, the "motif," as it is termed, 
and in composing a picture, it is necessary to 
bring this "motif" out in the most emphatic 
manner possible. 

The object is this, on looking at a picture 
the eye should be led to the principal object, 
and the mind should not he in doubt as to 
what is the principal object. For instance, 
if you were to make the bridge as prominent 
as the swans, and then show the picture to a 
friend, he would be in doubt as to what the 
picture represented, and having two principal 
objects to centre his mind on, he would be 
wondering which looked the best ; conse- 
quently the mind would not be so satisfied as 
in the case of one "motif." If we use the 
swans as the "motif" and show a small por- 
tion of the bridge, or show the whole of the 
bridge, but in the distance, so that it is 
secondary to the swans, we have then only 
oue principal object of interest, which wiil 
appeal more to the mind than if there were 
more. Never gel the object . of interest, i.e., 
the "motif." directly in the centre of the pic- 
ture; balance it with another object at the 
side, and let the principal object be a little 
from the centre. 

1 laving found the best view in our judg- 
ment, let us set up the camera, open the dia- 
phragm, and set the shutter to T (time). To 
do this, squeeze the bulb once and the shut- 
ter will open, and remain open ; take the focus- 
sing cloth and cover the camera and your 
head., and look- through the ground glass. Do 
not screw the camera up tight on the tripod 
head, but just loose enough to allow the cam- 
era to be moved from right to left. Then focus 
the scene before you on the ground glass and 
get the middle distance, or, in this case, the 



swans, sharp, by moving the rack on the front 
of the camera to and fro, until the swans arc 
perfectly sharp. Then swing the camera a 
little to the right and again to the left, until 
the picture looks best as regards composition. 
Having gut everything right so far, now screw 
up the tripod-screw so as to make the camera 
rigid, and see if the camera is level, not lean- 
ing forward, or on the side. The liquid level 
or the plumb on the camera will tell you this, 
as well as judging with the eye. Now close 
the shutter and insert the dark slide. The 
next thing is to set the shutter and diaphragm. 
To enable you to do this, I give the following 
table, which, if followed closely, will enable 
the operator to obtain fairly correct exposures 
until he is proficient enough to know by ex- 
perience what is the correct exposure. After 
inserting the slide, set the shutter to the cor- 
rect time, and also the diaphragm to the cor- 
rect aperture; then withdraw the shutter in 
the dark slide and squeeze the bulb; thus the 
exposure is made. Now insert the shutter of 
the dark slide, back again, but reverse it, and 
put it in with the black edge outside. You 
will notice that one side of the shutter is 
black at the top and the other side plain wood. 
When the black is outside, it means that the 
plate beneath is exposed. Now lock the slide 
with the small catch on top for that purpose, 
and withdraw the dark slide from the camera.

men living in this house, and all night long I 
could hear the tramp of their patrol as they 
paced the gravel paths with loaded shot guns. 

When Mr. Clarke goes as a Crown witness 
in broad daylight to the trials in Thurles or 
Cashel armed policemen ride upon his motor- 
car and a force of two or three hundred constab- 
ulary lino the streets of the town to enable him 
to reach the Court-house in safety. When Mrs. 
Clarke goes out to tea with a neighbor after 
dark she is escorted by armed police on bicycles. 
At Christmas time my host received an anony- 
mous postcard announcing that it was his last 
Christmas here, and warning him to clear out 
whilst he had brains in his head and "the price 
of a glass." 

Our Sunday worship in the Protestant church 
at Holycross was seriously disturbed by the 
band of the United Irish League playing out- 
side ; and when the Holy Communion service 
was about to begin a wagonette drew up before 
the church door and its cargo of ruffians began 
yelling and booting and drum beating — suppos- 
ing Mr. and Mrs. Clarke to be within. 

This shows the state of siege in which these 
people and their poor dependents live week in 
and week out. Meanwhile the boycotting loses 
to Holycross and Thurles about £400 a year 
from Mr. Clarke's employes, besides the large 
orders formerly given by Mr. Clarke himself 
to local tradesmen, making £1,000 a year in 
all ; the cost of all the extra police falls upon 
the rates. Is it conceivable that such a state 
of things can be tolerated under the British 
flag? The tyranny of Kruger was a joke to it. 
The sovereignty of mob law goes unchallenged 
here as in other parts of Ireland, and grows 
mightier every day. It leads me seriously to 
think that, through force of circumstances, the 
first policy of the next Unionist Government 
will have to be to build up the edifice of law 
and order in Ireland which has been so com- 
pletely demolished by Mr. Birred and his 
friends, and to restore to its ancient position 
the dignity of the British flag. 

A Berlin correspondent writes apropos of 
the recent visit of the King and Queen to 
Berlin : All the newspapers 
GERMAN PRESS publish articles welcoming 
AND THE VISIT King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra to the German 
capital. The general tone is, however, decid- 
edly reserved, for the prolonged discussion of 
the alleged hostile aims of British policy in re- 
gard to Germany which has been proceeding 
for a year or more in the German press seems 
to have left its mark. 

Quoting from the Bill for the renewal of 
provisional commercial' arrangements with 
Great Britain, the "Vossischc Zcitung"'snys : Tt 
is the interest of both sides to look to the un- 
disturbed continuance of these important trade 
and commercial relations. It was in this spirit, 
the journal remarks, that the citizens of Berlin 
welcomed the Lord Mayor of London and the 
other British guests. Berlin's sentiments are 
unchanged. It has the same appreciation of the 
capability, determination, and enterprise of the 
British people, and the same admiration for 
British liberty, which the majority of the Ger- 
man people docs not attempt to conceal. In 
its recollection of Britain's great services to the 
cause of civilization and her proud historical de- 
velopment wc welcome today the representa- 
tive of that empire on which the sun never sets. 
If King Edward VII. is only fulfilling the obli- 
gations of etiquette in coming to Berlin he will 
be received everywhere with that courtesy 
which hospitality demands, and if he by his own 
wish seeks cordiality he will find that too. ' His 
visit is proof that the coldness which existed 
for a time between the two Courts is a thing 
of the past. It will not bo the fault of the Ger- 
man nation if the presence of the British King- 
in the German capital will not be the beginning 
of a better understanding between the two 
kindred peoples. Wc wish and hope that the 
rulers of the British Isles will receive the. best 
impressions on German soil and lake them home 
with them. 

The Radical "Boorscn Courier" contrasts 
the attitude of the people of London and Ber- 
lin towards King Edward and the Emperor 
William, and it maintains that the British have 
never had occasion to make the Emperor an 
object of an unfriendly demonstration, as for 
years ho has been engaged to even a greater 
extent than the German people thought neces- 
sary in preserving peace between the two coun- 
tries, whereas the Germans have regarded King 
Edward as director of a policy directed to 
weaken Germany's influence in the world. The 
journal, however, recognizes that King Ed- 
ward's share in this policy has been greatly ex- 
aggerated, and it thinks that a more favorable 
situation and better relations now exist, so that 
His Majesty is assured of a courteous, if not 
enthusiastic, reception. 

The Conservative "Post" utters a warning 
against the under-estimation or over-estimation 
of the Royal visit. All King Edward's journeys, 
it declares, have resulted in political advantages 
for the British people. On the other hand 
Germany's wooing of Great Britain's friendship 
has now lasted more than a decade without 
even being frankly recognized. Consequently 
if the visit leads to a better understanding be- 
tween the two peoples nobody will be more 
pleased than the Germans. 

.The "Bocrson Zeitung" expects that King 
Edward's visit will have a good effect, but one 
thing, if adds, is certain and that is that the 
political conversations in Berlin will contain no 
reference to disarmament. 
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HEN a young Chinese commits an 
indiscrefion the usual comment 
of his friends is: "He is a very 
young- man." This form of gen- 
tle excuse for youthful folly has 
become a national trait; for the 
Chinese admire, first of all, "a man of ideas." 
and they appear to harbor a conviction that 
rash youth' gives considerable promise of 
enterprise and ability in maturer years. Both, 
Chang Chih-tung and Yuan-Shih-kai arc said 
to be men. of ideas, and it is not forgotten 
that Chang in his youth made many mistakes. 

Just now it is claimed that Prince Chun, 
Regent of China, ( is both a young man and a 
man of ideas; that he should combine the two 
characteristics is attributed to the fact that 
he is. in the transition state between folly and 
wisdom inseparable from an experience of 
only twenty-six years — at which age no one 
can be expected to challenge . Solomon's repu- 
tation for ripened wisdom. 

The. Regent, however, has just completely 
upset the balance of power in China, with an 
abruptness that should have caused a tremor 
to pass through the shade of the ' Grand 
Empress-Dowager. There was, too, a slight 
suspicion of challenge' to the foreign Powers 
in the events with which the Chinese Govern- 
ment heralded the Western New Year. 
Foreign correspondents telegraphed excitable 
messages, but the foreign Legations, no mat- 
ter what their secret-code messages reported 
to the 'Powers, were outwardly unperturbed. 
With the Chinese it was. different ; all China 
gasped -with nervous c'xpc- t-> < :y. A great up- 
heaval was expected. "Yu, t. Shih-kai 's friends 
were numerous and powerful ; Yuan would not 
submit to be- cashiered for no apparent rea- 
son," they' said. But contrary to expectation 
Yuan's friends and- followers were not in- 
cluded -in. his downfall; and gradually the 
ordinary calm of the Chinese mind returned. 

Evidently it is. easy for the Chinese to find 
excuses /for those in power, for the Regent's 
act, ion second thoughts, was said to have 
been a very natural proceeding towards a man 
who had betrayed the Emperor in 1898. Here 
again vve sec a peculiarity of the Chinese char- 
acter, for until Yuan's downfall that phase of 
history had not been adopted in China; and 
the leading incidents of 1898. some of which 
have not been published, do not bear out the 
reproach. A brief resume, obtained from men 
who. were intimately connected with those 
events, therefore, may be of interest: — 



The Emperor Kuang-hsu had. just entered 
into power in 1898 by the departure .of ; the 
Empress Dowager to her country palace at. 
Yucnming, where she intended to remain un- 
troubled by affairs of state. At once the Em- 
peror gathered around him many young re- 
formers, the most prominent of whom was 
Kang Yu-wei. These student •reformers ad- 
vised the Emperor to dismiss all ''the old fo- 
gies, who were a bar to . progress." Edicts 
were then issued dismissing several old offi- 
cials, some of whom were highly respectable 
men, according to the general standard of 
morality obtaining in China at that time. 

Then, one day the Empress Dowager no- 
' ticed one of her hand-maidens weeping. The 
scene probably had been arranged by the girl's 
friends, but the result was successful. In re- 
ply to inquiries made by the Empress Dowa- 
ger, the maiden said she was troubled sorely 
because her father, the Governor of llonan, 
had just been dismissed. The Empress Dow- 
ager at once took the matter up. 

Apparently the Empress Dowager, freed 
from turbulent Chinese politics for the first 
time in half a century, had not been giving 
much attention to affairs at court; but not- 
withstanding her many faults, she was true 
to her friends, and a stern warning was sent 
to the young Emperor. The reformers then 
became seriously alarmed, for they knew that 
a harvest of heads would be reaped if they 
aroused the Empress Dowager thoroughly. 

Yuan Shih-kai was then at Tientsin in 
command of 25,000 foreign-drilled troops; his 
immediate chief was Jung Lit, Viceroy of 
Chihli, who was a strong favorite of the Dow- 
ager. A messenger from the Emperor sum- 
moned Yuan Shih-kai to the Imperial palace, 
where he was received by Kang Yu-wei and 
the firebrand of the reform party, Zang-Za- 
chih. The latter demanded that Yuan should 
surround the Empress Dowager's residence 
with his troops. Yuan demurred, saying that 
he could not do so without an order from his 
Viceroy or the Emperor. Zang drew a re- 
volver and threatened to shoot Yuan, but the 
latter remained firm. Zang then left the 
apartment, and after a few minutes had 
elapsed, returned, bearing what purported to' 
be an order 'from Kuang-hsu for Yuan to do as 
he had been told by Zang. 

Up to that time Yuan had been in very 
good favor with the Empress Dowager, and 
there is no doubt whatever that the reformers 
would have slain the Dowager if they could 



have overcome her personal bodyguard with 
Yuan's troops. Moreover, if the reformers had 
not been able to maintain their supremacy, 
Yuan's head would have been one of the first 
to fall. 

After receiving the Emperor's order, he 
could make no further protest in the palace, so 
Yuan left there ostensibly to carry out the 
wishes of the reformers. Immediately after- 
wards he sent a message to Viceroy jung-lu 
telling him what had occurred. The Empress 
Dowager was warned by the Viceroy, and the 
latter" ordered Yuan Shih-kai to place his 
troops at the disposal of the Empress Dow- 
ager. What followed then is common his- 
tory; Kang Yu-wei escaped and China was 
ruled until the end of 1908 by the most un- 
scrupulous woman that ever directed a coun- 
cil. 

But whilst the foreigners and natives were 
widely dissimilar in their conduct, immediately 
after 'the deaths of the rulers they were in 
unison in apprehending serious trouble from 
revolutionaries. In the early months of the 
year Yunnan had been raided from the south- 
west; and it was thought that Sun Yat-san or 
Kong Yu-wei would make some strong effort 
just then ; for the excitable masses expected 
it, and they would have been peculiarly sus- 
ceptible to any disturbing influence. As time 
went on and all remained peaceful, it was said 
that Yuan Shih-tai and Chang Chih-tung 
were working together and leaving nothing 
undone to strengthen the government. Viewed 
from the light of more recent events, it ap- 
pears probable that such was the case, but 
that Yuan was only being made use of to tide 
over the dangerous period. For while Yuan 
had done much to unify the interests of Man- 
chu and Chinese by removing the barriers that 
kept them apart, these barriers were principal- 
ly Manchu privileges. The vain Manchus 
were not the people to have viewed the level- 
ling process with satisfaction consequently 
Yuan's old enemy, Tieh Liang, found ready 
ears when he urged that the government 
would be better off if Yuan were dismissed. 
Tieh Liang has not come before the public 
in the matter at all, because the Manchus con- 
sidered that their case would be stronger by 
representing their action as retribution in be- 
half of China's greatest reformer, the late 
Emperor Kuang-hsu. It appears, however, 
that the Manchus are still uneasy .concerning 
Kang Yu-wei, for the Regent proposed to 
issue an edict, two days before Yuan was put 



out of office, annulling Kang Yu-wci's of- 
fences. As might have been expected, Yuan 
and Prince Clung refused to sign the edict, 
and that fact at once was made use of widely 
to turn public favor against Yuan. And when 
Yuan had given that refusal the Manchus con- 
sidered that everything was ready for the 
great event. 

At 11 a. m. next day (Saturday, January 2) 
the Grand Councillors were summoned by the 
Regent. Prince- Ching had evidently heard 
a whisper of what was to come, and he plead- 
ed illness. The other Grand Councillors an- 
swered the summons promptly, but when 
Yuan reached the door of the Council Cham- 
ber he was told that he was not wanted. Three 
Grand Councillors therefore went in and 
found the Regent awaiting them with the 
edict dismissing Yuan Chih-kai already drawn 

"I want no discussion. Sign this edict!" 
said the Regent. 

Chang Chih-tung turned to reply. The 
Regent repeated his words impressively, and 
the edict was signed without further demur. 

' Within the next hour, whilst Yuan Shih- 
kai was hastily making plans for his personal 
safety, the news flew around Pekin, and the 
city throbbed with excitement. Everyone but 
his immediate councillors was astounded at 
Prince Chun's temerity. Never in the history 
of China had such a man as Yuan been thrown 
out of office at such short notice. To the 
Western mind, however, there was nothing 
very harsh in the edict ; it said simply : 

"Yuan Shih-kai, a Member of the Grand 
Council and President of the Wai Wu Pu, 
formerly received repeated offices and ad- 
cancement under the late Emperor. After our 
enthronement we gave him great honors be- 
cause we considered that his talent certainly 
was one that could be made use of, if he ex- 
erted himself in the public service. Un- 
expectedly Yuan Shih-kai has now contracted 
rheumatism in the foot, which makes it hard 
for him to walk and difficult for him to attend 
to the duties of his offices. Yuan Shih-kai, 
therefore, is ordered to vacate his posts and 
return to his native place to nurse his disorder. 
Thus is our great mercy to him manifested." 

Immediately after leaving the council room, 
Yuan returned home and began to confer 
with his friends, both foreign and Chinese. 
At first it was expected that all his adherents 
would be cashiered also; but Yuan's friends 
numbered nearly all the leading provincial 



officials, and the task evidently was too great 
for the Manchus. Yuan out of office, how- 
ever, was still a very dangerous man; and the 
fact that since his dismissal he has been in 
great fear of assassination, tells plainly his 
opinion of the Manchus. 

That same evening Yuan sent his wives 
to Tientsin. Next morning he followed- them ; 
intending beyond doubt to remain there in the 
British Concession. On arrival at Tientsin, 
Yuan sent a messenger to Viceroy Yang of 
Chihli, asking him for an interview. Yang re- 
fused to see him, although every advancement 
he had received from the time he was a pref- 
ect was due to the patronage of Yuan. Yuan 
then had .lunch at the Astor House and 're- 
mained there until 4:20 p. m., when he went 
to visit a foreign friend. Soon afterwards he 
was sought out by an official sent from Pe- 
kin bearing a despatch from the Grand Coun- 
cillors, guaranteeing him perfect safety if he 
returned to Pekin. The despatch, which was 
countersigned by Prince Ching, pointed out 
that the government would lose face if Yuan 
remained at Tientsin, having left Pekin in 
evident fear of being murdered. Prince 
Ching's signature reassured Yuan and he 
knew that if he disregarded the summons the 
government would feel committed to rigor- 
ous persecution of all his friends; so he re- 
turned, and two days afterwards he and his 
family left here on a special train bound for 
his home at Knifengfu, Honan. Yuan's post 
on the Grand Council was filled by Na Tung, 
who was one of the fiercest Boxers in 1900, 
and is a special friend of the Japanese now. 
Liang Tun-yen, a brilliant young Cantonese, 
highly esteemed by all foreigners, is filling the 
vacant post of President of the Waiwupu. 
There are, however, three presidents of that 
department; one must be a prince of the blood, 
whose position is merely nominal. Prince 
Ching occupies that position. Na Tung was, 
before Yuan's dismissal, and is still, the third 
man ; but since YTian was put out of office, 
Na Tung has practically taken control; for 
Liang Tun-yen has not much influence. 

Most -of the foreign powers look upon 
Yuan's downfall as permanent but the Britisli 
and American legations do not, as was shown 
by the representations made by Sir John Jor- 
dan and Mr. Rockhill on January 14; and there 
wquld not be much surprise if the Regent 
healed Yuan Shih-kai's rheumatism by a few 
strokes of the pen as he created it on 
January 2. 





HE Government 'of Alberta is about 
to begin a new railway policy which 
will directly affect the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway, and which may have 
important results for the Hill sys- 
tem of American roads, writes E. 
W'. -Thomson in the Boston Transcript. Per- 
haps it is unnecessary to tell Transcript readers 
that Alberta is the Canadian prorinee just 
eastward of 'British Columbia, on which it 
often abuts in the Rocky Mountains. It is 
rich in coal -mines, gas fields, cattle ranching 
grounds, fields; forests. It possesses what 
are declared by -American experts to be the 
greatest petroleum areas in the world. But its 
lands arc mostly agricultural. They include 
the vast unoccupied region called the Peace 
River country. That is in North Alberta. 
Many settlers are finding their way there, 
since the climate is favorable because the 
prairie trends quickly toward the Pacific ocean, 
from which it is separated by a comparatively 
narrow, chain of the Rockies. The Grand 
Trunk Pacific and the Canadian Northern arc 
both under construction to within what may 
be called sight of that enormous fertile area, 
now largely retained by fur-traders, Indians 
and lialf-breeds, though it is thirty years since 
one of its districts, seven hundred miles north 
of, Edmonton ( which is nearly 400 miles north 
of latitude 49, or the United States boundary), 
showed the best wheat exhibited at a world's ' 
fair. 

To bring that almost virgin north under 
civilization is part of the task about to be un- 
dertaken by Alberta's very progressive Gov- 
ernment, and people — for the people there are 
peculiarly the Government, as I design to 
explain. They intend, at the coming session 
of the Provincial Legislature, to formulate u 
plan by which branches of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific and of the Canadian Northern will be 
aided to run northward from Edmonton to 
Peace River Crossing, and from Edmonton to 
Fort Macmnrray, on the Athabasca. These 
main branches will be each some four hundred 
miles long, ami their northern termini separ- 
ated by some ,550 miles, with Lesser Slave 
Lake lying between (hem. Short feeding 
branches will necessarily be thrown out as the 
country receives settlers. Thus will not only 
an immense farming tract be opened up, but 
petroleum fields, gas areas, coal beds, to say 
nothing of the fur-bearing regions that will 
be brought within easy reach. 

In southern Alberta, mainly a prairie re- 
gion of grazing and fall-wheat farming, the 
Canadian Pacific Railway has long held a 
monopoly of the ra'Uvay traffic. It is an en- 
ergetic, public-spirited, well managed monop- 
oly. But this does not imply that it builds 
all the branches that the people need, nor 
that 'they would not be the better if there 
were railway competition all along the 'line. 



It»is not' to be doubted that the settlers will 
gain profits as well as contentment, besides 
the pleasant sense of not being under dicta- 
tation from any one set of railway magnates, 
by the new promotions of Alberta. The Grand 
Trunk Pacific and the Canadian Northern 
Railway both design early extensions south- 
westward to Calgary, while the Canadian 
Northern Railway will push further south to 
Lethbridge, the bituminous coal mining cen- 
tre, and to Macleod, the lively town of the 
fall wheat and ranching regions. From these 
extensions, which will be each many hundred 
miles in length, branches will promptly be 
spread by the policy, soon to be detailed, of 
Alberta's Government. AH these new roads 
will be within hailing distance of the Hill, or 
American, main line. It follows, as a matter 
of course, that' the development of the Can- 
adian country will bring in branches of the 
Hill system. Thus a keen competition cannot 
but be established where the best of all pos- 
sible monopolies now holds sway. 

Alberta is in a position to push this active 
railway policy, because the province has hand- 
some revenues, owes nothing, and will be en- 
abled to spend a lot more money through 
creating new sources of provincial revenue by 
internal development. The new branch lines, 
in so far as aided provincially, will be essen- 
tially investments, yielding revenues indirect- 
ly, but none the less surely, to the Edmonton 
treasury. 

J low is it that a province which began 
political existence less than forty months ago, 
almost without roads, bridges, .ferries, tele- 
phones and other large conveniences, now has 
all these good things in uncommon abund- 
ance, yet owes nothing, and is able to start 
out on a magnificent, yet sane, railway 
scheme? The answer cannot but be of large 
interest to all students of politics. They have 
talked and have been told over and over again, 
ad nauseam, of the advantages that might ac- 
crue from un-party. or no-party government. 
Well, that is what the sensible people of Al- 
berta started in September, 1905, when they 
began political existence practically unbe- 
devilled by an organized, rigid party system. 
The people had not been really divided into 
two hoslile and mutually cursing camps. 
Efforts to so divide them failed in the specified 
year. They had come, mostly folk of the 
great races, .American, Canadian, British, 
Irish, Scandinavian, German, French, Swed- 
ish, Norwegian, Icelandic, from all their vari- 
ous native regions very recently. They were 
required to choose men to manage I he" public 
affairs suddenly given into their control by 
the Ottawa Government. They took the com- 
monserfse course of choosing the best men in 
sight. 

It happened that these were called Liber- 
als. Hence the Liberal party is entitled to 
claim some share of the good results. But, in 



fact, the people set up uni-party or no-party 
government. That is what it amounts to. The 
good men who called themselves Liberals — ■ 
and all Canadians, except a few stick-in-the- 
muds areTJbcrals in the right meaning of the 
term — were elected in the proportion of 24 to 
1. They were given sole control, and there- 
fore nut absolutely on honor. This came about 
partly because the so-called Conservatives 
(who attempted in 1905 to introduce the two- 
party system where there was no need for it), 
were obviously "machine" men, and as obvi- 
ously inspired and directed by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway interest, which the people 
jealously regarded as dangerous to their own. 
The local Canadian Pacific Railway solicitor 
was leader and chief bow-wow . of the -ma- 
chine Conservatives. But, no matter how the 
utter defeat of him and his "Tail" came about, 
the result 'was to establish uni-party govern- 
ment. That is just about the same thing in a 
new region as no-party government would be. 
Complete power was given to ministers ob- 
viously devoted to the provincial interest 
alone. 

It should be noted that these ministers 
were distinctly good men. If the people had 
not chosen such, the experiment must have 
tailed, and worse. There is no use expecting 
figs from thorn bushes, nor honorable admin- 
istration from scalawags. The ministers were 
but four, all conspicuously known for straight 
private and business lives. They were all 
fairly wealthy, and all of that fraternal disposi- 
tion which is so curiously notable all over 
"The Province of the Glad Hand." They were 
not demagogish, yet were comrade-like with 
all decent folk; church-going men; tetotallers ; 
and, what is remarkable and may be instruc- 
tive, not one eloquent man in the lot. They 
were quiet men— the blatherskite is one of the 
curses of politics everywhere. His perform- 
ances cause multitudes of people to mistake 
gab for reasoning, and the gift of it for fit- 
ness to do public business. The Alberta min- 
isters were all capable of slowly explaining 
what they thought the right thing to do. 
Hearing them in 1905, and their principal op- 
ponent, a man of platform fireworks, I opined 
that he must be beaten, just because the au- 
diences discounted his # rhodomontades, and 
believed every word the slow, conscientious- 
talking fellows uttered. They proved to be- 
as quick in action as they were steady, if 
rather awkward, on the stump. 

The absence of partizan opposition in the 
Assembly had various excellent effects. First, 
there was no waste of time in vituperation, ac- 
cusation, suspicion, slander, and all the malign 
bosh that comes from both sides in regular 
party-divided legislatures. Thus the. people 
were not drawn into a long succession of imi- 
tative recriminations. 

Again, a great deal of public money was 
saved by the shortness of debate in the As- 



sembly. Electors seldom reflect on how ex- 
pensive is blatherskiting. At Ottawa it costs 
$28 a minute, counting all the expenses 
dubbed "for legislation," and all the services, 
clerical returns, paper printing, etc., that have 
to be paid for in proportion as Parliament sits 
long. It gives its time mostly to angry, futile 
contentions, the Opposition fishing for "scan- 
dals," and the Ministry leading them on into 
carefully planned pitfalls, all to make election 
capital. Moreover, the horrid practice uses 
up ministers, takes the time they ought to be 
giving to public business, worries and wearies 
them, puts some of them out of temper to 
deal carefully, and causes many things to be 
"rushed," instead of long meditated. From 
all these evils the Alberta people set them- 
selves free by their uni-party system. And 
they saved, for expenditure on public works 
and on the promotion of agriculture a great 
deal of money. It cannot be too much insisted 
on that the system leaves good men free to do 
good work. 

The work' was well done all round. The 
one lawyer of the ministry, Mr. C. W.- Cross, 
a man in his early thirties, soon showed that 
Government did not mean to palter with "in- 
terests" which conceived themselves power- 
ful to affect votes. lie was no more than 
Roosevelt afraid to make big enemies. He 
solved the long-neglected problem of com- 
pelling the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany to pay taxes. He smashed a strong 
"lumber combine,' thus freeing the prairie 
settlers from the incubus of high prices for 
monopolized house-building material. He en- 
forced law and order over all the vast tract so 
perfectly that Alberta (nearly as extensive as 
Europe ) is a model province in that most im- 
portant respect. He abolished saloons and 
reduced the number of urban and rural licenses 
so greatly that temptation to drink is very lit- 
tle before the young or old. He took up the 
Dominion Government's Sunday act and made 
it just as perfectly binding on railways as on 
grog-dealing drug stores and laundrymen. The 
"bad man" was everywhere defied, jumped on, 
scrunched, haj m red, run out. Hence a huge 
region of frontier is as peaceful as Common- 
wealth avenue. 

With much ingenuity a smart tax on the 
unoccupied lands of speculators was so levied 
that it applies provincially outside of school 
districts, while any such land in school dis- 
tricts has to pay to the school. A novel law 
compels in Alberta the registration of agree- 
ments for land sales, thus stopping some 
rogues in the practice of selling the same tract 
more than once giving several deeds and then 
skipping with the proceeds. An excellent me- 
chanics' lieu law and a compensation for in- 
juries act were established, so that the unpaid 
or the injured can and do get speedy remedy. 
New district courts and connected officials 
bring justice actively to every part. Industrial 



schools for the juvenile misled or criminal 
were set up promptly; public charities created, 
though there is small need for them, and every 
item of needed advanced civilization brought 
into effective action. 

Finally the ministry have taken up the 
very important business of compelling the 
C. P. R. Company to pay taxes on it's wild 
lands. Twenty-five million acres were grant- 
ed to that company by way of subsidy, about 
1880. These lands were not to be taxable 
locally during twenty years from grant. When 
local authorities on the prairies tried to tax 
the C. P. R. holdings, the company pleaded 
that such collection was barred until twenty 
years after each separate section or tract had 
been patented to them by the Crown. This 
contention was held good by the Judicial 
Committee of the British Privy Council, Can- 
adians' Court of Final Appeal. Mr. Cross has 
since gone into the whole question. He be- 
lieves that the case vs. C. P. R. was not duly 
presented. He has a lot of new points, and 
will bring them before the courts. Hence the 
importance to Alberta of retaining the services 
of him and his colleagues. 

To enumerate the proceeding of the uni- 
party ministry of Alberta could but weary 
Transcript readers. Enough to observe that 
some 1,300 schools and a provincial university 
have been set going; that every region has 
been provided with roads, bridges, ferries and, 
rather wonderful to relate, a rapidly extending 
and most efficient, cheap Government tele- 
phone service, which pays. In this matter 
Alberta led in a course that is being followed 
by all the West-Canada provinces. They buy 
out the Bell telephone concern, and then pro- 
ceed, much to the sellers' amazement, to im- 
prove the system and yet make it profitable. 
So much for the much-ridiculed idea that 
some important public facilities can best be 
supplied by the public. 

As Alberta's main industry is farming, its 
promotion came in for much ministerial at- 
tention. Creameries were not merely pro- 
moted but run by the Government. Poultry, 
grain, breeding animals, herds, seeds, methods 
of farming, all were liberally looked to. An 
Alberta farmer can insure his crops against 
hail much more cheaply with the Government 
than with private insurance concerns. It is 
amazing to observe how the. "ploughmen, 
choppers and fishers" who "constitute the 
State" — to use Emerson's words — are up-to- 
date in the saner collectivism. 

Finally, money for all these sound proceed- 
ings was sufficiently found without taxing 
private Albertans one cent provincially. For 
schools and purely local improvements they 
tax themselves a good deal, municipally, but 
get provincial "grants in aid." Railways, 
licenses, corporations dealing in public fa- 
cilities, etc., supply $600,000 of provincial tax- 
ation. ' , 
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THE TOWER OF BABEL 

One oL' the greatest obstacles to tho acceptance 
of the teachings of:the Church in the insistence on. 
the part of some clergymen of all denominations upon 
unquestioning belief in the literal accuracy of every 
' statement contained In the first chapters of the Boole 
of Genesis. Nowhere does the writer of these chap- 
ters make any claim whatever for the Infallibility of 
his statements.-- He, or they, for there may have been 
more than one person concerned in the composition of 
of these chapters, relates what Is therein told as one 
might write today, if he endeavored to deal with the 
history of the Roman Empire in the space of a 
magazine article. Just when It was written in the 
first place and how many transcriptions of it were 
made until these versions were reached from which 
modern translations have been made is purely con- 
jectural. The history of the English language shows 
how the meaning attached to- words changes In the 
process of time. It is necessary even In reading the 
King James translation of the Bible to explain oc- 
casionally that some English words used therein aru 
not employed in the same sense now as they were 
when that translation was made. Therefore to in- 
sist that the words used by translators now are to 
be understood as a literal and absolutely accurate 
representation of the meaning, which an unknown 
writer, in an unknown language, at an unknown 
period, and under unknown circumstances, Intended 
to convey, seems to demand a degree of credulity 
which an intelligent man is justified in declining to 
concede. No difficulties need ever have arisen out 
of the chapters referred to, if ecclesiastical au- 
thority had not Insisted that they possess a char- 
acter, which is not claimed for them by the author 
or authors. This view docs not in any way affect 
the value of the chapters referred to, for whether 
they arc absolutely accurate or not makes no real 
difference to the welfare of mankind, nor docs it af- 
fect In the slightest the duty of man to his God and 
hi3 neighbor. It has no bearing upon the life that 
now Is or upon that which is to come. True, certain 
dogmas may depend upon the acceptance of those 
chapters as literally correct In the Twentieth Cen- 
tury meaning of the words therein used, but though 
we read in the New Testament that "by faith ye are 
saved," we nowhere read therein that we are saved 
by the ingenuity of more or less Ingenius and learned 
ecclesiastics in framing up creeds and dogmas. 

Tho story of the Tower of . Babel is one of those 
narratives upon which nothing of any importance 
depends. It is Introduced in the midst of a genealo- 
gical table, having no necessary connection with 
what preceded it and none whatever with what fol- 
lows. It is apparently intended to show how it came 
about that the descendants of Noah spoke different 
languages. The divergence between the speech of 
the several nations of mankind must always have 
been a fruitful topic of speculation, and especially 
when it was a part of the Hebrew tradition that at 
a comparatively recent period in point of time all 
people were sprung from a single family, it seemed 
necessary to suggest some explanation of the ma>ny 
varieties among the languages of the surrounding 
tribes. There was an actual Tower of Bab-el. It 
was a prodigious edifice, supposed to have been 600 
feet high. On its summit was a silver' shrine do- 
voted to the worship of Baal, the Sun-god. It was 
■built in several stages, so to speak, which were of 
various colors, and It must have been an object of 
marvelous beauty. The imagination can hardly 
conceive anything more imposing than the appear- 
ance that would be presented by this towering 
structure, when its silver summit caught the rays 
of the rising sun. .The people called It Bab-el, or 
the Gate of God. The Hebrews, misled by a simil- 
arity of sound to that of their own word "balbel," or 
purposely desiring to draw a lesson from the destruc- 
tion of the great edifice, called It the Tower of 
Confusion. Dean Stanley thus describes what the 
view from the top of the tower must have been 
like: "The white or pale brown of the houses, wher- 
ever the natural color, of the bricks was left, must 
have been strikingly contrasted with the rainbow 
hues with which most of them were painted, accord- 
ing to the fancies of their owners, whilst all the in- 
tervening spaces were filled with the variety of 
gigantic palms In the gardens or tho thick jungles 
or luxuriant groves by the side of the silvery canals, 
or in the early spring, the carpet of brilliant llowers 
that cover the illimitable plain without the walls, or 
the sea Of waving corn both within and without, 
which burst from the teeming soil with a produce 
so plentiful that the Grecian traveler dared not risk 
his credit by stating its enormous magnitude." 

Sueli was the Tower of Babel of which we know 
historically, and it Is not surprising that traditions of 
it preserved by the descendants of Abraham repre- 
sented It as a structure built so that the top thereof 
would reach to Heaven, and they with their customary 
practice of thinking of Jehovah as not very unlike 
themselves, should attribute to him a belief that ;l 
people, who could erect such a tower, could accom- 
plish anything that they set out to do. St. Gregory 
Of Nyssa, one of the earliest of the Christian 
Fathers did. not hesitate to characterize the story of 
Babel as "Jewish babble." Two ancient writers say 
that the tower was overthrown by the winds. The 
imost recent description of the structure has been de- 
ciphered from cuneiform tablets In the British 
Museum. From these it is inferred that it was 
erected before :!000 B.C., and its builder was said to 
Jje a demi-god named Etanna. 

The Hebrew tradition of the tower finds a coun- 
terpart in the legend of Xelhua, one of the seven 
Klants, who survived a deluge, who is the reputed 
builder of the great pyramid of Chohula In Central 
America, which was erected to enable men to invade 
Heaven. The legends say that the gods destroyed 
it by flro and confused the language of its builders 
so that they were unable to restore It. A somewhat 
similar story is preserved in the Mongolian legends, 
and Dr. Livingstone found traces of another like It 
among one of the African tribes. The resemblance 
■between the Central American legend and that of 
the Babylonians lias been cited as a reason for be- 
lieving that, at a very remote period tin-re was 
close intercourse between the peoples of these 
widely separated countries. The peculiarity about 
the Hebrew version of the story Is that the con- 
founding of the tongues of the tower builders is at- 
tributed to fear on the part of Jehovah as to what 
mankind might accomplish If left to their own de- 
vices. 

It seems very clear that the story of the Tower 
of Babel must be classed among the myths, which 
are a part of the common heritage of a large part 
of humanity. Relief In It Is of no Importance one 
way or the other, and to lay stress upon it, as some 
7-ellgious teachers yet do, is to run the risk of cast- 
ing discredit upon the essential teachings of the 
Christian religion. 

Dr. Warren, the author of "Parad -e Pound," a 
work containing a great number of myths and 'tra- 
dition!! bearing upon the pro-historic era, advances 
the theory that in pro-glacial times mankind had 
reached a very high state of civilization and Inhabit- 
ed the regions around the North Bole. At the Pole 
Itself was a great mountain, the summit of which 
wall swathed in clouds, and upon its sides was the 
city wherein the sovereign of the whole world re- 
sided. This mountain, which disappeared at the be- 
ginning of Hie Ice Age, Is the Mount Meru of Aslutle 
mythology, and the efforts of the tower builders of 
' fcllO period when Babel was erected were inspired 
hy the traditions handed down to them from a very 
distant past. Dr. [Warren sought to prove by com- 



parative mythology that, mankind migrated from tho 
north over the eastern and western hemispheres sim- 
ultaneously. He cites a good deal of scientific proof 
of the claim that vegetation was diffused throughout 
the world from the north, and, from this and the 
similurlty of myths at points widely distant from 
each- other, argues that the earth was peopled in tho 
same way from the common centre around the Pole. 
In the Tower of Babel and other great structures 
erected at various points in Asia, In the Great Pyra- 
mid ' of . Egypt and in the pyramids and pyramidal 
mounds of Central America he thought he discovered 
evidence of the similarity of origin of a very largo 
part of mankind, and ho found further proof of it 
In the remarkable resemblance of certain words In 
languages apparently having no relation to each 
other. Tho last word as to the divergencies be- 
tween the forms of speech used by the several peo- 
ples of the earth is far from having been spoken. It 
is possible to detect resemblances where none on a 
casual examination would appear probable. 



PHARSALIA 

So connected are the various links in the chain 
of human events that it is not possible to say which 
of them are tho most potent in their influence upon 
the affairs of mankind. As we all know, occur- 
rences, which at the time seem unimportant, carry 
with them a train of consequences of the gravest 
possible character, so that It has been well said 
and that there are no such things as tritles, for what 
may appear insignificant might be found on exam- 
ination more than ordinarily momentous. Yet as 
the searching out of the minor influences, which 
may have determined the careers of individuals and 
nations, Is Impossible, we must content ourselves In 
the study of history with the greater occurrences, 
and regarded thus, the battle of Pharsalla, fought 
near the town now known as Farsala in Thessaly 
on August 1), B.C. -IS, between Julius Caesar and 
Pompey, must be regarded as one of the pivotal 
events in the history of the human race. The num- 
ber of men engaged in It was not large, as armies 
went in those days. Pompey had under him not 
much more than 60,000 men, and Caesar less than 
half that number. Of these by far the greater 
part were Romans, although Caesar had soma 
cavalry from Gaul and Germany, and Pompey had a 
contingent of light-armed troops raised in the 
Asiatic provinces of Rome. It was, however, dis- 
tinctly a battle of Romans against Romans. One 
pf the best descriptions of the battle is that of 
Marcus Annaeus Lucanus, usually spoken of as 
Lucan, who nourished about a century later. He 
tells us that "the fiery darts and rocky fragments." 
discharged by the Arabs, Medes and Itrureans, did 
little injury, but 

"Roman hands unerring mischief send 
And certain death on every pile attend." 
Lucan tells us that Caesar concentrated his first • 
attack upon Pompey's light-armed auxiliaries, which 
he speedily put to flight. The poet was an ardent re- 
publican, and the establishment of absolutism by 
Caesar was to him the greatest of all calamities. 
He blamed Pompey for permitting his auxiliary 
troops to meet the shock of Caesar's first onslaught. 
To quote from his poem: , 

"When soon, alas! the loose barbarians yield, 
Scattering their broken squadrons o'er the field, 
And show, too late, that slaves attempt in vain 
The sacred cause of freedom to maintain." 
<The translation used is by Nicholas Rome, and was 
made about the year 1700). When Caesar's troops 
came into collision with Pompey's Roman legions, 
the fate of the day was for some time in suspense. 
To quote again: 

"There the last force of laws and freedom lay, 
And Roman patriots struggled for the day. 
What parricides the guilty scene affords! 
Sires, sons and brothers rush on mutual swords! 
There every sacred bond of nature bleeds: 
Then met the war's worst rage, and Caesar's black- 
est deeds." 

During this part of tho fight Caesar was every- 
where conspicuous, encouraging those who fought, 
comforting those who fell wounded. 
"Now with his voice, his gestures now, he strives, 
Now with his lance the lagging soldier drives; 
Tho weak he strengthens and confirms the strong, 
And hurries war's impetuous stream along." 
The slaughter was terrible. Pompey, who had 
viewed the battle from a distance, for being now 54 
years of age he was hardly fit for the hand-to-hand 
fighting of those days, hastened to the thick of tho 
conflict, hoping by his example to encourage his 
troops, but all in vain. Lucan said that Pompey 
tried to find death upon the battlefield, but was 
persuaded to fly, when defeat was certain, rather 
than remain and cause the shedding of more Roman 
blood. He escaped safely and took refuge in Egypt, 
where ho was assassinated not long after, by a mis- 
creant, who took that means of Ingratiating himself 
with Caesar, who showed himself to be above any 
such narrow revenge, for he caused the • murderer 
to be executed. 

After tin- victory of Pharsalla, Caesar went to 
Egypt, where he remained for some time, a victim to 
the charms of Cleopatra. Thence he marched into 
Asia, and subdued Mlthradates, one of the must 
formidable enemies with whom Rome ever contend- 
ed. Then he returned to Rome. He was now the 
master of the republic, the only opposition to his 
power being from the sons of Pompey. who col- 
lected a large army in Spain. They were overthrown 
and Caesar returned once more to Rome, to find the 
nation at his feet. The principal events of this re- 
markable man's career have already been dealt in 
one of the articles on the Makers of History series, 
and the brief reference just made is to show how 
complete the victory of Pharsalla was from a politi- 
cal point of view. Under Brutus and Cassius tho 
democratic spirit struggled awhile until It was 
crushed at Phlllppi; but the Roman republic per- 
ished at Pharsalla. 

There Is perhaps no history belter worthy of 
study than that of Rome, not solely or even prin- 
cipally in order that we may familiarize ourselves 
with the chief events in the progress of one of tho 
greatest of the nations of antiquity, but because our 
institutions and principles of jurisprudence and 
political organizations are to a large extent founded 
upon those of Rome, and because no people of whom 
we have any record tried so many experiments in 
the way of government as the Romans did. Mon- 
archy, a broad democracy, oligarchy, representative 
institutions, benevolent dlspotism, military despot- 
Ism, absolute government In its oxtremest form, all 
were tried by the people whose capital was that 
wonderful city on tho Tiber. Socialism, communism, 
paternalism and almost every conceivable form of 
social organization had their day, and failure at- 
tended upon each of them. The final collapse of the 
republic, was undoubtedly due to the amassing of 
great wealth by a few and the dependence of the 
many upon their bounty, to the pernicious influence 
of a servile class, to the prevalence of luxury and 
to tho absence of any true religious sentiment among 
the people. Tho Romans, whom Caesar ruled after 
Pharsalla, were unfit for freedom, and therefore the 
Goddess of Liberty left them to their ; own devices, 
seeking a refuge In the wild wastes of Central 
Europe, where the yellow-haired Teutons were al- 
ready preparing for the overthrow of the edifice of 
civilization and statecraft, which' had been built up 
through many centuries of endeavor and at the ex- 
penditure of rivers of blood. 



The Birth of the Nations

THE PERUVIANS 
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Let us look back along tho procession of years, 
and pause In fancy at that plctu'rosquo time when the 
romantic history of Spanish America was In the 
making, and was being enacted amid scenes of splen- 
dor and magnlflcarice; when under the wise and tol- 
erant rule of the Incas, the Peruvians lived simple, 
happy, contented lives, undisturbed for the most part, 
until the day came when a Christian foe under the 
pretence of friendship, accepted their gracious hospi- 
tality, and, their eyes dazzled by the unlimited rich- 
ness of the country, did what all civilized people have 
learned to do for the sake of gold— forgot all honor, 
friendship, and fair promises, and turning upon the 
trusting Indians, robbed them of all they loved. 

The king passes. The fields In tho valley are gold- 
en with maize, the woods are brilliant with the var- 
ied hues of millions of llowers. On the hillsides, 
green with verdure, the silken-haired llama are feed- 
ing, and above the foothills the mountain peaks gleam 
like vast jewels in the rays of the sun. Midway be- 
tween mountain top and valley wends the road load'ng 
from Quito to Cuzeo, the road that passes over tho 
grand plateau, over pathless mountains eternally 
snow-covered, through tunnels and galleries hewn 
out of the solid rock, across wonderful swinging 
bridges suspended over hottomle&s abysses, a mag- 
nificent road truly, built of great blocks of freestone 
covered with cement, a road that in its wonderful 
length of eighteen hundred miles winds through fair 
farmlands, countless villages, and cities fair with 
palaces and wonderful gardens. Today from every 
hamlet alonp: the way the people run out to strew the 
patli with llowers, and to sing songs of welcome. Tho 
king passes. 

Here is a village from which the people flock to 
line the road. As the litter of the great, the all-power- 
ful Irica draws near those who have come to greet 
him bow to the ground. Then while the royal es- 
cort passes, the men who carry the sedan advance 
and set their burden down. The golden draperies en- 
crusted with jewels are parted, and the king steps 
out and smiles upon his people. His is a royal figure 
truly, in form he is stately and tall, his features are 
aquiline and cleanly cut. his eyes are of great deptli 
and brilliancy and his smile at once gentle and proud. 
His dress Is of finest llama wool, richly dyed and em- 
broidered with priceless gems, about his head is a 
varl-colored turban, from which hangs a scarlet 
fringe, and within the turban's folds are the two fea- 
thers of the coraguenque, that rare and curious bird 
whose home is in a desert country among the moun- 
tains, and the penalty for shooting which Is death, as 
it is reserved solely to supply the royal head-dress. 
With gracious and kindly air the king bids his people 
recite to him their grievances, and lie listens to them 
with grave attention, promising them aid or redress. 
Then amid thankful acclamations he once more steps 
Into liis litter. The grateful people commemor- 
ate his stop among them, and at the roadside near 
the spot where his feet have rested a monument Is 
erected, which is daily qiado beautiful with offerings 
of flowers. The king may pass that way again but 
that he will stop in the same spot is not likely. Tho 
periodic journey Is only made once In several years, 
and there are countless villages and towns that crave 
the honor of an audience with him. 

From the great fort which crowns -a rugged emin- 
ence the king's warriors come to do hlmhonor. Again 
the curtain of the litter are parted and the Inca looks 
with pride upon the scene before him. Behind the 
great surrounding wall twelve hundred feet long, rise 
three huge towers, under which subterranean galleries 
lead down to tho city of Cuzco in the valley. And all 
the vast pile, the walls, the towers, the galleries, is 
composed of heavy blocks of stone so adjusted that 
without the aid of cement they fit solidly together, 
"Some of the stones are full thirty feet long by 
eighteen broad and six feet thick. They have been 
wrought and fashioned by people ignorant of the use 
of iron, and brought from quarries four or five leagues 
distant without the aid of beasts of burden, trans- 
ported across rivers and ravines, and raised to their 
elevated position upon the sierra and adjusted there 
with the nicest accuracy without the aid of machin- 
ery or tools familiar to the European." No wonder 
the Inca smiles with conscious pride as ho views the 
fortress and realizes that this marvelous specimen 
or architecture is only a small part of a vast system 
of fortifications established throughout tho whole 
kingdom. 

Tlie great squares of the city of Cuzco are throng- 
ed witli cheering crowds, tin- streets are carpeted 
with flowers, the palaces are gay with decorations, 
but the litter does not pause here. The people of 
Cuzco often have the honor of a visit from their king, 
and tlie royal traveller grows weary for his long jour- 
ney is almost at its end. He passes through tlie capi- 
tal four leagues beyond, to tlie valley of Yucay. Hero 
is built the most beautiful of his palaces, nestling 
amid gardens and groves of rarest loveliness, where 
the fairest flowers grow and the most graceful trees 
shed a grateful shade and where streams fed from 
subterranean pipes flow into basins or pure gold. The 
palace Itself of unpretentious exterior is a marvel of 
beauty within. Tlie interior walls are thickly studded 
with gold and silver ornaments and images of plants 
and animals fill the niches about the rooms. Couches 
and chairs are upholstered in sold and jewelled tap- 
estries, and here in their splendid solitude with the 
music of the garden coming drowsily to his ears, the 
perfume of the flowers making the warm air sweet, 
the king rests after' his journey is done. 

At tin; time of its conquest by the Spaniards, tho 
Empire of Peru included the modern republics of 
Equador, Pern, Bolivia, and Chili. The sea was its 
boundary upon tlie one side, and upon the other the 
".Mountains or Gold" formed a mighty bulwark. Tho 
origin of the Peruvian Empire is shrouded In mys- 
tery, but the old fable tells us that there was a time 
when all the people on the continent lived in a state 
of savagery, continually at war with one another and 
leading deplorably Immoral lives, The Sun, the great, 
father of tlie world, was filled with compassion at tho 
sight of this misery, and sent two of his children, 
Maneo Capac and Mamo Oello Huaco to teach the' 
unhappy people the arts of civilization, So tho cel- 
estial pair bearing a golden wedge flew across the 
plains, and at the spot where tha wedge was dropped 
and sank Into the ground of its own accord they found- 
ed the city of Cuzco. The natives fiolted to hear their 
teaching and Manco Capac instructed the men in ag- 
grlculture while his wife taught the women how to 
weave and spin. The heavenly couple showed them 
moreover that suffering was consequent upon evil liv- 
ing and proved to them the worth of morality. The 
Incas, who were the rulers of Peru until the coming 
of the Spaniards, claimed a direct descent from these 
two children of tho Sun. and in tlie course of their 
reigns endeavored to extend the teachings of their 
first parents throughout the land. In fact, tho Inca's 
sole reason for the wars in which they constantly nc- 
gaged was their desire to spread their religion among 
the savage tribes beyond the frontier. "Like the 
followers of Mahomet," writes Prescott, "bearing the 
sword In one hand and the Koran in the other, tho 
Incus of Peru offered no alternative but the worship 
or tlie Sun or war, though like the great luminary 
they adored they operated by gentleness more potent 



than violence. ' They sought to soften the hearts of 
the rude tribes around them and m.olt them by acts 
of condescension and kindness — when all pacific ex- 
pedients failed they resorted to war." 

No man could bo rich nor any poor in Peru. Each 
person had his own allotment of land, which -he was 
required to cultivate for his own maintenance and 
the payment of his taxes, and If by chance any were 
reduced to poverty the government was prompt to 
aid them, taking care to offer relief In such a way 
that the assistance would cause no humiliation,

"UNSLEFISH" PARENTS 

"You English treat your children as if they were 
horn mad " wrote a French visitor to London In the 
sixteenth century. This was indeed the case not only 
throughout the Middle Ages, but well Into the first 
mu rter of the nineteenth century, British chfldren be- 
in- treated by their parents with a harshness and 
disregard of feelings unknown upon the Continent of 

U Lady Jane Grey has left an eloquent record of the 
cruel treatment Inflicted on her by her parents, and 
in memoirs of many later dates the fear and awe 
in which parents wore held, and the homage and 
blind obedience they Insisted on, are duly recorded. 
From the early Victorian period matters began grad- 
ually to change, possibly owing to the greater facil- 
ities for associating with the children of other nations 
and witnessing the relations between children and 
patents; and now in the (lrst decade of the twentieth 
century the pendulum has swung in the other direc- 
tion, and in England today, with the exception of the 
United States and in fact one might say the whole 
of the continent of North America, children are al- 
lowed a greater latitude as regards their behavior 
and desires than in any other country. 

In former days the child was treated as a slave 
and chattel of his parents. This was a most unde- 
sirable state of things, and it is well that the modern 
parent realises that his child has a claim to his own 
entity, and that he, the parent, is the guardian and 
trustee to a being who possesses the right to "life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of. happiness." Hut the ten- 
dency is to overdo the obligations of parents to- 
wards their children, and the consequent results are 
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quite as bad lis those produced by the unnatural 
harshness which so surprised the Continental neigh- 
bors of England in bygone ages. 

Who does not know the worthy couple, widow, or 
widower (usually possessed of one or two children) 
. who centre their whole lives on,,, the beloved object? 
For him and him alone they exist, giving up all their 
own interests and pursuits, curtailing their own pleas- 
ures, and living a life of daily self-sacrifice in doing 
what they fondly imagine to be their duty to their 
lRtlivbncs. •' • ■ 

There is something pathetic in this! SclC-sacrl- 
fico is doubtless a virtue, but it is generally of great- 
er benefit to the person exercising it than to the one 
for whose benefit it is exercised, Bitter though it may 
sound to say so, unselfishness in a parent usually 
produces tlie opposite resultsin a child,, with its many 
attendant evils, and when carried to excess is noth- 
. ing more or less than selfishness In disguise. To win 
and retain -tho child's love throughout life Is the 
primary object of most parents, but many go about It 
in a totally wrong way. Giving the child everything 
he desires, yielding to all his wishes In various mat- 
ters, as diet, exercise and surroundings, and, above 
all, by taking his part on nearly every occasion 
against his nurse, nursery-governess or school teach- 
er, the unwise parent not only does her child lasting 
injury, but also undermines that very affection slio 
is so anxious to secure. Aesop's fable of tlie criminal 
about to lie hanged, who traced his downward career 
to his mother's condoning his faults when a boy, has 
much truth In it, and the woman, who from mistaken 
motives, averts a just punishment for childish faults 
is guilty of selfishness In Its worst form. 

In less Important matters, the mother who contin- 
ually waits upon her daughter or son daily, perform- 
ing small actions for them which they are perfectly 
cajiable of doing for themselves, denying herself many 
small luxuries and tolerating had manners; Is pre- 
paring an uncomfortable future for them. They will 
eventually be taught, in a far harsher school, their 
obligations towards others, or, what is worse, the 
reputation for ill-manners and unpleasant characters 
will stick to them throughout life. For good or evil, 
home Is the school fur manners and behaviour, and 
it is of the utmost importance that a good foundation 
Should be laid before home is left. Although they are 
often unaware of it, tradition Is one of the most 
powerful tools that parents possess, and it should he 
impressed upon the mind early. Respect must be 
kept up even at the expense of seeming harsh and 
selfish, and youth must (If order and discipline are 
to be maintained) submit to age. As has been said 
before there Is a right and wrong way of forcing 
submission. The child should understand that he Is 
obeying an important and valuable rule, and not the 
mere caprice of ills elders, and Ills elders should not 
indulge In mere caprice either. 

He, the child, should be taught to look at the reg- 
ulation through the eyes of tlie parent. He 
should be shown the wisdom of the rule and the con- 
sequence of its being disobeyed and should see la ids 
parent a wise administrator who Is himself subject 
to natural and reasonable laws. 

It is very unkind to my mind to treat a child in 
this way: to tell him, or her, that lie or she must do 
such aim such a thing, and then when they ask the 
reason for doing so to say. "The reason does not 
matter, I tell you to do it, that is quite sufficient " 
It is not sufficient. It is the reason that matters, 
not the thing itself, and It seems hard to expect 
obedience of this kind. Of course I am talking of 
large matters. If you tell a child to fetch you some- 
thing or other, and he asks why he is to do it, it is 
not necessary to tell him that tlie reason lie has to 
fetch It for you is because you want it. That would 
be making oneself ridiculous. In 'that case it would 
be perfectly right to say "You are to fetch It because 
I tofd you to," and the child should be severely rep- 
rimanded forjjvhat amounts to Impertinence. A child 
should be 'taught to obey at once without asking 'ques- 
tions but not to obey blindly, there is a great dlffer- 
erence between the two although they may sound the 
same. 

For instance a child may do what you tell him to 
at once, especially If there are visitors there, and he 
may not know why he has been told to do It, but nat- 
ural politeness should prevent him asking at that 
time. He has, however, a perfect right to ask tho 
reason afterwards, and a perfect right to an answer 
to li in question. 

In bygone days a wide and impassable gulf was 
permanently fixed between the child and parent. They 
had little In common, and possessed no mutual Inter- 
ests. This gulf has fortunately been bridged, but the 
modern tendency to place parents and children on the 
same level, or for the child to occupy a higher one, 
is,' to say the least .of it. undesirable. This condition 
Is frequently seen with mothers whose daughters 
have Just left school. "My daughter and I are just 
like sisters; she always calls me by my Christian 
name;" or, "I leave everything to her: she knows so 
much more than I do," are sentences often on the 
lips of modern mothers. This stopping out of place 
and confession of ignorance Is selfishness, pure and 
simple, on the mother's part. It gratifies her vanity 
to be told that in manner :tnd conversation she ap- 



pears as young as her daughter, and to hear her 
self-effacement firaised as "unselfishness!" She must 
of necessity have lived some twenty years longer 
than her daughter, and to admit that he is no wiser, 
no more experienced, is an acknowledgment of failure 
— failure from which, in the long run, tho daughter 
will suffer most! It Is easy to see, ns one lives on 
in this world of paradoxes, that there are many 
people, who practice the vice of being selfish under 
the guise of "unselllshness!" 

SOCIAL SNARES 

The Difficulty of Being Good Natured 

Of course I mean tlie difficulty of being good- 
natured from a social point of view. It Is undoubt- 
edly very nice and right to lie good-natured, but un- 
fortunately, It is a quality apt to land people In very 
awkward positions. The fact is, society has no use 
for tlie good-natured person, and I think my readers 
will acknowledge that the society woman does not 
often trouble herself to he good-natured for the fun 
of the thing "tout pur,"— and the reason is not dif- 
ficult to find. 

One so often hears of a woman who has allowed 
her good nature to lead her Into some act the con- 
sequences of which she did not think ubout arid tlie 
result was a social Impasse. 

To give an example, gathered from some of tho 
awkward situations one so often hears about. One 
good-natured friend — let us call her .Mrs. A. — is ask- 
ed by someone, probably not a man or woman of the 
world, but some kind-hearted and rather Indiscreet 
friend, to call on some neighbors, Mr. and Mrs. D. 
Tli : indiscreet friend perhaps adds, "Tlu y are not 
exactly — well — not quite one of us, you know, but 
they have come to live here and are so anxious to 
know people for their children's sake, and are so dis- 
appointed that no one has called It would be so nice 
of you if you would go and see them." etc. Mrs. A. 
hesitates, no doubt, but her fatal gift of good nature 
urges her on and she calls. Tho D.'s of course are 
quite impossible; but perhaps Mrs. A. does not realize 
just at Hrst how impossible. They are full of grati- 
tude and Mrs. A., prompted again by good nature, 
asks them to tea. Other friends arrive on tlie same 
day, who look with surprise, not unmingled With an- 
noyance, at the O.'s. and If they are Intimate with 
Mrs. A. and of a candid nature they do not hesitate 
to say that they hope they won't meet those people 
again. Mrs. A. hi probably annoyed, and doubtless 
accuses them of uncharitableness and many other un- 
pleasant qualities, but they are only behaving In the 
manner of their kind and Mrs. A. has only herself 
to thank for the contretemps. Moreover this is prob- 
ably only one of tlie unpleasant consequences of her 
action. Mrs. I). will no doubt overwhelm her new 
acquaintances with Invitations and even kindness, 
which will be as difficult to repel as they are unwel- 
come, and — worst annoyance of all — Mrs. A. will have 
to acknowledge that not only has she brought much 
discomfort on herself but has done the D.'s them- 
selves no good. 

In fact, It is impossible to go against the opinions 
— prejudices, If you like — of the majority, and because 
you happen to be good-natured, and ready to hi; 
neighborly to people of this kind, you cannot expect 
your friends to follow suit, nor is It any use trying 
to force them on an unwilling society. 

The moral, then, of these remarks is: Do not call 
rashly on people not In your own class; If you decide 
to do so, count the cost 11: st and, having taken the 
step, make up your mind to do what you can for 
them by yourself alone, without invoking tlie help of 
your friends. When you Invite the D.'s of your ac- 
quaintance to your house be sure to say "not at 
home" to the rest of tho world, and in the matter 

of their Invitations to you. accept as few as possible 

one a year perhaps— and, then only when they are 
going to be alone. All this requires tact, and in the 
end, one can't help wondering "is the game worth the 
candle?" Yet as we are all in tlie world, we have to 
make the best of It. rather than the worst and the 
game is worth the candle if you succeed in this en- 
deavor. 

PERSONALITIES 

Almost as soon as a child can speak he Is taught 
the enormity of making personal" remarks It Is one 
of his lirst lessons In good behaviour. With what 
anxiety does the mother await the speech of her 
blue-eyed darling, who has been gazing with wrapt 
attention at some unsuspicious visitor! The obser- 
vation, when it does come. Is generally verv much to 
the point, and equally disconcerting to both hostess 
anil visitor. No wonder that anything in the shape 
of a personal remark Is strictly forbidden from child- 
ish lips. 

It Is a pity that the lesson early taught us is so 
quickly forgotten. For the rule applies equally to 
old as well as to the young, perhaps even more to the 
nformer. Grown-up people little know the harm often 
caused by coreloss remarks, lightly uttered. There 
are some, for instance, who find a positive and fiendish 
delight in telling their friends how ill they look. 



Whatever they may think, how much wiser and In- 
finitely kinder if they kept their observation to 
themselves. The strong-minded may be able to dis- 
miss such Information with a smile," but to tlie sen- 
sitive it is very trying to meet with some such greet- 
ing as, "You are not looking very grand today." or. 
"How tired you look! You can't be well!" Words to 
this effect are often heard to follow the customary 
"How do you do?" The unfortunate object of the 
remark, who may have been feeling particularly lit. 
rml imagined herself to be looking her best at the 
moment, suddenly loses her liveliness and good spir- 
its, and searches for some reason for apparently del- 
icate appearance. Her enjoyment for the time being 
Is dashed, and the memory of some ailment, almost 
forgotten, returns to her mind. And unless she has 
some strong-minded friend or relation, who when she 
arrives home will be able to persuade her to realize 
that it was only said to annoy, and enable her to see 
how absurd It is, she may perhaps really feel quite ill. 
To tell anybody she looks 111 Is to go a long way to 
produce the undesirable condition. 

Of course the victim of this particular personality 
may not be feeling very well, but If she has gone out 
to shake her ailment and Its accompany ing depression 
off, It Is not very conducive to making her feel bet- 
ter, to tell her how 111 she looks. Unless you know a 
person very well It Is unwise and unkind to make 
these remarks, and even with one with whom you are 
intimate you should not dash at them and immediate- 
ly point out all their defects in appearance, let them 
volunteer the Information that they do not feel quite 
up to the mark, then when you say "No? I did not 
think you were looking very well," it will come as a 
sympathetic answer, Instead of being like a rebuff. 

Again, you cannot always be entirely happy In the 
choice of a gown, but many a costume would be 
cheerfully worn if it were not for tlie personal re- 
marks of friends. "Well, that color does make you 
look ghastly!" Is not a very pleasing criticism when 
one has carefully donned one's new "get-up" and 
hopes to be looking one's best. 

Most probably the dress cannot be put aside, so 
the thoughtless saying does no good, but only suc- 
ceeds in In spoiling the wearer's pleasure in her new 
clothes. Is tills kind? 

Very often it takes some little time to get accus- 
tomed to a change in fashion, and a hat is frequent- 
ly called hideous and unbecoming, when, as a matter 
of fact, it Is neither and a little later quite a different 
judgment would be given. If only judgment could be 
reserved on such occasions, fewer feelings would be 
hurt. A hat or gown once condemned seldom be- 
comes a favorite. Tlie debutante forms a veritable 
target for personalities. Her hair, complexion, and 
figure each In turn gives cause for remark. But why 
dwell more especially on her one weak point? She 
is already painfully conscious of any deficiencies. Her 
thin arms or clumsy waist are a nightmare, and her 
earnest hope is that her shortcomings will pass un- 
noticed or at anyrate unmentloned. Personal re- 
marks, however, arc seldom characterized by leniency 
or good taste. 

If a girl has to take to glasses, it is surprising the 
number of people who seem to take a morbid pleasure 
in telling her how unbecoming and disfiguring they

HIS Forestry Association; what is it all 
about? What does it mean?" 

"Why, it is an association for the 
protqtttlon of the forests and all that 
sort (if thing." 

"Yes, I know, but what does it 
mean V" 

"Haven't you read tlie papers and the 
reports of the speeches?" 
"Yes, but I can't for tlie life of me make out what 
it means." 

No wonder! How can you expect a man who was 
brought up on a Canadian farm to understand this 
peevish Interest In the forests. As a boy his back 
ached from picking up sticks and nigger-heads in 
the new clearing, and as a young man lie developed 
his muscles rolling together the logs In huge heaps 
to be burned. 

If you read Ralph Connor's "Man From Glengarry" 
you will see just how exciting an occasion a logging 
bco was. and how expert the people of a few years 
ago were in destroying the forests. Of course, they 
did not call it "destroying the forests;" they were 
"clearing the land" and that was an entirely differ- 
ent matter. No wonder' tlie average Toronto man 
who was brought up on a farm could not make out 
what the Forestry Association means, and to make it 
clear is something of a problem. 

The subject is not one that - can be approached 
with simple directness. Perhaps tin? best way is 
that of a small boy about to make, a big jump. lie 
goes away back, takes a long run, and then jumps. 
It will do ns no harm to go away back and see If 
we can arrive at the source of the trouble and find 
out Just what this Forestry Association means. 

Tlie Malay Peninsula Is on the other side of the 
earth, and is Inhabited by a peculiar people. Never- 
theless, they have given us one strong word that has 
taken Its place In tlie language. "Amok," or, as It Is 
usually written, "Amuck." When a Malayan suffers 
from a "brainstorm," a touch of Impulsive Insanity, 
or whatever other description of mental ailment is 
popular with tin; alienists of his country, lie grabs 
his "krls" — one of the most murderous weapons in 
existence— and rushes about killing and destroying. 
This Is called "running amuck." 

Unfortunately, the word describes a very common 
failing. We human beings are "running amuck" at 
all times and In a thousand ways, leaving behind tie 
a trail of destruction that we seldom appreciate. We 
"run amuck" not only In our passion and greed, hut 
In our schemes of reform and progress, and future 
generations must suffer for what we do. Ves, there 
is no question about It, we need the word "amuck" 
in oar language, and It. will be some time before the 
Forestry Association can root It out. 

The simple fact is that those glorious old heroes, 
the pioneers, "ran numicV." In our Canadian forests' 
With axe and torch they wrought destruction to 



which the work of a Malayan is but a holiday frolic. 
When they came to their promised land their chief 
enemy was the wonderful forest that was spread 
where they were to build .their homes. They at- 
tacked it witli all the ferocity of their race. Tlie 
Anglo-Saxon soldiers never went into a battle shout- 
ing "Kill! Kill!" with more ferocity than our gentle 
forefathers entered tlie forests crying "Burn! Burn!" 
The;,' worked like demons and thought their work 
was good, and it was good up to a certain point. 
Every settler In this promised land had his pillar of 
smoke by day and his pillar of tire by night. He 
was marching towards his goal, but without guidance 
and without knowledge, lie was obsessed with one 
idea — to clear the land — and he ran amuck among 
his enemies, the trees. Every moment he could spare 
from tilling tlie soil of Ills lirst little clearing was 
spent in hewing down trees. Summer and winter 
his axe could lie heard from Lake Huron to tile Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, and so thorough was his work that 
now his descendants are in danger of being as "tim- 
ber-hungry" as he was "land-hungry." 

Yet the pioneer was not to blame. Timber was 
simply cumbering the ground, except where It could 
lie used for building or for fences. At the sawmills 
in those days— run by water-power or by men, smoth- 
ering in the saw pits or vaunting themselves as top- 
sawyers — all lumber from basswood to walnut bad 
one price, the cost of sawing It into plunks. 

Every journeyman carpenter who made windows 
and doors, chairs and tables, cupboards and beds for 
the settlers had bin own fancy. If lie wanted mater- 
ial that would work up easily lie asked the farmer to 
get him whltewood, but If he had an eye to effects 
he asked for walnut. 

That Is why you can find old log houses with 
doors of walnut, walnut window casings, walnut fur- 
niture, and even walnut sheathing under tlie split 
pine shingles. 

When things were in this state tlie pioneer can 
hardly lie. blamed If he used tin- torch and axe. lie 
was clearing the land and preparing it for tlie plow. 
But tlie fever got into Ins blood, and lie could not 
stop. Every year he added a few acres in6re to his 
clearing, and made a new slashing where the trees 
were left until dry enough to burn. Even when he 
had more land cleared than he and his family could 
till, lie could not stop, but went on clearing more. 

What would those men say- -careful and thrifty 
in all other ways — if they could know that another 
generation would be burning expensive coal on the 
farms where they wasted the timber. Yet it Is hard- 
ly fair to say that they wasted it. They carefully 
gathered the ashes of the oak, walnut, maple, beech, 
elm, and birch that they were so glad to be rid of, 
leached them carefully, and boiled down tlie lye to 
make black salts or posrlash for which there was a 
market in the outer world. 

What would they say if they knew that a later 
generation would carefully dig out the walnut stumps 
that defied them and sell even the roots to the makers 
of veneer, and would watch after every spring Hood 



for walnut logs that had been rolled into tlie rivers 
and that might possibly be washed free from- some 
sand liar in which they had been buried for perhaps 
half a century. Yet that is just what has happened 
In western Ontario within the past few years. In- 
deed the crayon portrait of more than one of those 
good men that adorns tlie wall In the "new house" 
of a son or grandson Is framed with walnut worked 
up by a local cabinet maker from a piece of walnut 
rail. 

They did not know that a day would come when 
a man owning a few acres of that glorious old wood- 
land would sell a tree Instead of a cow or horse when 
he needed some ready money. They sinned entirely 
through ignorance. 

The building of railroads, however, gave the tim- 
ber a trifling value. Then the pioneers ran amuck 
In a new way. Oak staves were wanted for the 
manufacture of barrels and hogsheads. Gangs of 
woodsmen were organized, who rushed through the 
still unoccupied Government lands and company lands 
felling tlie great oaks. If they were straight grained 
and split freely, they were made Into staves; if not, 
they were left to rot where they fell, and for this 
work of destruction the timber thieves made barely 
living wages. 

What country boy cannot remember those great 
trunks that had to he approached on tiptoe if one 
were carrying a gun, for their tops were the favorite 
haunts and shelters of partridge? A hoy going 
through tlie woods would bring his gun to full cock 
at the sight of one. and what minutes of breathless 
excitement followed until the partridge hopped to 
the top of tlie trunk, making a. splendid target, or 
wen! whirring away among the branches. But the 
boy never dreamed that ills favorite partridge covert 
was a record of that "running amuck" for selfish 
profit that was not yet stopped, and that the Forestry 
Association Is trying to check. 

When the. cities began to need cordwood and 
building timber, everyone who had any "bush" left 
dial could be cut Into cordwood, hewn into timber, 
or sawn into boards "ran amuck" to be first with 
it on tlie market. After that the destruction of the 
forests became a, riot of waste — as has been shown 
so clearly by the members of the Forestry Associa- 
tion. Those excellent and public spirited citizens are 
now trying to save what Is left of the forests from 
the "running amuck" of the lumbermen and makers 
of wood pulp. They also want to remedy the damage 
that has been done, and teach people to plant trees 
to take the place of those that were so foolishly de- 
stroyed. They have shown us the Injury done to 
tlie country as a whole by this "running amuck" in 
the forests, but all that has been learned from the 
news columns. 

Above everything else the Forestry Association is 
showing the danger and folly of allowing anyone to 
"run amuck" with the natural resources of the coun- 
try, and If they succeed in waking the people from 
their dream of an Inexhaustible future they will ac- 
complish much more than Is set down In their pro- 
gramme. 



are. What may be a serious trial becomes none the 
more bearable for these tactless observations. That 
Is the gravest danger of making personal remarks, 
sore points may so easily be touched upon. Where 
one person may be pleased to be told she is growing 
fat, another will be upset and horrified at the state- 
ment, and one can never bo sure of one's ground! 

But heedless remarks do more that merely hurt 
feelings, they spoil lives. Who knows how many a 
growing attachment has been nipped in the bud by 
disparaging observations about some personal peculi- 
arity which have roughly torn aside the veil of illu- 
sion. It is not always tlie carefully considered word 
Which has the greatest influence. 

If we must make personal remarks at all, lot them 
be 'pleasant ones, when they may possibly do good 
instead of harm. But even these must bo made with 
precaution. There is no use in telling an obviously 
ugly man or woman how beautiful or handsome you 
consider them to be; no more good than in telling a 
very stout lady that you are so glad the Dlrectolre 
modes have come in again, as In this age of slender 
figures they will suit everyone! It is bettor to leave 
well alone, and, as far as I myself am concerned, I 
hate personalities of any description. Generalities 
form a very much safer topic of conversation — oven 
if, withal, not quite so interesting!

TWO SIMPLE MENUS 

I "hall give this week two Menus, which although 
quite simple and v.ery appropriate for any good plain 
cook to prepare single handed, are. nevertheless ex- 
ceedingly dainty and appptising. The entree is gen- 
erally the portion of the dinner which causes most 
distress to tho average plain cook, and for those who 
are single handed elaborate entrees are out of the 
question. 

The two menus which I give below are arranged 
for small households: 

Menu I. 

Petites Marmites Parisiennes 

Souffle des Huitres ' 
Aubergines Farcies 
P'ilets de Boeuf aux Bananes 
Dinde Bouillle v 
Mousse de Chocolat 
Diablotines a la Grucyero 

The soup Is clear soup, garnished with shred let- 
tuce and crusts of French roll baked crisp and added 
to the soup at the last minute. 

One portion of the soup is placed In each marmite, 
and the marmite is handed in a scap plate. 

The fish is baked souffle of halibut (In the French 
menu it is whiting, but that flsiv is unobtainable here 
and halibut docs quite well) into which oysters are 
mixed just before cooking. As this dish needs care 
and must be servied to the minute, the entree chosen 
is simple and may be prepared in good time. Tho 
fillets of beef may be cooked, also their adjuncts, and 
kept hot. They do not take long to dish. Tho turkey 
is simple. It should be stuffed with celery sauce, 
potato croquettes and any nice second vegetable in 
season. 

The sweet is cold and there is ample time to attend 

to the savoury. 

Menu II. 

Creme de Celerie 
Filets de Sole a l'Otcro ■ 
Komeskls de Volallle 
Selle de mouton 
Souffle de Artichauts a la Diable 
Sorbet a la Creme 
Oeufs Brouilles a la Turque 

in this menu celery cream soup is served with 
tiny squares of fried bread on which grated cheeso 
is piled. These are arranged on a lace paper and 
handed separately. 

There are only three recipes in these two menus 
which I consider it necessary to give, as the others 
will readily lie recognized, and found in any good 
cookery book. The three which are rather original 
arc: 

Sorbet a la Cremo 

Boll 1 1-2 pints of water, add to it the strained 
juice of two lemons and 1-2 pound of castor sugar. 
Reduce by boiling, skim, strain and cool. Freeze 
partly. Whisk the whites of three eggs to a froth, 
whip one-half pint of sweetened and vanilla-flavored- 
cream, and mix both into the partly frozen mixture. 
Flavour with curacoa and then freeze until of the 
consistency of a thick gooseberry fool. Serve In cus- 
tard glasses with preserved fruit cut Into small pieces 
and placed on top. 

Filets do Boeuf aux Bananes 

Take 21-2 pounds of fillet of beef and cut It Into 
(i or S slices. Trim these Into nice rounds and pre- 
pare S croutons of bread the same size and 11-4 
inches thick, fry and keep hot. Brush tlie lllet well 
with oiled butter, and grill on either side. Have a 
clear sharp lire, and cook for about 8 minutes. Brush 
over with meat glaze and keep hot. Peel i Ban- 
anas and slice them with a silver knife. Egg, crumb 
and fry and keep hot. Arrange the fillets on the 
croutons around the disli in a circle, and pile the. 
"bananas in the centre. Make thoroughly hot. Put a 
spoonful of iiorseradlsb sauce on each fillet just be- 
fore serving 

Aubergines Farcies 

Allow olio egg • plant to every 2 guests, Cut 
through lengthwise In half and remove some of thei 
fruit. Chop one ounce of bacon, 6 mushrooms' and 
one ounce of suet quite finely. Put two ounces of 
butter and the bacon into a frying pan. When hot 
add one smull onion, chopped and washed In hot 
water and drained. Fry, mix the finely shred suet, 
some parsley, two ounces of breadcrumbs, an egg- 
cupful of milk and one ounce of grated cheese. Sea- 
son with pepper and salt. Mix in the. yolk of an egg 
and the fried butter and onion. Mix thoroughly, add- 
ing another egg yolk If necessary. Fill the auber- 
gines, piling the stuffing well up and making it Icolc 
very neat. Sprinkle with browned crumbs and grated 
cheese. Place on a buttered tin and bake In a moder- 
ate oven for 15 to 30 minutes. If this process is 
necessary make the stuffing a little more moist In 
the first place. 

It will be seen that although this entree takes a 
long while to prepare, yet it can be kept hot for such 
a long time that, In tho case of the first menu, it may 
be prepared in such time beforehand .as not to inter- 
fere In the slightest with tho fish course, which, as I 
said before, Is rather a difficult oiw. 
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TROUT FISHING — IN AND OUT OF 
SEASON 

By Richard L*. Pocock. 

HE fish-hog has started operations 
early this year. He says that as the 
Dominion and Provincial authorities 
are at loggerheads just now over the 
fishery regulations (which is untrue) 
none can touch him if he fishes for 
trout out of season, and now is his time to get 
in his work before the "other fellows," to-wit, 
the law-abiding and decent-minded sportsmen 
of the island start legitimate operations when 
the- season opens. 

It is common talk, round town among those 
who are at all interested in such matters that 
a party of individuals from Victoria went up 
last week-end to fish in Somenos lake for 
trout, and that, when expostulated .with by a 
law-abiding sportsman who was having his 
last duck-shoot of the. season, gave expression 
to the above truculent defiance of the law and 
its provisions. 

Now as to the allegation that the Dominion 
and Provincial authoriteis are at loggerheads 
over the fishery regulations, this is not the 
case. The laws of the Dominion and the Pro- 
vince coincide on this point ; the provisions of 
both make it illegal to iish for, catch, kill or 
have in possession trout of any kind or species 
between November 15th and March 25th, both 
days included. 

It is possible for anyone to give informa- 
tion against persons breaking these laws and 
the offending parties may be brought before 
a magistrate for summary justice, and are 
liable tw a substantial fine, or imprisonment, or 
both. There is no need to wait for a Dominion 
officer to act, anyone can, and, if the offence is 
repeated, the offending parties are liable to 
find themselves in a very unpleasant position, 
from which they need hope for no legal en- 
tanglements, disagreements, or discrepancies 
to deliver them. Judging from the remarks 
heard about town on the subject they cannot 
expect any popular sympathy whatever if 
they repeat their offence against the law of 
the land and also the unwritten law of de- 
cent sportsmanship ; but from all accounts this 
latter is little likely to weigh much with a 
man who fishes for trout with as many as four 
rods at a time (baiting with worms), and is 
not content to stop his slaughter even when 
he has caught more trout than he can con- 
veniently stagger under. 

Opening of the Trout-Fishing Season 
In case there may be any lingering doubt in 
anyone's mind as to the real date of the open- 
ing of the trout-fishing season, it may be as 
well to repeat here that as the law stands 
now, both Dominion and Provincial, there is 
a closed season for trout of every sort or species 
as far as the coast is concerned from Novem- 
ber 15th to March 25th, both days included. 



The trout season here opens therefore on 
March 26th and not before. It should be noted 
that this applies to every sort of trout, 
whether caught in salt water or fresh. It is 
just as illegal to catch sea trout in the Gorge 
or elsewhere during, the close season as to 
catch any other sort of trout in fresh water. 
This should be noted by enthusiasts who are 
over-anxious to try conclusions as soon as 
possible with the fine fish to be caught later 
in our estuari.es and tidal waters. 

Size Limit of Game Fish 

It should also be noted that new regula- 
tions have, been passed regarding the size 
of fish that it is legal to kill. As the law stands 
now, any trout caught less than eight inches 
in length must be returned to the water alive. 
Also no trout may be sold, exposed, or offered 
for sale less than three pounds in weight, so 
that anyone buying the strings of undersized 
trout sometimes offered for sale by both In- 
dians and whites in the neighborhood of well- 
known fishing resorts is committing an of- 
fence against the law. 

Grilse and Salmon Fishing 

There can be no excuse for the fishermen 
who anticipate the opening of the season by 
making illegal catches, as there is excellent 
legitimate fishing to be had at the present 
time, and has been for some weeks past. Grilse 
have been running for several weeks now in 
the neighboring waters, and many enthusiastic 
anglers who were not afraid of a shower or 
two or a chilliness in the atmosphere have en- 
joyed some excellent fishing in Saanich Arm, 
Cowichan Bay, and doubtless other less well- 
known resorts. 

These grilse, or young salmon, give ex- 
cellent sport on a light line, especially if a not 
too heavy sinker is used. A heavy lead kills 
the play in a smallish fish and is not really 
necessary when the fish are on the feed, as 
I have proved by experience . Even a two 
pound grilse on a single gut trace with a light 
lead will give an angler plenty of excitement, 
and there is always a good chance of hooking 
a fine fresh-run spring salmon. Several of 
these latter have been caught lately by local 
anglers; in each of the last two week-ends 
one Victoria fisherman caught one of these 
fine fish, each of them over eleven pounds in 
weight, one of which took exactly half an hour 
(•efore it was at last safe inside the boat. 

The fact is, there is never any season of 
the year when some form or other of legitimate 
fishing or shooting is not open to the sport- 
lover, so why not keep to the sport in season 
and not try to steal a march on law-abiding 
folks by disregarding and ridiculing the laws 
which are made for the purpose of safe-guard- 
ing and preserving the. fish of the Province 
for the use and enjoyment of the population as 
a whole? 

Even if a heavy basket is the chief object, 
and not the exercise of skill in making it, the 




chance of a big catch is greater at this time 
of year among the salmon and grilse than in 
trout waters, and the fare to Seventeen-mile 
post is less than to Duncans, which should be 
a consideration where quantity of fish is the 
sole desideratum. They say, too, that there 
is great fishing with a long "set-line" a little 
way off the outer wharf, where monster cod 
and skate can be caught in a day in sufficient 
quantities to salt down and provide a store of 
cheap food for a very long while. These, fish 
are plentiful, so are salmon, but good trout 
fishing within a reasonable distance is getting 
more and more scarce, so it is to be hoped that 
the law will in future be strictly enforced.

Know, then, 
my Scholar, that there be, as I have aforetime 
taught, divers means for catching and ensnar- 
ing trouts, chub, dace and other fish, yet 
is there but one way of writing thereof, and 
that . . . 

V.: Truly, the right one. 

P. : Nay," friend Scholar, art flippant. This 
subject is indeed of more grave import than 
much on which I have hitherto discoursed. 

V.: Well said, Master Pis_ator! truly, I 
hold myself in fault for speaking lightly on 
such a subject. I pray you, old friend, instruct 
me at once in the art of recounting for my fel- 
lows' benefit the story of the gentle angler's 
prowess by lake and stream. 

P. : Now I perceive, Scholar, you have the 
right spirit, and I will at once proceed. Know, 
then, that if by chance it befall you to write 
for the benighted brother who knowcth not 
the joys of the angle, there is first to be ob- 
served one golden rule, that he who catches 
fish is not to be described but as a "brother 
of the rod," and his fellowship is ever the 
"angling fraternity," or "piscatorial enthusi- 
asts." Though truly "pliers of the gentle craft" 
is permissible upon occasion, and I can even 
approve "disciples of "

not fitting to speak of trouts, of chub, or of 
grayling by their vulgar names, but to use 
some more fitting phrase. 

V.: Stay, Master Piscator! How can one 
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ignorant like your humble scholar use aught 
but the vulgar tongue? 

' P. ; True, Scholar; but there are uses of that 
tongue not in themselves vulgar, but lending 
something of distinction to the user. Thus 
trout (if, haply, you think not of Salmo fr.rio) 
should ever be described as "speckled beau- 
ties," while it is well to remember a chub is 

not a chub merely, but 

V.: Chavender, or chub. 
P.: Right, Scholar, right! — and it is fitting 
that one who takes pen in hand to write of 
these things show his learning, and instruct 
the outside world of the abstruscness and mys- 
teries of his craft, even as the Rosicrucians and 
followers of the Egyptian mysteries endeavor 
to make their cult yet more mysterious by 
their symbols. Thus, too, it is fitting (pro- 
vided that thymalius does not leap to your 
pen) to speak of a "grayling or umber," 
rather than of a mere grayling, for the gray- 
ling is a ladylike fish, well deserving of those 
who know it as long a name as possible ; more- 
over, the use of it gives a sense of secret joy 
well fitted to the quiet and contemplative 
mind- Thus, too, a, pike should ever be ad- 
dressed as Esox lucius, or, an' your Latin be 
momentarily to seek, as "tyrant of the watery 
plain." 

V.: Thanks, good Master! And is there no 
fitting phrase or expression which would sig- 
nify a mixed catch or body of fish? 

P.: Truly. If haply you are fishing in the 
sea, then, arc your quarry known as "denizens 
of the deep"; but if fishing in the Thames 
— and, mark me, this river should be "sil- 
very," or "gentle Tamesis" — or other inland 
water, then is your catch best described (es- 
pecially if it be that you have forgotten their 
Latin names, as Cyprinidac, or have doubt be- 
tween rudd and roach, or, -layhap, have a 
hybrid fish), then, and in that case, fish are 
ever "scaly spoil," or "members of the finny 
tribe." 

V.: Now, sir, having learnt so much from 
you on these heads, I would ask you what 
must I do should it be my good fortune to 
catch a salmon? 

P. : Come, good Scholar, that is indeed 
simple! Write of him — write of him "My first 
salmon." Smacks somewhat of originality, me- 
thinks, and for the rest, 'tis a matter only of 
eulogy.

P. : In sooth, Scholar, you weary me with 
your inquirings. Game fish are those that be 
not coarse. 

V.: Thanks! Thanks, good Master! I had 
not thought the matter so simple! 

P.: Simple is it; but these things, though 
simple, are essential to the proper under- 
standing of the fisherman's- craft, and there be 
many others of a like kind on- which I will in- 
form you on a more fitting occasion, as ex- 
ample^ Scholar, how that a rod is ever a 
"trusty" rod, and the deeper mysteries of "gin 
clear," "fine and far off," "tight corking," and 
many other dark sayings not manifest to a 
beginner ; but I perceive Maudlin and her good 
mother yonder. Come, we'll accompany them 
to the inn,' and drink a bowl of fresh milk ere 
we begin our fishing. 

V.: As it is about the time of cheese mak- 
ing, it may be that there be no milk for drink- 
ing. 

P.: Then will we partake of their right 
good ale. 

V.: I'll with you readily!

A Glance at Constantinople 




(By Isabel Fenwick.) 

HIS world, in spite of all its sinning, 
does seem still a garden of Eden. 
There is beauty everywhere, not only 
•fesgSvf in the running brooks, in forest, sky 
f^Wf and tree, but also in the great 
^ capitals and centres of life with all 
their stir of pleasure and toil. Fortunate in- 
deed are those of us who are able to visit 
other countries, other peoples, and inspect 
other ways of living than our own. What it 
is that such travel gives us. one cannot de- 
fine. Perhaps, the biggest thing about it 
is the huge environment we have for think- 
ing and seeing. That is, of course, if we 
can take our journeys leisurely, and are able 
to note what there is to see and hear, without 
rushing as sightseers for show places. 

Certainly, with most people, the first im- 
pression of places lasts longer and is deeper 
than any subsequent ones, and it is often 
owing to these earliest feelings that one has 
likes or dislikes, without reason, simply be- 
cause their remembrance is cither 6f glorious, 
glowing sunlight, or, it may be. of gloomy 
rain and fog. 

But there are a few spots which must be 
beautiful at all times. One of these is the 
approach to Constantinople, for there is no 
lovelier scene on earth than that which greets 
the traveler as he journeys thither from the 
sea of Marmora at the hour of sunset, when 
the glory of gold and orange rests with 
dazzling light on gilded dome, mosque, and 
tapering minaret, showing up the gorgeous' 
architecture, the varied outline of the terraced 
roofs, and the purple of the distant Byzan- 
tium heights. It is like a picture from the 
"Arabian Nights," only this is a reaf live one, 
wonderfully bewitching, more enchanting and 
mysterious than any of which we ever dreamt. 

As the steamer glides onward, over a 
glassy sea, into the Golden Horn, and drops 
anchor, the view becomes more wonderful and 
interesting still. The city lies around one, as 
it -were, a vast overpowering mass of domes, 
curious, picturesque houses, and broken, shat- 
tered walls, — these last, the remains of the 
great resisting power \fhich kept at bay both 
Goth, Persian and Osmanli. In the distance 
is a long stretch of the Bosphorus, all aglow 
with palaces, gilded kiosks, villas and gardens. 

Nor is the scene less gay and animated on 
water than on land. Huge ironclads lie within 
a cable's length of the Sultan's palace, pas- 
senger steamers from every country in Europe 
are at anchor side by side, with the graceful 



Greek feluccas and Turkish coasters, while 
here and there flit the little caiques with their 
loads o ( . gold-bedizened beys or veiled women. 
Truly there nre few scenes in the world like 
that around one in the Golden Horn. 

It is fascinating, however, to land and ex- 
plore some of the wonders, though daylight 
reveals blemishes undreamt of in the glowing 
sunset of the night before. Constantinople is 
one of the dirtiest and most unsanitary cities 
in Europe. 

The never failing "Cook's Tourist" agent 
greets one on the quay and there, amid great 
confusion, shouting, gesticulating, — no one 
knows exactly what it is all about, except that 
it is an inevitable part of the proceedings, — 
one is finally deposited in a "vehicle," with 
driver and dragoman, to visit the "sights." 
The crowded streets, as one passes along, 
form an extraordinary panorama of color and 
life. It is an cverchanging throng, and every 
nationality seems represented here. The Turks 
sit about at shop-doors, lounging sleepily over 
their long opium pipes, while here and there 
are groups of Jews, Greeks, Russians, Asiatics, 
buying, selling, and bargaining with each 
other. 

One cannot help being struck, too, by the 
strange and unnatural appearance of the 
women in their bulky overdresses of brilliant 
reds, greens and yellows ; their closely veiled 
taccs, and their tinted hands and nails. Ladies 
of high rank, and girls of over ten and twelve 
years never appear in public places. Those 
of them who live in the harems are even worse 
off, for their outlook on the big world is so 
narrow that it is limited to a little eye-hole 
in a shuttered window. 

Another sight, so weird, and at the same 
time so repulsive, is a funeral procession. The 
dead man, dressed in his best clothes and fez, 
and strapped to a wicker arm chair, is carried, 
shoulder high, by bearers, to his last resting 
place. His lifeless head wags to and fro. and 
his arms hang helpless at his sides. There 
is no coffin for his body; no prayer for his 
poor soul. 

The principal things to see in this fascin- 
ating city of Constantinople are the mosques, 
the bazaars, tombs of the sultans, the Seraglio 
(an unused palace of the sultan), the hippo- 
drome, the walls, and the Greek churches. 

Many of the buildings arc fearfully neglect- 
ed and desolate looking, but the mosques, on 
the whole, are well kept up, and they are all 
wonderful. There are over a hundred of 
them, that of Santa Sofia, the original Chris- 
tian Cathedral, built by Constantinc, being 



the oldest. The Turks, quick to realize its 
beauties, made its architecture their own, with 
the result that all the other mosques are built 
after that pattern, though each has its own 
distinctive features. Costly materials, col- 
ored marbles, polished and precious stones and 
mosaics are used everywhere. There is here 
no tawdrincss in decoration. Everything is big, 
bold, impressive, and of exquisite finish. 

The holy ground of the mosques must not 
be desecrated by infidel feet, and so, before 
entering the sacred buildings, one is com- 
pelled io wear huge overshoes which never 
fit, and which have the unhappy habit of slip- 
ping off at every turn. Woe unto the wearer 
if the mussulman sees him slipperless. Just 
now in Santa it is the hour of prayer. From 
the great circling gallery is an impressive 
spectacle. The worshippers have come in. No 
women arc allowed — only men, and with boots 
in hand, each takes his place, unrolls a prayer 
mat, and falls prostrate on it, swaying his 
body to and fro, and chanting responses, which 
at a distance gound like a murmuring sea 
breaking a hushed and solemn stillness. 

All around the huge building arc little side 
chapels, and in many of them, piled up on 
cushions, sit teachers expounding the Koran 
to groups of young men or boys who arc 
training for the priesthood. 

After going the round of the mosques, one 
turns next to the bazaars. Many of them are 
in the Asiatic quarter, and all of them arc in 
stuffy, unhealthy alleys. The shopkeeper and 
his staff — a legion of them — greet one with 
effusion. Coffee is made and served, thick, 
sweet, black coffee, and afterwards the "wares" 
arc shown. The price? one asks. "Ah! to 
foreign visitors just one half the usual cost." 
Thinking we know a little of the wary Turk, 
we offer still less than lie asks, and less and 
less, until the article comes down to about its 
real value. 'J Tien he grows sarcastic and 
angry, and pushes it forward as a gift. With 
some embarrassment his generosity is re- 
fused, but we still keep to our price He 
either at uncc accepts this, or else for an hour 
or more pesters you during your .wanderings 
among the bazaars and at every turn meets 
you, again offering his goods at a few piastres 
lower. Finally, in desperation, you are glad 
to give anything to get rid of him and the in- 
terested crowd who have been at your' elbows 
watching- each detail of the proceeding. And 
so one goes on, seeing something totally dif- 
ferent day after clay, like living pictures 
a transformation scene 

Yesterday it was. the dancing Dervishes, 
where from a gallery we watched about forty 
mad fanatics, in long flowing robes and tall 
chimney shaped felt hats, whirl themselves 
round and round a room to the accompani-

Color Schemes in Houses 




ICTORIA may well be proud of her 
many beautiful residences, for 
they, with their broad lawns and 
shady trees, form one of the 
chief and characteristic beauties 
of the city. The houses them- 
selves arc usually large and roomy, well con- 
structed, and designed with excellent skill and 
taste to harmonize with their natural sur- 
roundings. 

The supreme exhibition of this good taste 
is found in the" artistic coloring of the build- 
ings. Paint is used as it should be; not only 
to protect the wood, but to embellish it — to 
create a color scheme that is harmonious in 
itself and which blends perfectly with the 
colors around it. 

Of course, one sometimes runs foul on 
.-111 occasional blot on the landscape, all 
smeared over with a clash of warring colors, 
proclaiming in its brazen way the crude ideas 
of beauty possessed by its owner. Fortunately 
such houses are few and far between and 
serve the lowly but useful purpose of em- 
phasizing the better taste of their more re- 
fined neighbors. 

One of the. latter homes, nestling among 
the dark shadows of the pines and enclosed 
by hedges of holly and other evergreen shrubs, 
was painted in such a manner as to form, with 
the grounds, one complete picture, allowing 
neither the- house nor the grounds to become 
obtrusive. The keynote of the color scheme, 
like that of most other houses so situated, was 
necessarily green, for that was the color of 
the trees, the lawn and the hedge, which to- 
gether formed the greatest area. A bit of red, 
the complimentary color of green, was intro- 
duced in the brickwork of the basement and 
the chimneys; while brown, which is a mixture 
of the red and the green, and which blends 
with both, was used for the body of the 
house A roof of dull green covered the whole, 
and the different areas of color were separ- 
ated by narrow trimmings of white. 

A house a block or so away from this one 
and similarly situated, except that the trees 
were oak, was treated in somewhat the same 
fashion, except that the trimmings, which 
were wider, were painted in tan and the green 
roof and brown body were stained a lighter 
shade. By this simple expedient of raising 
the color tone, the house was made to har- 
monize not only with the green of spring, but 
with the brown and yellow of autumn. 

A house with only a lawn in front and 
around it allows its owner a wider choice in 
coloring. He is not so much embarrassed by 



the strong colored surroundings, and may 
often choose almost any color scheme. One 
Douse, a broad, low affair, built more on the 
order of the Spanish Colonial than is usual in 
Victoria, and surrounded with a lawn only, 
was painted in a shade of old ivory with trim- 
mings of deep green and a roof stained with a 
lighter green. The chimneys were not the 
usual brick red, but of a darker shade. Sand- 
stone was employed for the steps and base of 
the building. This produced a fine sample of 
harmony by contrast, for the green of the 
lawn is emphasized by the yellow of 'the 
house, and the yellow of the house is strength- 
ened and brightened by the green lawn. 

The- sandstone introduced between the yel- 
low building and the green lawn serves to 
bind the two colors and eliminate a harsh 
line. The green roof above, reflecting in a 
more somber way the lawn below, together 
with the- strong trimmings and the dark 
chimney, tend to give the building a look of 
greater strength, size and solidity than it 
probably possesses. 

A niore difficult problem in house decor- 
ation arises when a. new building is placed 
between two old buildings. One of the old- 
timers may have been painted a bright red, 
while the other is resplendent in a coat of 
brilliant green. The new-comer may possibly 
desire to color his house blue, but the red 
neighbor objects on the ground of a too violent 
contrast, while the green neighbor objects to 
the proposed sickly combination. Pie is of- 
fered his choice between a neutral tint of grey 
or a brown with touches of red and green. 
Whether his brown be warm or cold depends 
on the relative areas and intensity of color 
of the Adjoining houses. If he has no desire 
for these modest tints, he may paint his house 
after the manner of a totem pole and thereby 
cast all three into equal disrepute 

Some architects advocate a censor for color 
schemes, for, while people who have money 
enough to build a really good house usually 
have taste enough to paint it, or wit enough 
to hire some one who can, the cheaper houses, 
constructed without the aid of an architect, 
and decorated by untrained hands, often be- 
come mere eyesores. Their noisy, flashy col- 
oring compel attention from every innocent 
passerby. They cheapen the neighborhood 
and deaden the finer sensibilities of those who 
come regularly within their zone of influence. 
o

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CURRENT TOPICS 

News comes from Venezuela that affairs there arc 
going on well. President Gomez • is a hard-working: 
man who earnestly desires the good of his people. He 
Is trying to do away with the laws that keep the peo- 
ple from doing their best to work the mines, to culti- 
vate the land, and to carry on manufactures. Presi- 
dent Castro's departure seems to have been a blessing 
to his people, 

Spring has come early to the towns on Lake .On- 
tario; For almost three month'* the children of Belle- 
ville, Port Hope, and St. Thomas have been skating 
on the rivers and riding to school on their sleds. All 
at once a great thaw has come. The snowbanks have 
melted, the ice has disappeared, and the rivers have 
overflowed their banks doing damage even to some of 
the streets of these cities. Bridges iloated away 
and In Port Hope great blocks of ice filled the streets. 

There are few prettier or more fertile districts 
than Burnaby Lake between Vancouver and West- 
minster. Many (ine fruit farms are situated near a 
very beautiful little lake. Much of this neighborhood 
has lately been bought by the Stave Lake Power Com- 
pany. A branch' of the electric railway is to bp built 
to Port Moody and there will be a junction at Burna- 
by Lake. It looks as if the quiet little municipality 
where English gentlemen have been living on their 
neat fruit farms would soon be a noisy, busy place. 

Two convicts have escaped from the Westminster 
penitentiary and one of them has been caught. Not 
even the prisoners are more to be pitied than an es- 
caped convict. Hunted like a wild animal, never feel- 
ing safe for a moment night or day, lie must be a 
strong and daring man who can bear up under the 
strain. In the end he is likely to add murder to his 
other crimes. If only young men realized how much 
easier it is to begin an evil course than to leave it, 
there would be many happier lives and fewer prisons. 

All week there have been reports about the dan- 
ger of war between Servla and Austria. The little 
kingdom has been preparing tor war while the Oreat 
Powers talked over the situation. It is said that 
Russia has written to the king advising peace. Look- 
ing at the map it would seem impossible that, brave 
as the Servians are, they would dare to attack Aus- 
tria unless they were sure that one at least of the 
Great Powers would come to their assistance. If Rus- 
sia insists that Servla shall disarm it is scarcely 
likely that the king will refuse to listen. In the mean- 
time" Russia herself is In sore need of money to carry 
on the government of her vast territory. 

It is nearly two years since the great bridge which 
the Dominion Government was building between Que- 
bec and Levis fell crashing Into the water and mil- 
lions of dollars of material and labor were wasted. It 
was intended to replace tnis bridge with one better 1 
designed and the terrible lesson would teach those 
trusted with its construction to be more careful. An 
engineer from St. John, X.B., now proposes that in- 
stead of a bridge a tunnel shall be built under the riv- 
er. His plan is not to bore through the bed of the 
St. Lawrence, but to place a tube through which ears 
and carriages could run and people walk forty feet 
under the water. This structure would not cost more 
than the bridge. This plan of placing a tubular 
bridge under, instead of over, the water is another of 
the wonderful things that engineers are planning to 
do in these days. 

Good people in England have sent a share of the 
money contributed last year as a thank-offering to 
the church In Canada to pay clergymen and build 
churches here. Xow It is proposed to send another 
large sum to establish a college in this province in 
which Church of England ministers can be educated. 
All this is very good but surely we cannot help feel- 
lug that the money is more needed in England than it 
is here. We have no idle men or hungry shivering 
women and children in this province. Bishop Hills, 
in whose memory the college is to be founded, spent 
most of his life in British Columbia and then: are 
hundreds of men belonging to the Church of England 
who could if they chose give the $;i0.000 towards the 
college. It is true. $30,000 would go but ;i short way 
towards feeding the thousands and thousands of idle 
people who through no fault of their own arc suffer- 
ing this winter, while we have bread enough and to 
spare in this nsw country. 

Col. Lake, commander of the military forces in 
Canada, and Earl Grey have been repeating wha;t 
Lord Roberts said last summer about the need of 
teaching all the boys in Canada the military drill. 
These soldiers believe that every man in the British 
Empire should know how to defend his home. The 
drill would teach boys obedience and respect for their 
superiors as well as self-control, it is besides, splen- 
did exercise and will give all cadets broad shoulders, 
strong bodies and Improve their health. Whatever 
boys may become, whatever trade or profession they 
may learn, they will he the better for this drill. If, 
When they grow older, they learn to practice riflo 
shooting much that a soldier needs to know will have 
been learned. As every hoy grows up, if he Is filled 
with a true love of his country and a desire to serve 
her to the utmost of his strength Canada will one 
day become one. of the great nations of the world. 
Every boy who studies faithfully, every merchant who 
conducts his business honestly, every mechanic whose, 
work Is strong and enduring is serving his country, 



wnd if the day should come when any or all of these 
true men must take up arms against Canada's en- 
emies, they will be ready as were the heroes of the 
olden days to defend their hearths and their homes. 

The taxes of the people of Oak Bey will not be 
raised as soon as they build homes on their lots. This 
pretty suburb of Victoria manages its own affairs 
and it manages them very well. The people have 
built a pretty new school house and laid out a line 
play ground. The older boys and girls will be able 
to attend their own school instead of coming all the 
way to the Central School. Perhaps they will set the 
boys and girls of the city a good example in cultivat- 
ing a school garden. 

A great deal of the time of the members lias been 
given to the consideration of what is called the Water 
Clauses Act. Perhaps you wonder why men should 
sit in a room in Victoria and make laws about the 
Eraser or the Columbia and the lesser streams that 
How through the Island. It seems almost as reason- 
able to interfere with the winds that blow from the 
mountains. But nun have, in these days, turned the 
rivers out of their courses and even put the water- 
falls to their own uses. We drink and bathe in water 
that comes from a distant lake. The power that cre- 
ates the electricity which moves our cars or lights our 
homes comes from mountain streams. If it were not 
for the rivers and rivulets no fruit would grow In the 
Okanagan and other districts of the Upper Country. 
The miner uses the streams to break down the rocks 
and to wash out the gold. It is necessary then to 
prevent the waste of water and to determine how it 
shall be best used for the good of all. To do this is 
not easy, though it is a very important piece or law 
making. 

Perhaps there never were so many meetings in 
any one week in Victoria as there were last week. Be- 
sides tlie City council and the legislature at both of 
which much business was done, we had a visit from 
the railway commission. This is a body whose duty 
it is to see that the great railroad companies do not 
wrong the people in any way. Mr. S. J. Mabee is 
chairman of the Board. A number of complaints 
were heard on Saturday and Monday. Those who 
worn present greatly admire the business-like way in 
which the commission did its work. The most Im- 
portant of tile rpiestions, those asking for a railroad 
crossing at Victoria West and for cheaper freight 
rates on the C.P.R. in British Columbia, will be an- 
swered after the commission returns to Ottawa. The 
Fall Court has been in session and the fruit growers 
came from all directions to confer with the govern- 
ment and the officers of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way. The fruit growers want the company to grant 
them cheap rates and cold storage as well as suitable 
cars so that they may be able to sell their fruit prof- 
itably in the cities of the prairies where it Is needed 
most. There Is no use raising fine fruit if there lis 
no market for it or if it cannot be sent in good time. 
It is almost certain that the result of this meeting 
will give those who own orchards and gardens a, bet- 
ter price for their fruit. While our apples can be 
sold in England and In the East the natural market 
for berries, stone fruits, and pears is the prafries. 
These should go in part payment of the Hour and 
wheat which, on the coast at all events, British Co- 
lumbia will always buy. 

Spring is coming, so say the snowdrops, the cro- 
cuses, the meadowlarks, and the swelling buds of the 
fruit trees. Already the willows and alders have 
shed their pollen and the tiny seeds of the one and 
Hie curious cone shaped fruit of the other are be- 
ginning lo grow. Has any one seen under the shade 
of some big oak the wee star shaped flower and the 
pretty dark green leaves, deeply cut, small as they are, 
of the earliest of the cress family? After the frost 
the grass Is only now beginning to look green. In 
the groves the buds of the (lowering currant are al- 
most bursting and a tinge of green is showing on 
other shrubM. Xow. boys, and girls, how many of 
you will undertake to send by Thursday morning the 
names of iill the wild (lowers you have gathered dur- 
ing the week'.' Tell where you found each blossom, 
its color, and whether the ground was wet or dry, or 
the place sunny or shady. If you cannot find tin;

Git your teacher to sign your list and give 
your own name and address, anil tho date. The 
longest list received each week will be published. A 
copy of the Boys' Own Annual for 1908 will be given 
If a' boy finds tlie most (lowers before November 1st, 
the Girls' Own Annual if a g -!, or if it is a little 
child, the prettiest book the editor can find in town.

There is likely to be plenty of work going on in 
Canada this summer. Copper will. It is said, be dear- 
er. For many years the low price of this metal made 
times hard in the Kootenay. Lumber is wanted not 
only for export and for building but for railroad ties 
for the G.T.P. and the other roads to be commenced 
soon. On Vancouver Island land is to be cleared and 
trails built, while the C.P.R. will go fin with the 
branch lo Albcrnl. News from eastern Canada says 
that already more people are coming to the country 
than last year and that many of them will come to 
British Columbia. In Vancouver elevators are to bo 
built and next fall thousands of cars loaded with 
grain will be coming wst. Work Is to be done as 
fast us possible on the Grand Trunk Paclllc. All 
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through tho country prospectors will be looking for 
new mines and surveyors laying out roads and search- 
ing for the best railroad routes. As soon as summer 
begins tourists on their way to or from the Alaska- 
Yukon Exposition will call here and the city will bo 
full of vlslturs. On every side there are signs of pros- 
perity. 

What Canada needs now is wise and honest men. 
Men who will know best how all this work should be 
done and who will not allow what belongs to their 
children and children's children to be wasted: You 
remember the story of the strong man Esau who was 
In such a hurry for his dinner that he sold his birth- 
right and ho and Ills descendants hud to live a hard' 
life forever. There have since that time been many 
Esaus who in their hurry to get a little at the mo- 
ment have parted with groat things. 

Very soon the boys of today will be men. They 
have had far better opportunities of study than their 
fathers had. Work is waiting for them — for their 
hands and for their brains. Are they gelling ready 
for It? Not unless they are doing what they have to 
do now witli all their might. There will be no room 
In this busy Canada witli its railroads and lines of 
steamships, with its thousands of miles of farms and 
Its mines and fisheries, for laggards or trlllers. If 
British Columbia boys are to ' hold their ground in 
the days to come they must be In earnest now. Un- 
less they are they must see men from other provinces 
and from other countries taking tlie best places and 
doing the hardest but most honorable tasks. No- 
where are life's prizes easily won and the ruggedness 
of our mountains tells all who open their eyes that 
this Is a country which will be the home of strong 
men.

ment of a discordant jingle. Their dizzy flight only 
ends after several hours, and then they fall senseless 
to the ground in communion with the infinite. Today 
Is the event. of tlie week— Tho SemcllK— when tho Sul- 
tan emerges from his palace, and goes to tho mosque. 
The public never knows long beforehand where he will 
worship or by which route he will drive. This pro- 
caution, with various others, Is taken to ensure safety. 
About S a.m. soldiers begin to appear. Regiment af- 
ter regiment line tlie way, and of all fantastical garb 
for men, the dross of a Turkish soldier offers tho most 
variety. Baggy red trousers, high boots, short blue 
coats, fez, and lastly a sash with knives, daggers and 
pistols, Is full-dress uniform. 

After a terrible wait of some three to four hours, 
during which endless preparations have gone on, and 
various Important pashas have ridden and driven past, 
one suddenly hears, from somewhere, apparently sky- 
ward, a voice, appealing, entreating, commanding.

a Typhoon— A U. S. Transport 




N the summer of' 1899 the -United 
States War Department assembled 
at Jefferson City, Missouri, one of 
the finest trains of experienced 
army mules and horses ever organ- 
ized for foreign service. From 
Cuba, from the northern borders of the United 
States, from frontier army posts, and, in fact, 
from every part of the United States where 
the quartermaster's insignia were in evidence, 
these animals were brought to the common 
rendezvous in Missouri. They were the pick 
of the army — staid old mules and horses that 
had been in the service for years, and knew 
almost as much of military discipline as the 
men in blue. Their transhipment followed in 
July, and then the War Department cast about 
for a vessel in which to ship them to Manila, 
where General Otis was even then delaying 
important army movements in order that these 
animals might accompany the troops to "the 
front." 

The Siam had just returned from Nanaimo 
with a cargo of coal. She was a fine, big ten- 
knot boat, with Austrian officers and sailors. 
The War Department decided, although she 
flew the flag of the Emperor Joseph, that she 
was just the vessel needed. Early in August, 
after several weeks of hammering, sawing, 
and building of superstructures, three hundred 
and seventy-three horses and mules were sent 
aboard and placed in separate stalls for the 
long voyage to Manila. The loading of the ani- 
mal cargo was a matter of much concern to 
the War Department, with the result that al- 
most the pick of the packers and teamsters of 
the army — fifty-six in all — were chosen for the 
voyage. 

In command of these rough-and-ready 
plainsmen was Captain J. P. O'Neil, 25th In- 
fantry, United States Army. Captain O'Neil 
was just the sort of man to deal with the cow- 
boys — no army dandy, but a true-blue soldier, 
and the men admired and loved him. 

Among the horses was the thoroughbred 
presented to General "Joe" Wheeler, United 
States Army, by the citizens of Alabama after 
his return from the Cuban campaign. 
"Beauty," he was called by the men, and he 
was given a place of honor near the officers' 
cabin. Yet another splendid animal was the 
horse belonging to Miss Wheeler, daughter of 
the General, who was then an army nurse in 
trite Philippines. 

The officers and crew were all Austrians, 
with the exception of two engineers. The 
commander was Captain Sennen Raicich,- 
sailor, gentleman, and postage stamp connois- 
seur. His hobby was rare stamps, and his 
cabin was filled with cases containing valu- 
able specimens. 

Ten days after leaving San Francisco the 
Siam reached Ploholulu, and the horses and 
mules were taken ashore and sent to the 
Government corrals, where they recuperated 
for two days. During this time Captain O'Neil 
spent much time considering the arrangement 
of the stalls. These were arranged along the 
main deck and in the first hold below. Over 
the exposed portions of the main deck super- 
structures had been raised to protect the ani- 
mals from the elements. The forward deck 
was loaded with hay and grain for use during 
the voyage, while between decks was a stock 
of forage. Over the officers' section a deck 
house was built, and used as a sleeping place 
for the cowboys. 

The Honoluluans took great interest in the 
horses, and hundreds examined the stalls, 
which were arranged along the .sides of the 
steamer, the animals facing inward. Small 
chains hasped to the supports on either side 
led to the rings of the halters. Cleats were 
nailed to the flooring to give the animals foot- 
ing during storms. 

For several clays the voyage toward the 
Philippines was delightful. Half-cloudy days 
and trade winds maintained an even temper- 
ature throughout the ship. Officers, crew, 
cowboys, the few passengers, and the animals 
were on the best of terms. 

On September 17 a terrific storm burst 
over the steamer. The vessel rolled, and the 
horses, unused to such a motion, had difficulty 
in retaining their feet. Clouds of spray dashed 
over the bridge and tons of water broke upon 
the decks. The stalls were flooded and be- 
came slippery and the animals frequently fell. 
Sometimes a lurch threw at least fifty from 
their feet. Instantly there was a struggling, 
kicking mass of horse and mule flesh on the 
decks. For two days and nights this went 
on, and few men were able to sleep. Finally 
things got so bad that Captain O'Neil sent a 
written request to Captain Raicich to change 
the course of the vessel to any direction that 
would give the least motion to the ship. With 
considerable difficulty and no little danger, 
the ship was then put about, and all hands 
breathed a sigh of relief. The vessel scudded 
before the wind, riding more easily, though 
she was going far out of her course. 

After that storm the ship was a hospital, 
for two hundred and thirty-three horses and 
mules were more or less injured, and six of 
the animals died of their injuries. 

On September 29 the steamer was close lo 
Cape Engano, on the northern coast of the 
Island of Luzon. On the morning of Septem- 
ber 30 the sky became overcast, the wind 
freshened, and the barometer ' fell. In the 
afternoon there was a peculiar glow in the 
clouds, which behaved most curiously; they 
seemed caught in currents of wind and were 
stretched out across the heavens in orderly 
lines, parallel with the horizon. To the lands- 
man none of the signs were ominous, but the 
ship's officers sent orders quietly among the 
crew. 



Evening came on, the sea began, to stir, 
and the crests of little waves broke sharply. 
The Siam was now in sight of the northern- 
most portion of Luzon, and as Cape Engano 
was approached she was slowed down, but the 
captain and officers looked in vain for the 
lightship on the Cape. At ten o'clock the 
commander changed the course of the vessel 
from west to north, thereby keeping out of 
the channel above the Cape, for he would not 
risk entering the waterway without first 
picking up the light. 

At eleven o'clock the heavens and the sea 
seemed to meet in a mighty clash. There was 
one mighty reverberating roar, the steamer 
heeled over, the wind howled through the rig- 
ging, and the stern, lifting high out of the 
water, permitted the propeller to race, shak- 
ing the vessel from stem to stern. The gong 
and bells rang sharply in the engine room, the 
propeller stopped altogether, spun again. The 
tramping of feet sounded along the decks ; 
orders were shouted from the bridge in Aus- 
trian. The cowboys gathered on the main 
deck and waited anxiously — for what, they did 
not know. 

Then, almost without warning, a demoni- 
acal sea and a fearful wind, with legions of 
horrible, never-to-be-forgotten night terrors, 
appeared to leap on the ship from the dark- 
ness. 

A sickening dread crept into my heart. In 
fifteen minutes the whole fury of the typhoon 
was upon us. It was almost midnight of Sep- 
tember 30 when we realized, by a glance into 
the chart room, that a battle for our lives was 
upon us. It was human science matched 
against the ungovernable fury of the elements. 
Which would win? 

I made my way to the bridge, clinging now 
to a rope, and now down upon my knees with 
my arms around a stanchion. By mam force 
I held on to the wheel-house, where the cap- 
tain and his two mates directed the course of 
the stricken ship. Their faces were set with 
grim determination, their eyes staring fiercely 
now at the compass and then at the boiling 
seas, which pitched and rolled us about like 
a paper box. The wheel flew round from side 
to side. One end of the bridge rose and tow- 
ered above me until I leaned over almost up- 
right against the ascending deck and as sud- 
denly it fell until it seemed to plow the water. 
The wind, blowing at eighty miles an hour, 
tore canvas and rigging to shreds. 

Suddenly the bow lifted high upon a mon- 
ster wave. Higher, higher, higher it rose, 
while the stern sank down into a yawning 
chasm. Simultaneously a huge wave struck 
us abeam. Down came the bow, and over

heeled the steamer upon her side. From below 
came the nerve-racking bellowing and scream- 
ing of the terrified animals as they strove 
madly to keep their feet. Hoarse shouts came 
up from the lower decks, where the cowboys 
were endeavoring to help their charges. Now 
and then there was a crash as an animal was 
flung bodily out of its stall across the deck, 
where it smashed stalls and set other animals 
loose. Each time the ship rolled I set my 
teeth, for each swing seemed about to plunge 
us into the boiling black abyss below. Often 
my heart seemed to stand still, and I waited 
for the moment when our devoted band would 
be hurled into eternity.. 

Presently half a dozen of us descended to 
the stokehold in order to send ashes up to the 
deck to be spread under the hoofs of the strug- 
gling animals'. Out of that stifling hole buck- 
etful after bucketful was hoisted until the 
deck was strewn with debris. But the heat 
of the stokehold and the unusual labor caused 
the amateur stokers to sicken, and, exhausted 
and nauseated, we climbed to the deck again 
and lay there gasping. 

With morning the storm grew worse. At 
nine o'clock Captain Raicich determined to 
heave the ship to, but the plan had to be 
abandoned, owing to stress of weather. The 
steamer was compelled to head directly into 
the wind, which eddied in dizzy concentric cir- 
cles around a larger circumference. My diary 
contains the following notes jotted down in 
the afternoon of October 1, written mainly in 
shorthand while I lay ill in my bunk: 

"Good heavens ! Another such day and 
night as we have been having and I believe I 
shall" become insane. Buffeted and tossed 
about like a feather, careening, rolling, and 
pitching, the Siam seems ready to take her 
final plunge. Just now a great wave lifted 
the bow until it seemed the vessel would 
stand straight upon her stern; the stern went 
down and threw us up again with a terrific 
lift. A wave strikes the bow and races the 
full length of the vessel, tearing everything 
loose it can rip from its fastenings^ It is 
sickening. I am writing this in the very 
midst, the centre, of the worst kind of storm 
one can encounter at sea. The men are shout- 
ing and cursing, the animals pawing and ut- 
tering plaintive sounds. 

"We don't know where we arc. W r e know 
we are heading northeast to get away from 
ragged reefs which lie to the north of Luzon. 
We are steaming directly in the face of the 
typhoon and make no progress. The barome- 
ter has fallen twelve points since noon. May 
Heaven have mercy on us ! 

"7 a. m., October 2nd — What terrible 



sights I have witnessed during this awful 
time! The storm increased every hour of the 
night, the barometer going down from 82 to 
30, disclosing the fact that we were heading 
directly toward the centre of the typhoon. We 
have rolled so heavily that the rail goes under 
at each dip. The men remained at their posts 
in the stable division, striving to keep the 
animals frqm plunging out of their stalls from 
sheer terror. Suddenly a mule falls. Men 
hurry to raise it. A return lurch, and down 
go a score — a mass of maddened, screaming- 
brutes. From every part of the ship whistle 
signals are heard calling for help. None can 
be offered, and there the poor beasts lie piled 
up on each other, sliding upon their sides and 
backs from one side of the ship to the other, 
tearing strips of flesh from their bodies, caus- 
ing them to groan piteously in their helpless- 
ness. The ship is tossed every way, up and 
down, side to side. Heavy seas break across 
the decks. 

"Crash! There goes the cowboys' bunk 
house on the poop deck. It is flooded, and 
the men's belongings arc sweeping into the 
sea. The water is pouring down into our 
cabins. Destruction everywhere. Another 
crash — the rending of timbers in the stable 
sections. I hear the men shouting warnings 
and hear their feet tramping across the 
decks. The stalls have given way entirely. 
Horses are plunging through the hatchways 
into the lower stable divisions. A thud, a 
groan, and they are dead. The rest are piled 
up in sickening, agonizing masses, rolling, 
snorting, kicking, and endeavoring to get upon 
their feet. No man dare move from his hold- 
ing-place. One has to stand almost upon the 
cabin wall to keep erect. 

"There they He, all our pets, the captain's 
thoroughbred, General Wheeler's own charger. 
There are twenty horses dead in one heap. 
A mule has plunged right down into the en- 
gine room, breaking its legs. It la}' there for 
two hours before Captain O'Neil could shoot 
the suffering beast. The engineers crawled 
over the carcass as they stood at the throttles 
to ease the engines down as the propellcV 
races. 

"The terrific battle of the elements outside 
beggars any description from me. Intensify 
any storm you have experienced on land a 
couple of thousand times, add all the terrors 
that darkness can furnish, add the thoughts 
of terrible death staring you in the face every 
minute, with the sights and sounds of Dante's 
Inferno, and then perhaps you can gain .some 
idea of our misery. 

"At daylight the seas swept across and 
filled up on decks. Then it was that Spartan 



How British Museum 





IKE most of the great institutions 
and achievements in which the race 
takes pride, like the Empire and the 
Constitution themselves, the British 
Museum owes much to what appar- 
ently was luck or accident, but which 
in the after-event looks like the half-con- 
scious work of a slowly maturing destiny. 
In its present completeness and ordered equip- 
ment, the national museum of Great Britain 
might seem, were its history unknown, the 
embodiment of a logically formulated idea, like 
some more recent collections elsewhere; yet 
it has grown in its own way, much as English 
oaks have done, spreading out into spontane- 
ous, vigorous branches; and in spite of British 
haphazardry, and in spite ' of occasional 
blighting winds from the treasury, the full 
growth has attained a rich organic unity. 

As most people know, the museum had its 
origin in the will of Sir Hans Sloane, who 
died at a great old age in January, 1753. 
Sloane, an Irishman of Scotch descent, was a 
distinguished physician, with a keen interest 
in and gift for natural science. He was made 
a baronet by George I. : he became president 
of the College of Physicians and of the Royal 
Society. But in his younger days he had 
spent two years in Jamaica, 1687- 1689, and 
had, with well-directed energy, formed a fine 
collection illustrative of the natural history of 
the island. 

To this collection he was always adding 
during the rest of his long career; and the 
splendid bequest of a much-travelled friend, 
Charleton, very greatly enhanced its value. 
Long before his death he had conceived a 
strong desire that his collections should be 
kept together and put to public use. In 1739 
he made a will, subsequently modified by 
codicils, embodying his intention. At one time 
he designed that the collections should be 
kept in his Chelsea manor-house; but in the 
end the house was left to his daughters, in 
its final form the will directed that the col- 
lections should be offered, for the comparative- 
ly small sum of $100,000, to the King, and, 
failing him, to Parliament. The King looked 
askance at the offer, and the matter was 
brought before the House of Commons. Here, 
too, there was hesitation. Chance, however, 
or destiny was working for the scheme of 
a national museum. 

It happened that another famous collection, 
intended for public use and access, was with- 
out a fixed resting-place or home of its.own. 
This was the library, chiefly of manuscripts, 
which had been formed in the sixteenth cen- 
tury by Sir Robert Cotton. It had been housed 
in various temporary quarters, and while at 
Ashburnham House, Westminster, had been 



partly destroyed by fire. Sloane's offer gave 
practical emphasis to the question of housing 
the Cottonian Library, the neglect of which 
had become a scandal. A group of members 
of Parliament, with Onslow, the' speaker, at 
their head, conceived the* idea of combining 
the two collections and, furthermore, of pur- 
chasing for the nation the splendid collection 
of manuscripts made by Robert Harley, Queen 
Anne's Minister, and his son. Parliament was 
brought to approve of the plan and the Brit- 
ish Museum became an accomplished fact. 

It was certainly a piece of good fortune 
that these two libraries were added to Sloane's 
collection, not only because of their great 
value, but because they gave the museum a 
more comprehensive character. Sloane's col- 
lection was mainly, though by no means en- 
tirely, a natural history collection. With all 
its admirable uses, a museum dominated .by 
this character does not wholly fulfil its function 
as a Temple of the Muses. 

It was fortunate, therefore, that from the 
outset I he museum represented other needs 
besides those of natural science. As it grew, 
it was to become more and more an embodi- 
ment of the fullest and finest conception of a 
museum; a home of "the humanities"; a kind 
of silent university, admitting all who cared 
to learn ; a store-house not only of the won- 
ders of nature but of the many inventions of 
man. 

It is odd to think that the means chosen 
by Parliament for raising the necessary funds 
was a lottery but so it was. Then arose the 
question of housing the collections. Bucking- 
ham House was available; and it is only by 
an accident that the museum docs not now 
occupy the site of the King's palace. But the 
price asked was thought -too much, and it was 
finally decided to purchase Montagu House 
in Bloomsbury. How delightful a site must 
this have been in the mid-eighteenth century ! 
The well-proportioned house of ruddy brick 
and white stone had a spacious garden at its 
back, with green fields in prospect stretching 
up to the hills of Highgate. By degrees this 
garden was enclosed with long galleries; then 
in the 'forties of the last century, Montagu 
house was finally to disappea- and make way 
for the great stone front of the present day. 

A hundred and fifty years ago, on January 
l5i I 759> the Britisii Museum was officially 
opened. Its history henceforth is one of con- 
tinual accretions, for which the existing build- 
ings were again and again to prove too small, 
as indeed is the case at the present day. Early 
in the nineteenth century came the Elgin 
Marbles for which, more than anything else, 
the museum is famed through the world. The 
sculptures were condemned, it is almost in- 



credible to think, by the leading connoisseurs 
of the day as inferior late work ;" and it was 
chiefly owing to the determined advocacy of 
the unfortunate painter Haydon that they 
were not lost to the nation. The possession 
of works of art of paramount beauty enriched 
the museum on another side than that of 
learning and science; and the effect of these 
sculptures on taste was almost a revolution. 
For long they were exhibited in a temporary 
gallery, little better than a shed. The nucleus 
of the famous Egyptian collections, the anti- 
quities captured from the French by the Eng- 
lish army in Egypt, including the Rosetta 
Stone, had already been deposited in the 
museum in 1802. 

The long gallery housing the library of 
George III., presented by his son, and still 
known as the King's library, was completed in 
1827. But the great increase in the department 
of printed books dates from the passing of the 
Copyright Act of 1842, under which a copy 
of every British book has to be deposited in 
the museum. Till 1852 what was left of the 
old. garden of Montagu house, within the 
quadrangle of galleries which had gradually 
grown up round it, remained unoccupied. In 
that year Panizzi, afterwards principal li- 
brarian, proposed that this space should be 
used for the extension of the library. People 
who climb the dome of St. Paul's are often 
surprised by the apparition of another huge 
dome against the western sky which they have 
never noticed from London streets. It is the 
dome of the great reading room, considerably 
larger, indeed, than that of St. Paul's itself, 
though it makes little impression in its own 
neighborhood, being mostly hidden from view. 
Round this arc the galleries of iron-work, fill- 
ing the rectangular space with their miles of 
bookshelves. This extension was completed in 

Still the museum grew apace. Besides the 
remarkable Assyrian collections, the second 
half of the nineteenth century saw endless 
precious additions in all the various depart- 
ments. The natural history collections became 
absurdly over-crowded, cramped in a single 
section of the Bloomsbury building, whereas, 
now the huge museum at South Kensington, 
erected in 1880-83, seems none too ample for 
them. Even this removal, the building of a 
new wing on the east, the white wing, in 
18S4, and the recent transference of provin- 
cial newspapers to Hendon have not pre- 
vented the' collections from again becoming 
over-crowded, though the new buildings now 
•in course of slow erection will afford relief 
for a time. Who knows what another cen- 
tury will see? 



measures had to be taken. The hatches were 
ordered to be battened down, thus confining 
in a death-trap nearly two hundred mules. We 
knew it meant death by suffocation to those 
that were still living, but our own lives were 
at stake, and to save our own the animals 
must be sacrificed. 

"I am now writing in the chart room. If 
the vessel should sink, I don't want to be 
caught like a rat down in my cabin, although 
there will be no chance for life in any case 
. if .we go down. 

"To make our terror worse the Austrian 
firemen have mutinied. They heard that the 
captain had given up the ship. They were 
right, for he told us to prepare fof the worst. 
Think of knowing that we have got to drown! 
Our boats are all smashed and hanging in bits 
at the davits. The firemen tumbled up on the 
deck looking like demons trom the under- 
world. Then Captain O'Neil showed his 
true nature. He became the hard, steel-like 
soldier. He sternly ordered them below, but 
the men did not move. The cowboys knew in- 
stinctively that without steam to turn the en- 
gines we must surely founder. Two of the 
cowboys seized the ringleader, and, placing 
the ends of a lasso about his wrists and 
thumbs, started to draw the rope over a guy 
wire, threatening to string him up by the 
thumbs. Captain O'Neil had turned away 
when these men took the prisoner in charge. 
Immediately the frightened crew turned and 
fled down to the stokehold. 

"Who can blame the poor beggars? Life is 
as sweet to them as to us. Two hours later 
they came up again, but the display of an 
army revolver in Captain O'Neil's hand 
caused them to retreat. 

"Tlie chief engineer, an Englishman, has 
gone insane Thirty-three years at sea, and 
now he has gone to pieces! The terror of 
the long vigils at the throttle unnerved him. I 
passed him a little while ago; he was sitting in 
his cabin wailing piteously, his face blanched 
with terror. The little Scotch second engineer 
has been on duty every hour since the night 
of the 30th. His whole back was scalded by 
steam. Dr. Calkins bound it up in cotton and 
oil, and he is working as if nothing had hap- 
pened, brave little fellow. 

"6 a. m., Tuesday morning, October 3rd. — 
Another chapter in my experience of Hades. 
No one is on duty except the ship's officers. 
It is a ship of the dead. I have just taken a 
look down the upper stable division, and the 
sight sickened me. The poor brutes of horses 
and mules, mangled and torn, lay in heaps, 
the live ones "trying to extricate themselves 
from the dead. 

"At last the typhoon has spent itself, and 
by tomorrow morning we shall probably be 
able to get back on our course and make a 
fresh start for Manila. Nearly all the horses 
and about two hundred mules are wounded 
as far as we can ascertain. Soon the hatches 
will be taken off, and we can learn the hor- 
rible truth. 

"October 4th. — All morning long the dead 
animals have been hoisted out and thrown 
overboard. How horrible it all is! The men 
working in the lower holds are overpowered 
and compelled to come up on deck every few 
minutes. We have three steam winches go- 
ing. We found only one live mule in the 
lower hold. Captain O'Neil has been shoot- 
ing most of the live animals, for they are be- 
yond hope in their terrible condition. 

"Captain Raicich told me today that for 
fous hours yesterday he did not know whether 
the ship would pull through. The Siam got 
into the trough and could not be steered. Pie 
said he was prepared then for death. He said 
he has never before experienced such a ter- 
rible storm. We don't know just where we 
are yet, as we can take no observations. 

"What a terrible change in Captain Rai- 
cich's appearance! He never left the bridge 
for three days and nights. He, as well as the 
twoj men at the wheel, were lashed to stan- 
chions. He wore two oil 'slickers,' but they 
are. in ribbons, and the tar from them has 
sunk into his hair and beard and deep into his 
skin. He is dirty and wretched-looking. His 
cheeks are sunken and there is an almost in- 
sane glare in his eyes. He looks like a 
wreck, but in spite of his terrible ordeal he is 
as decisive in manner as before. Poor fellow, 
he hardly ate anything during the whole of 
the typhoon. He saved our lives. 

"We have just located our position. We 
arc a hundred miles north of Luzon, and 
close by arc the dreaded coral-teeth we tried 
to avoid. 

"October 5th. — We arc now nearing Ma- 
nila Bay, and have cleared up the vessel fairly 
well and thrown most of the carcasses over- 
board. The ship is a wreck; everything seems 
to have been twisted, broken, torn, or dam- 
aged in some way. Up to last night we got 
overboard three hundred and fifty-five car- 
casses. This morning four more were found 
dead and two others had to be shot. We now 
have only twelve animals left, some of which 
may land at Manila alive. This is all we have 
left out of three hundred and seventy-three. 
Dozens of sharks follow in the wake of the 
vessel. The Siam's expedition has been the 
most disastrous in the transport service." 

As a matter of fact, the Siam actually 
landed only two animals at Manila. They 
were little Spanish mules which had been 
thrown into the coal-hold, and, strange to say, 
had not a scratch upon them. They were and 
are still known in and about Manila as the 
"Million-Dollar Beauties" of the quartermas- 
ter's department. — Wide World Magazine.
